New Members 


Luis FERNANDO GUACHALLA, REPRE- 
SENTATIVE OF Boxrtvia.—At the _ special 
meeting of August 20, 1951, the Chairman 
of the Council extended a warm welcome 
to Dr. Luis Fernando Guachalla, Ambas- 
sador, Representative of Bolivia on the 
Council of the Organization of American 
States. The new Representative was already 
familiar with the procedure and work of the 
Council, having been a member of the former 
Governing Board of the Pan American 
Union, first as Envoy Extraordinary and 
later as Ambassador of Bolivia to the 
United States. 

Dr. Guachalla was born in La Paz on 
July 28, 1899. His parents were don Fer- 
nando E. Guachalla and dojfia Leticia 
Solares. His father was elected President 
of Bolivia in May 1908, having previously 
occupied diplomatic posts in Mexico, Vene- 
zuela, the United States, England, and 
Argentina, and served on special missions 
to The Hague and to Brazil. 

Dr. Guachalla attended secondary schools 
in Switzerland and Belgium, and received 
his law degree at the University of Chile 
in December 1924. He began his diplomatic 
career in 1921 as Civil Attaché at the 
Bolivian Legation in Chile, where he rose 
to the positions of Second Secretary in 
1923 and First Secretary in 1927, and 
served as Chargé d’Affaires on three different 
occasions during the period 1927-29. 

Upon his return to Bolivia in 1929, he 
was appointed Second Adviser to the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs, and in 1930, 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Pleni- 
potentiary to Paraguay, a position which he 
occupied during 1930 and part of 1931. 
From August to November 1934 he served 
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as Minister of War, and from March 1935 
to March 1936, as Undersecretary of 
Foreign Affairs, with the rank of Minister. 
He was then appointed Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, a position which he occupied on 
two other occasions, in 1947 and 1949. 
In 1936 he went to the United States, where 
on October 6 he presented his credentials to 
President Roosevelt as Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary of Bolivia to 
the United States.! He occupied this post 
until March 1942, when he became Am- 
bassador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary, 
a position which he filled until December 
1943, when he returned to his country. In 
1947 he was a candidate for the Presidency 
of the Republic. 

In 1938 Dr. Guachalla was the delegate 
of Bolivia to the Eighth International 
Conference of American States, held at 
Lima, and Counselor of the Delegation to 
the First and Third Meetings of Consulta- 
tion of Ministers of Foreign Affairs, held 
respectively at Panama in 1939, and at Rio 
de Janeiro in 1942. In 1947 he headed the 
Bolivian Delegation to the Inter-American 
Conference for the Maintenance of Con- 
tinental Peace and Security, also held at Rio. 

Dr. Guachalla served simultaneously as 
Editor-in-Chief of ‘El Diario’, of La Paz, 
and Professor of International Law at the 
University of La Paz during 1925 and 1926. 
He is a member of the American Institute 
of International Law, and has published a 
study on international committees of in- 
vestigation and conciliation. 

Dr. Guachalla has been honored with the 
following decorations: “Gran Oficial de la 
Orden del Sol” of Peru; “Gran Oficial del 
Cruceiro do Sul” of Brazil; “Gran Oficial de la

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Orden del Mérito” of Chile; “Gran Oficial 
de la Orden de Balboa” of Panama; “Gran 
Oficial de la Orden de Duarte” of the 
Dominican Republic; “Gran Oficial de la 
Orden del Céndor de los Andes” of Bolivia;

Rosperto MANvuEL HEURTEMATTE, REp- 
RESENTATIVE OF PanaMa.—At the Council 
meeting of October 17, 1951, the Chairman 
greeted the new Representative of Panama, 
Mr. Roberto Manuel Heurtematte, who 
is also Ambassador Extraordinary and Pleni- 
potentiary of his country to the United 
States, a position to which he was appointed 
on July 27 of the same year. Ambassador 
Heurtematte enjoys great prestige in the 
political and financial circles of Panama. 

He was born in Panama City on May 19, 
1908, and received his education in the 
following centers of learning in the United 
States: Horace Mann School, New York 
City; Rumsey Hall, Cornwall, Connecticut; 
Hotchkiss School, Lakeville, Connecticut; 
and Yale University, New Haven, Con- 
necticut, where he graduated in 1931. 

Mr. Heurtematte, who has distinguished 
himself in the fields of commerce and 
finance, has occupied the following posi- 
tions: President of the ‘““Compafifa Panama 
de Seguros’; President of the Isthmian 
Investment Corporation; President of the 
“Casa Heurtematte y Arias, S. A.”; Vice 
President and Treasurer of the ““Compaiiia 
Heurtematte, S. A.”; Treasurer of the 
“Empresa Cemento Panama, 8. A.”; Di- 
rector of the “Cervecerfa Nacional, S. A.” 
Director of the ‘Abattoir Nacional, S. A.”; 
and Secretary of the ‘“‘Compafiia Panameiia 
de Aviacién”’. 

In 1944 he was Chairman of the Pan- 
amanian Delegation to the Conference of 
Commissions of Inter-American Develop- 
ment held in New York; and in 1947, while 
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serving as Alternate for Panama on the 
Board of Governors of the International 
Bank for Reconstruction and Development, 
he attended the second annual meeting 
of the Board held in London. 

In September 1951 Ambassador Heurte- 
matte became Governor for Panama on the 
Board of the International Bank and of the 
International Monetary Fund. 

He is a member of Delta Kappa Epsilon, 
Scroll and Keys, Elizabethan Club, and 
the Racquet and Tennis Club in New 
York. 

In 1947 he married Miss Bette G. Gibson 
of the United States. 


Election of Chairman and Vice Chairman 
for 1951-52 


Article 17 of the Regulations of the 
Council of the OAS provides that the 
election of the Chairman and Vice Chairman 
will take place each year at the last regular 
meeting held in November, and that the 
Representatives elected shall assume office 
immediately. In accordance with this pro- 
vision, the Council, at the meeting of 
November 21, 1951, elected as Chairman, 
the Ambassador, Representative of the 
United States, Mr. John C. Dreier, and as 
Vice Chairman, the Ambassador, Rep- 
resentative of Honduras, Dr. Rafael Helio- 
doro Valle. The new officers, who will preside 
until the next election in November 1952, 
replaced, respectively, the Ambassador, Rep- 
resentative of Brazil, Dr. Hildebrando Ac- 
cioly, and the Ambassador, Representative 
of Venezuela, Dr. René Lépervanche Par- 
parcén, who were in office during the period 
1950-51. 

On extending its welcome to the newly 
elected officers, the Council expressed its 
appreciation to the outgoing officers for 
the efficient manner in which they had 
carried out their duties during the pre- 
ceding year.

Currvo Dictionary.—At the meeting of 
March 16, 1951, the Council of the OAS 
decided to accept the kind invitation of the 
Government of Colombia that one of the 
members of the Committee on the Cuervo 
Dictionary be its guest of honor in Bogota, 
to discuss with the Instituto Caro y Cuervo 
the manner of coordinating the collaboration 
that would make possible the execution of 
the resolution adopted February 15, 1928, 
by the Sixth International Conference of 
American States, held at Habana. 

The Committee on the Cuervo Dictionary 
met on May 29, 1951, to consider the letter 
of May 10, addressed to the Secretary 
General of the OAS by the President of the 
First Congress of Academies of the Spanish 
Language, which was to be held in Mexico 
City, and to study the provisions of a 
resolution, attached to the aforementioned 
communication, which referred to the “‘Dic- 
cionario de Construccién y Régimen de la 
Lengua Castellana” by don Rufino José 
Cuervo. 

The Committee appointed the Ambas- 
sador of Honduras, Dr. Rafael Heliodoro 
Valle, as its representative to the Instituto 
Caro y Cuervo, and expressed its satisfac- 
tion with the fact that Dr. Valle would 
leave for Bogota on June 8. After making 
this decision, the Committee agreed to 
await the return of their representative 
before considering the project on the Cuervo 
Dictionary. 

On July 9, 1951, Ambassador Valle sub- 
mitted a report to the Committee regarding 
his conversations with the officials of the 
Instituto Caro y Cuervo.’ This report is 
divided into two parts: the first concerning 
the present status of the studies being made 
by the Institute, and the second containing 
eight conclusions. The conclusions follow:

I. In the Resolution of February 15, 1928, of 
the Sixth International Conference of American 
States, in Habana, the Pan American Union was 
entrusted with collecting the sums subscribed by 
the governments of the American Republics for 
the complete edition of 1,200 copies of the Dic- 
cionario de construccién y régimen de la lengua 
castellana, prepared by Rufino J. Cuervo. The 
Ninth International Conference of American 
States of Bogoté repeated the aspirations and 
aims expressed in the Habana Resolution and 
again recommended to the Pan American Union 
the carrying out of the said Resolution. 

II. Subsequent to the Habana Conference and 
independently of what was agreed upon by the 
American States, the Government of Colombia 
established (1940) the Instituto Caro y Cuervo, 
the statutes of which include among its basic 
objectives the continuation and publication of the 
Diccionario of R. J. Cuervo. 

III. Therefore, and pursuant to Article 2 of 
the Habana Resolution, which charges the Pan 
American Union with ‘‘taking the necessary steps 
for the publication of this work with any private 
persons and enterprises or entities of any kind; 
and it is fully empowered to execute all contracts 
and agreements and to make payments or ad- 
vance funds, pursuant thereto’’, it is expedient 
that the Organization of American States sign an 
agreement with the Instituto Caro y Cuervo 
whereby bases will be established for the said 
Instituto to be the agency for carrying out the 
work of completing and publishing the Diccionario 
of R. J. Cuervo. 

IV. The reasons why the Instituto Caro y 
Cuervo of Bogoté is the agency called upon to 
carry out the task of continuing and publishing 
the Diccionario can be summarized in the fact 
that, since its founding, it has been working ef- 
ficiently at this task. For confirmation of these 
reasons I am attaching hereto a detailed report of 
the work carried forward by the Instituto up to 
now. I am also attaching a detailed report of the 
Director of the Instituto, Dr. José Manuel Rivas 
Sacconi, to the Secretary of National Education 
of Colombia for 1950, which sets forth how the 
Instituto Caro y Cuervo has organized the work 
of continuing that undertaking (see pp. 8-13). 

V. According to the Inter-American Resolution 
of Habana of 1928, the Member States agreed to 
raise the sum of $42,000 gold to publish 1,200 copies 
of Cuervo’s work. In my conversations with the 
officials of the Instituto we concluded: (a) that 
the number of copies provided for would be in- 
sufficient for an adequate distribution of the work 
and especially for its distribution among the 
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countries under whose auspices it is to be pub- 
lished; (b) that, from 1928 to the present, the 
interest in purchasing the Cuervo Diccionario 
has increased notably, on the part not only of the 
public in general but of scientific institutions, 
which desire to have the above-mentioned work 
for many reasons, among others, the extraordi- 
nary degree to which philological and linguistic re- 
search has been carried on in the countries where 
Spanish is spoken, and the no less remarkable 
development of Spanish language studies in the 
United States of America and in Europe; (c) 
that, in fixing the amount of $42,000 (U. S.) in the 
Resolution of Habana, the fact that the Diccio- 
nario would have to be completed was not taken 
into consideration; (d) that, on the other hand, the 
costs of publishing have increased considerably 
since then, ‘whereas the intrinsic value of the 
dollar has radically changed. For these reasons it 
can be clearly seen that the amount of $42,000 
(U. 8S.) set in the Resolution of Habana would be 
insufficient at present to cover not only the ex- 
penses of a suitable edition of the Diccionario, as 
first planned, but even those for continuing and 
completing it. But the Pan American Union, 
acting pursuant to Article 3 of the Habana Resolu- 
tion, might encourage the collection of contri- 
butions among private institutions, which will make 
it possible to increase the fund for the Diccionario 
project. 

VI. The foregoing considerations show basi- 
cally that the Pan American Union today can 
collaborate definitely with the Instituto Caro y 
Cuervo of Bogoté by committing itself to provide 
one or more specialists, of proved competence and 
generally acceptable in scientific circles, accord- 
ing to the available funds, who will go to Colombia 
so that, under the Direction of the Instituto, they 
will provide technical assistance in the task of 
continuing and completing, within as short a time 
as possible, the Diccionario de construccién y 
régimen by R. J. Cuervo. The collaboration of the 
Pan American Union is equally essential for the 
purchase of bibliographical material, either liter- 
ary or scientific, and for an effective system of 
consultation with Libraries in the United States. 

VII. The inter-American fund for continuing 
and publishing the Diccionario shall be under the 
care, custody and administration of the Pan 
American Union. 

VIII. The Instituto may request the collabo- 
ration of men of letters of other countries who will 
agree to do the reading and copying of examples for 
the Diccionario; and in so far as is possible, in a 
spirit of American solidarity, the opinion of the 
Academias de la Lengua, Linguistic Research 
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Centers, and the Schools of Philosophy and 
Letters of American and Spanish Universities 
will be given preferential consideration in choos- 
ing these collaborators. 


The members of the Committee were of 
the opinion that the project concerning the 
Cuervo Dictionary should be continued as 
rapidly as possible, and that the Inter- 
American Cultural Council was the most 
appropriate organ of the OAS to undertake 
a careful study of such an important proj- 
ect. Taking into consideration that the 
Cultural Council was to hold its First 
Meeting in Mexico City on September 10, 
1951, the Committee on the Cuervo Dic- 
tionary submitted the following draft resolu- 
tion to the Council of the Organization, 
which the latter approved at the special 
meeting of July 31: 

The Council of the Organization of American 
States 
RESOLVES: 

1. To express its appreciation to Dr. Rafael 
Heliodoro Valle, the Ambassador of Honduras, 
for the very complete and timely report he pre- 
pared based on his recent conversations with 
officials of the Instituto Caro y Cuervo of Bogotd. 

2. To send a copy of this report to the Inter- 
American Cultural Council, together with the 
report of Ambassador Valle attached hereto, with 
the request that the said Council study this 
document in order to decide on a plan of action to 
accelerate the work of preparing and publishing 
the Cuervo Dictionary. 


CONGRATULATIONS TO THE UNIVERSITIES 
oF Lima AND OF Mexico.—Considering 
that 1951 marked the Fourth Centennial of 
the founding of the University of San 
Marcos de Lima and the University of 
Mexico, the Representative of Honduras 
presented the following draft resolution 
which was unanimously approved by the 
Council at its special meeting of August 20: 

Wuereas: This year the Fourth Centennial of 
the founding of the University of San Marcos de 
Lima and of Mexico will be celebrated; and 

These illustrious houses of study have pro- 


duced statesmen, men of letters, professors, diplo- 
mats, men of science, and artists who have worked 
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for the culture and friendship of the American 
peoples, 

The Council of the Organization of American 
States 
RESOLVES: 

1. To congratulate the University of Lima and 
of Mexico on this occasion, and to express its hope 
that they may continue to enrich their cultural 
tradition and hold steadfast to the bonds they 
have established in furthering intellectual co- 
operation in our Hemisphere and in serving their 
people in the solutions of their problems. 

2. To send messages from the Council to the 
Rectors of the Universities of Lima and of Mexico, 
stating that the Council joins them in the cele- 
bration of this glorious anniversary. 


EXPRESSION OF SYMPATHY ON THE DEATH 
oF Dr. ANTONIO SANCHEZ DE BusTa- 
MANTE.—The Chairman of the Council 
opened the meeting of October 3, 1951, with 
the announcement of the death of one of 
Cuba’s most eminent citizens, the inter- 
nationally known jurist, Dr. Antonio Saén- 
chez de Bustamante, and suggested that the 
Representatives pay tribute to his memory 
by standing and observing a moment of 
silence. 

After this tribute to his memory, the 
Council unanimously approved the follow- 
ing resolution: 

Wuereas: Dr. Antonio Sdnchez de Busta- 
mante, great Pan Americanist, and internationally 
known jurist, has recently died; and 

During his long and distinguished career, this 
prominent American jurist contributed effectively 
to the cause of peace and better understanding 
among nations, 

The Council of the Organization of American 
States 
RESOLVES: 

1. Torecord in the minutes of this meeting their 
profound sorrow at the death of the distinguished 
American jurist, Dr. Antonio Sanchez de Busta- 
mante. 

2. To request that the Secretary General trans- 
mit a copy of this Resolution to the Government 
of Cuba and to the family of the deceased. 

TRIBUTE TO Dr. CHARLES G. FeENwick.— 
At the meeting of October 3, 1951, the 
Council congratulated Dr. Charles G. Fen- 
wick, Director of the Department of Inter- 
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national Law and Organization of the Pan 
American Union, on the success of the lec- 
tures concerning the Principles of Interna- 
tional Law which he gave in July and 
August of 1951 by invitation of the Acad- 
emy of International Law of The Hague, 
and for his valuable contributions in the 
field of international law. 


RELATIONS WITH THE PAN AMERICAN 
Raitway ConGress AssociaTIon.—In view 
of the fact that since 1948 the Pan Ameri- 
can Railway Congress Association has been 
requesting the opportunity of becoming 
more closely linked with the Organization 
of American States, the Committee on 
Inter-American Organizations made a care- 
ful study of the cooperative relations which 
could be established between the two organ- 
izations. As a result of this study, the Com- 
mittee submitted to the Council of the 
OAS, at the meeting of November 7, 1951, 
a report which states that the Pan Ameri- 
can Railway Congress Association is a semi- 
official organization composed of 17 Ameri- 
can governments, and official and private 
railway companies, whose purpose is to con- 
tribute to the greater development and prog- 
ress of railroads in the American continent. 

The report adds that the Association has 
held seven Congresses, the first in Buenos 
Aires in 1910, and the seventh in Mexico 
City in 1950. The delegations of each 
country are entitled jointly to four votes in 
the Congress: one for the national govern- 
ment, one for state-managed railways, one 
for mixed enterprises, and one for private 
companies. The Organizing Committees of 
the said Congresses are appointed by the 
respective national governments. The Per- 
manent Committee of the Association has 
its headquarters in Buenos Aires. 

In view of the prestige enjoyed by this 
organization and of the significance that 
the greater development and progress of 
railroads has for the economy of the Mem- 
ber States of the OAS, the Council, at the 
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aforementioned meeting of November 7, 
approved the report of the Committee on 
Inter-American Organizations,‘ together 
with the following resolution: 


Wuereas: It is desirable that there be close 
cooperative relations between the Organization of 
American States and the Pan American Railway 
Congress Association, 

The Council of the Organization of American 
States 
RESOLVES: 

1. That such relations shall be established 
through a special agreement in compliance with 
the provisions of the Charter of the Organization. 

2. The Committee on Inter-American Organi- 
zations shall study a draft agreement and, to that 
end, consult with the Inter-American Economic 
and Social Council to ascertain the views of that 
Council as regards the provisions it would be 
desirable to incorporate in the agreement. The 
draft might include such provisions of the agree- 
ments already concluded as are applicable in this 
instance and any to which the observations made 
by the Inter-American Economic and Social Coun- 
cil give rise. 

3. Once the said draft agreement has been 
approved by the Committee on Inter-American 
Organizations, the Committee shall be empowered 
to request the Secretary General to ascertain the 
points of view of the Pan American Railway 
Congress Association thereon. 


PREPARATION OF THE PROGRAM OF THE 
TentTH INTER-AMERICAN CONFERENCE.— 
At the meeting of November 7, 1951, the 
Delegation of Brazil submitted to the 
Council of the OAS for consideration, the 
following Memorandum! on the procedural 
standards concerning the preparation of 
the program of the Tenth Inter-American 
Conference to be held in Caracas in 1953: 


As decided at the Ninth International Con- 
ference of American States (Bogoté, 1948), the 
Tenth Inter-American Conference is to be held 
at Caracas in 1953. 

Article 38 of the Charter of the Organization of 
American States provides that “the program and 
regulations of the Inter-American Conference

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shall be prepared by the Council of the Organiza- 
tion and submitted to the Member States for 
consideration.” 

The importance and the complexity of the 
subjects to be studied, with a view to their in- 
clusion in the program of the Tenth Inter-Ameri- 
can Conference, is full justification for the Council 
of the Organization to establish a Special Com- 
mittee charged with carrying out the provisions of 
Article 38 of the Charter of the Organization. 

A further reason for so doing is the fact that, 
before starting the preparation of the aforesaic 
program, it would be advisable for the Council of 
the Organization to establish, as a preliminary 
measure and through the above-mentioned Special 
Committee, the procedural standards for the 
preparation and drafting of that important 
agenda. 

The Delegation of Brazil has therefore the 
honor to submit to the Council of the OAS for 
consideration the attached draft Resolution 
creating a Special Committee charged with the 
preparation of the program of the Tenth Inter- 
American Conference (Caracas, 1953) and with 
the preliminary study of the procedural standards 
for the preparation of the aforesaid program, the 
Committee to report to the Council of the Organi- 
zation on the standards it considers most ef- 
fective for the success of its labors. 

Should the Council of the Organization approve 
the aforesaid draft Resolution, the Delegation of 
Brazil will present to the Special Committee 
some specific suggestions as to the procedural 
standards that, in its opinion, it would be desir- 
able to adopt. Furthermore, the Delegation of 
Brazil believes that, because of the importance 
of the matter, all the Representatives on the 
Council of the Organization of American States 
should be consulted by the Special Committee, 
as soon as it is in a position to draft a preliminary 
document with respect to the problems studied. 

At present, the Delegation of Brazil wishes to 
mention in advance, by way of example, that one 
of the basic questions to be decided by the Special 
Committee deals with the ‘‘time’”’ factor, that is, 
the time available to the Council of the Organi- 
zation for the careful preparation of so important 
a program, which will be duly submitted to the 
Member States before being finally approved. 

Another problem that might also merit due 
consideration by the Special Committee would be 
the establishment of a work method, through the 
creation of one or more Special Committees, so 
that the many topics on the eventual program 
will be satisfactorily treated, with the technical 
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assistance not only of the advisory organs of the 
Council of the Organization, but also of ‘the 
specialized inter-American organizations. 


The Council of the Organization, after 
careful study of this Memorandum, ap- 
proved it together with the following reso- 
lution: 


WueErEAs: Article 38 of the Charter of the Or- 
ganization of American States provides that ‘“‘the 
program and regulations of the Inter-American 
Conference shall be prepared by the Council of 
the Organization and submitted to the Member 
States for consideration’’; 

As decided at the Ninth International Con- 
ference of American States (Bogoté, 1948), the 
Tenth Inter-American Conference should be held 
in Caracas in 1953; 

The importance and complexity of the subjects 
to be studied, with a view to their inclusion in the 
agenda of the aforesaid Conference, is full justi- 
fication for the Council of the OAS to take the 
necessary measures to enable it to comply with 
Article 38 of the Charter of the Organization; and 

It is most advisable to study and establish 
procedural standards for the preparation of the 
program of the forthcoming Inter-American Con- 
ference, 

The Council of the Organization of American 
States 
RESOLVES: 

1. To establish a Special Committee charged 
with preparing the program of the Tenth Inter- 
American Conference (Caracas, 1953). The said 
Committee shall be composed of eleven members 
appointed by the Chairman of the Council. 

2. To request the aforesaid Committee to study 
first, as promptly as possible, the procedural and 
work standards for the preparation of the afore- 
said program, and to submit its observations in 
the course to the Council of the Organization for 
approval. 


The Chairman of the Council appointed 
the Representatives of Brazil, Argentina, 
Mexico, the United States, Venezuela, Peru, 
Colombia, Uruguay, Cuba, Nicaragua, and 
the Dominican Republic to comprise the 
Committee. 

At the next Council meeting of November 
21, 1951, the following resolution was ap- 
proved concerning the program and regula- 
tions of the Tenth Inter-American Confer- 
ence: 


Wuereas: At its November 7, 1951, meeting, 
the Council resolved to create a Special Com- 
mittee charged with preparing the program of the 
Tenth Inter-American Conference, to be held in 
Caracas in 1953; 

The drafting of the regulations of the Tenth 
Conference is something that cannot be delayed, 
since it is closely linked with the preparation of 
the program; 

When the Council adopted the earlier Resolu- 
tion, it took into account the provisions of article 
38 of the Charter of the OAS, which refers to the 
preparation of both the program and the regula- 
tions of the Inter-American Conference; and 

It is desirable to centralize in the aforesaid 
Committee all pertinent studies relating to the 
preparation of the Tenth Inter-American Con- 
ference, 

The Council of the Organization of American 
States 
RESOLVES: 

1. To entrust to the Committee charged with 
preparing the program of the Tenth Inter-Ameri- 
can Conference the formulation also of the pre- 
liminary draft regulations for the said Con- 
ference. 

2. To charge the Committee with the study, 
within the provisions of the Charter of the OAS, 
of all other matters related to the preparation for 
the Tenth Inter-American Conference. 

3. To request the Committee to submit peri- 
odically to the Council for consideration, the 
results of the work mentioned in the first two 
paragraphs of this Resolution. 


INTER-AMERICAN Rapio Orrice.—Reso- 
lution III of the Ninth International Con- 
ference of American States provides that 
the Council of the Organization of Ameri- 
can States shall make a complete survey of 
the status and activities of the existing 
inter-American organizations, in order to 
adopt, with the authorization of the govern- 
ments, the necessary measures for the dis- 
continuation of those organizations whose 
maintenance serves no useful purpose, and 
in order to strengthen, adapt or merge the 
others, as may be appropriate. 

Pursuant to provisions of this Resolu- 
tion the Committee on Inter-American Or- 
ganizations examined the situation of the 
Inter-American Radio Office, which was 
established according to the terms of the 
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Convention signed at the Inter-American 
Radio Conference, held in 1937. 

In its study of the aforementioned Office, 
the Committee took cognizance of Recom- 
mendation 13 of the Fourth Inter-American 
Radio Conference, held in 1949, which read 
as follows: 


1. that the Cuban Government, as supervisor 
of the o1r [Inter-American Radio Office], consult 
with all American Governments with a view to 
ascertaining under which conditions they would 
become members of the ork and what support 
they will extend for the financial and technical 
functions of that organization; 

2. that the Government of Cuba, as supervisor 
of the o1r, circulate the answers to all American 
Governments in order that, consulting among 
themselves, they may be able to decide the steps 
to be taken to improve the work of the or to ob- 
tain from that office the maximum mutual bene- 
fits; 

3. that all American Governments take all 
possible action with a view to implementing by 
1 January 1950 such changes as may be agreed 
upon. 


The Committee also took into considera- 
tion several resolutions* adopted by the 
aforesaid Fourth Inter-American Radio Con- 
ference, namely: Resolution 1, which desig- 
nates Montevideo as the seat of the next 
Inter-American Telecommunication Con- 
ference, and contemplates the possibility of 
holding the meeting during 1952; and 
Resolution 2, which proposes that the 
agenda of the next Conference include an 
item on the revision of the Conventions of 
Habana (1937) and Rio de Janeiro (1945) 
and of the agreements signed, respectively, 
at Santiago de Chile in 1940 and at Wash- 
ington in 1949. 

The Committee was of the opinion that 
it would be advisable to consult the Ameri- 
can Governments, or a majority of them, 
regarding the Inter-American Radio Office, 
before the forthcoming Inter-American Tele- 
communication Conference to be held in 
Montevideo. 

In view of the foregoing, the Committee

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on Inter-American Organizations submitted 
to the Council a report’ and a draft resolu- 
tion which were approved at the regular 
meeting of November 21, 1951. The resolu- 
tion reads as follows: 


Wuereas: The Fourth Inter-American Radio 
Conference, held in 1949, approved a resolution 
on the Inter-American Radio Office, which pro- 
vides: 

1. that the Cuban Government, as super- 
visor of the orr, consult with all American 
Governments with a view to ascertaining un- 
der which conditions they would become 
members of the orr and what support they will 
extend for the financial and technical func- 
tions of that organization; 

2. that the Government of Cuba, as super- 
visor of the orr, circulate the answers to all 
American Governments in order that, consult- 
ing among themselves, they may be able to 
decide the steps to be taken to improve the 
work of the orr to obtain from that office the 
maximum mutual benefits; 

The Government of Cuba has consulted as 
provided in paragraph 1 of the aforesaid recom- 
mendation, but to date replies have not been 
received from the majority of the Member States 
of the Organization; 

The replies are urgently needed for the purposes 
set forth in paragraph 2 of the recommendation 
of the Fourth Inter-American Radio Conference 
and for the Council to decide on the necessary 
measures to be taken with respect to the Office 
in accordance with Resolution III of the Ninth 
International Conference of American States; and 

The decision of the Council will be valuable 
for the forthcoming Inter-American Telecom- 
munication Conference, which will be held in 
Montevideo in 1952, where a study will be made 
of the possible revision of the convention estab- 
lishing the Inter-American Radio Office, 

The Council of the Organization of American 
States 
RESOLVES: 

1. To urge the Representatives on the Council 
whose Governments have not yet replied to the 
request for information sent them by the Govern- 
ment of Cuba as regards the Inter-American Radio 
Office, that they address their respective Govern- 
ments and request them to reply as promptly as 
possible so that this matter may be considered at 
the first meeting held by the Council in March 
1952.

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2. To thank the Government of Cuba for trans- 
mitting the replies it sent to the Committee on 
Inter-American Organizations of this Council, 
and to request that it forward any other replies 
received from the American Governments. 


RELATIONS WITH THE INTER-AMERICAN 
Hotei AssociaTion.—The Secretary Gen- 
eral of the Organization of American States 
received a note from the officers of the Inter- 
American Hotel Association, dated Septem- 
ber 19, 1951, requesting information on the 
procedure to be followed for the establish- 
ment of official cooperative relations be- 
tween the Association and the OAS. At- 
tached to the communication were copies 
of the Association’s Constitution and By- 
laws governing its organization. 

The report® submitted by the Committee 
on Inter-American Organizations to the 
Council at the meeting of November 21, con- 
tains the following pertinent information: 


The Inter-American Hotel Association was 
organized under the auspices of the Second Inter- 
American Travel Congress, held jointly with the 
Fourth Pan American Highway Congress in Mex- 
ico City (1941), as set forth in the Final Act of 
the former, and since its founding has maintained 
effective cooperative relations with the Pan Ameri- 
can Union, offering to the Travel Division, in 
particular, aid of every kind ‘to promote travel 
among the American countries. 

The Association has its permanent head- 
quarters at the place where it was founded, 
Fortin de las Flores (Veracruz), Mexico. The 
offices of the Executive Committee are in New 
York City, U.S. A. 

According to the Constitution and By-laws 
of the Association, its objectives are ‘‘to promote 
friendship and understanding among the mem- 
bers of the hotel professions’”’ in North, Central, 
and South America; to encourage ‘‘the exchange 
of information regarding hotel design, construc- 
tion, and operation throughout the Western 
Hemisphere’’, the exchange of information on 
legislation that will in any way affect the hotel 
industry; to contribute to “friendship and con- 
fraternity among the nations and the promotion of 
travel . . . thus lending further impetus to a thor- 
ough understanding throughout the Americas’’.

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The Association is to be composed of the 
national associations of countries where such 
organizations exist or, in case there is no national 
hotel association, of recognized individual hotels 
or groups of hotel men. At present the majority 
of the American countries are represented on its 
list of affiliates. 

The Inter-American Hotel Association has held 
three general assemblies: the one that established 
it, in Mexico (1941); the second, in Miami (1946); 
and the third, in Rio de Janeiro, Brazil (1949). 
The fourth assembly has been convoked to meet 
in Mexico again, from November 23 to 25, 1951. 


In view of the foregoing, and at the 
express recommendation of the Committee 
on Inter-American Organizations, the Coun- 
cil approved the report and the following 
resolution at the meeting of November 21: 


Wuereas: The Inter-American Hotel Associa- 
tion has approached the Secretary General of the 
Organization, expressing its interest in main- 
taining close relations with the Organization of 
American States in matters of common interest; 

The Inter-American Hotel Association, created 
under the auspices of the Second Inter-American 
Travel Congress in 1941, has maintained mutually 
profitable relations with the Pan American Union 
since its foundation; and 

Pursuant to article 53 (d) of the Charter of the 
Organization, the Council is empowered to con- 
clude agreements or special arrangements for 
cooperation with other American organizations of 
recognized international standing; and such ar- 
rangements may be established by an exchange of 
notes between the Secretary General of the Or- 
ganization and the authorized Representative of 
the respective organization, 

The Council of the Organization of American 
States 
RESOLVES: 

1. To authorize the Secretary General of the 
Organization of American States to establish, 
in his reply to the note of the President of the 
Inter-American Hotel Association dated Septem- 
ber 19, 1951, such cooperative relations with the 
said Association as are provided for in the perti- 
nent standards approved by the Council of the 
Organization. 

2. To transmit to the Inter-American Economic 
and Social Council for its information this Resolu- 
tion, as well as the antecedents and the text of the 
notes exchanged with the Inter-American Hotel 
Association. 








The Secretary General 


Report for the Fiscal Year 1950-1951 


At the meeting of November 7, 1951, the 
Secretary General of the Organization of 
American States submitted to the Council 
of the OAS his Annual Report for the fiscal 
year July 1, 1950 through June 30, 1951. 
This Report, which presents in detail the 
activities of the Organization from a struc- 
tural and functional point of view, is 
divided into four parts, three concerning 
the principal work of the various Organs 
of the Organization, and one containing a 


resumé of the most important achievements 
of the year in each field of activity. 

On receiving the Report, the Council 
decided to establish a Special Committee of 
five members, to be appointed by the Chair- 
man, to study the Report and transmit to 
the Council such comments as it may deem 
pertinent thereon. The Representatives of 
Cuba, Bolivia, Ecuador, Haiti, and Costa 
Rica were appointed to this Committee. 

The complete text of the Report will be 
published in Vol. IV, No. 1 of the Annals. 
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Inter-American Council of Jurists 


MEMBERSHIP OF THE INTER-AMERICAN 
JURIDICAL CoMMITTEE.—At the meeting of 
October 3, 1951, the Ambassador, Repre- 
sentative of the United States submitted 
to the Council of the OAS some observations 
concerning the present status of the Inter- 
American Juridical Committee. His state- 
ment expressed that the said Committee 
had found it difficult to operate without a 
quorum of its members present, and for 
that reason, it had been impossible for the 
Committee to carry out the important 
assignments recommended to it by the 
Organization of American States and other 
Organs of the latter. The Representative 
also pointed out that, on more than one 
occasion, the Council had, at the request of 
the Juridical Committee, considered this 
problem and called it to the attention of 
those Governments which were responsible 
for appointing the members of the aforesaid 
Committee. Nevertheless, according to re- 
cent reports received from the Committee 
member appointed by the United States, 
the problem continued to exist and conse- 
quently, he thought it necessary to send 
something more than a mere reminder to 
the Governments. 

Later, adding to his previous statement, 
the Representative of the United States 
said that on several occasions the Council 
had been informed that some of the 10 
Governments which are responsible for 
appointing members to compose the Juridi- 
cal Committee had failed to do so, and in 
some cases, the jurists appointed had been 
unable to occupy the position, due to a 
diversity of opinion concerning the enforce- 
ment of a provision in the Regulations of 
the Juridical Committee which prohibits 
the members of the Committee from en- 
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gaging in duties other than those pertaining 
to that body. This provision of the Regula- 
tions is based on paragraph 3 of Resolution 
XXVI of the Third Meeting of Consulta- 
tion of Ministers of Foreign Affairs, held 
at Rio de Janeiro in 1942, which states that, 
“the members of the Inter-American Jurid- 
ical Committee will be the jurists especially 
appointed by their respective Governments, 
and that they will have no other duties 
than those pertaining to the Committee”’. 

In view of the foregoing, the Representa- 
tive of the United States proposed that the 
Committee on the Organs of the Council 
and their Statutes be requested to study the 
problem and that the Council be recom- 
mended to take the necessary steps to fill 
the existing vacancies on the Juridical Com- 
mittee, in order to attain the objective that 
has been sought for so long, that of having 
the Committee operate with at least a ma- 
jority of its members present. 

The Chairman of the Council, considering 
the observations of the United States Repre- 
sentative on such an important matter to 
be judicious, decided to submit the problem 
to the aforementioned Committee of the 
Council for study. 

As a result of the Council’s decision, the 
Committee on the Organs of the Council 
and their Statutes made a careful study of 
the problem for the purpose of formulating 
recommendations that would facilitate regu- 
lar operation of the Juridical Committee. 

At the beginning of its work, the Com- 
mittee agreed to examine the problem in its 
two major aspects, namely: 


1. Whether the Juridical Committee should be 
composed of Representatives especially designated 
for this purpose with no other duties than those 
pertaining to the Committee; or whether the 
members of the Committee may exercise duties 
other than those pertaining thereto. 
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2. Measures that might be taken to obtain the 
appointment or ensure the presence at the seat of 
the Committee of the representatives of the ten 
Governments that have been requested to desig- 
nate members. 


In its report! to the Council of the OAS 
on October 17, 1951, the Committee stated 
that, from the beginning of its study, it 
had found that the first of these points was 
the primary cause of the difficulties faced 
by the Committee in obtaining the presence 
of the necessary number of members re- 
quired for its effective functioning. As a 
result the Committee decided to consider 
this part of the problem first, taking into 
account Article 5 of the present Regulations 
of the Inter-American Juridical Committee 
which contains the following provision: 

Until the entry into force of the provisions of 
the Charter of the Organization of American 
States relating to Resolution II of Bogotdé, the 
members of the Juridical Committee are those 
jurists especially designated by their respective 
governments, with no other duties than those 
pertaining to the said Committee. 


The aforementioned Resolution II of the 
Ninth International Conference of Ameri- 
can States reads as follows: 

That the Inter-American Juridical Committee 
of Rio de Janeiro, as the Permanent Committee of 
the Inter-American Council of Jurists, shall con- 
tinue, as now organized, to perform its duties 
until such time as the provisions of the Charter 
of the Organization pertaining thereto are car- 
ried out. 

As previously stated, this provision is 
based on paragraph 3 of Resolution XXVI 
of the Third Meeting of Consultation of 
Ministers of Foreign Affairs. 

Moreover, the Committee used as a basis 
for its study certain background information 
concerning establishment and membership 
of the Juridical Committee. 

The Juridical Committee was created in 
1939 under the name of Inter-American Neu- 
trality Committee, pursuant to a resolution

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of the First Meeting of Consultation of Min- 
isters of Foreign Affairs. During its period of 
operation as a Neutrality Committee, that is, 
until 1942, it was composed of “experts in 
international law” appointed by the Govern- 
ments. In some cases the appointment was 
made by the diplomatic agent representing 
the respective country at the seat of the 
Committee. In 1942 the Third Meeting of 
Consultation decided in Resolution XXVI to 
change the name of the Committee to “In- 
ter-American Juridical Committee” and stip- 
ulated that it should be composed of “jurists 
especially appointed by their respective Gov- 
ernments, and that they will have no other 
duties than those pertaining to the Com- 
mittee.” 

At the time of its creation the Inter- 
American Juridical Committee was com- 
posed of seven members, but subsequently 
it was decided to increase its membership 
to 10. The countries selected to appoint 
members were Argentina, Bolivia, Brazil, 
Chile, Colombia, Cuba, Mexico, Peru, the 
United States and Venezuela. 

In addition to Resolution II cited above, 
the Ninth International Conference of 
American States, held in Bogot4 in 1948, 
also expressed the following in Article 69 
of the Charter of the Organization of Amer- 
ican States: 


The Juridical Committee shall be composed of 
jurists of the nine countries selected by the Inter- 
American Conference. The selection of the jurists 
shall be made by the Inter-American Council of 
Jurists from a panel submitted by each country 
chosen by the Conference. The Members of the 
Juridical Committee represent all Member States 
of the Organization. The Council of the Organiza- 
tion is empowered to fill any vacancies that occur 
during the intervals between Inter-American Con- 
ferences and between meetings of the Inter-Ameri- 
can Council of Jurists. 


Inasmuch as ratification of the Charter 
of the OAS by the number of Member 
States necessary for its entry into force was 
still pending, the Ninth International Con- 
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ference of American States stated the fol- 
lowing in Resolution XL: 

1, The agencies that have hitherto functioned 
as Organs of the System of the Union of American 
Republics shall immediately adopt the nomen- 
clature and provisions established in the Charter 
of the Organization of American States. 

2. The new Organs provided for in the Charter 
shall be established on a provisional basis, in 
accordance with the Charter. 


In view of the fact that the aforemen- 
tioned Article 69 of the Charter specifically 
established that the nine countries which 
shall compose the Juridical Committee 
should be selected by the Inter-American 
Conference, the organization of the Com- 
mittee on a basis of nine instead of ten 
members has to be postponed until the 
Tenth Inter-American Conference. 

As indicated by the previous facts, the 
Charter of the OAS contains no restriction 
on the qualifications of the members of the 
Juridical Committee, besides the one men- 
tioned in Article 69, that is to say, that it 
must be composed of jurists. The said 
Charter does not include a provision similar 
to the one contained in the Resolution of 
1942 of the Third Meeting of Consultation, 
that the members of the Committee will 
have no functions other than those per- 
taining to the Committee. Whether the 
standards of 1942 prevail or not depends, 
in the opinion of the Committee on the 
Organs of the Council and their Statutes, 
on the interpretation that may be given to 
decisions taken by the Bogoté Conference, 
and especially on whether the provisions of 
the Charter and Resolution XL approved 
by the latter, have replaced the previous 
decisions with regard to composition, nature, 
and duties of the Committee. 

The background material on this point 
is included in a report submitted to the 
Council on November 2, 1949, by the Com- 
mittee on the Organs of the Council and 
their Statutes, which contains the followin 
observations: ; 


It is true that the procedure of constituting 
the Permanent Committee of the Inter-American 
Council of Jurists (Rio Committee) cannot be 
applied until after the Tenth Conference; but, as 
regards its functions, the provisions pertaining to 
the Permanent Committee and to the Inter- 
American Council of Jurists are already in force 
by virtue of Resolution XL of the IX Interna- 
tional Conference of American States... . 

Accordingly, although the Juridical Committee 
maintains its present organization provisionally 
by virtue of Resolution II, it functions, in ac- 
cordance with Resolution XL, within the new 
mechanism established by the Charter, exclusively 
as the Permanent Committee of the Inter-Ameri- 
can Council of Jurists. 


In 1949, when the Statutes of the Inter- 
American Council of Jurists were being 
drafted, the Juridical Committee was con- 
sulted concerning the draft prepared by 
the Council of the Organization. In its ob- 
servations, the Juridical Committee pro- 
posed that the criterion adopted in 1942 be 
kept, suggesting the inclusion in the Stat- 
utes of an article drafted in the following 
words: 

ARTICLE 8.—Each of the members of the Inter- 
American Council of Jurists and of its Permanent 
Committee represents the twenty-one American 
Republics. Consequently they may not be members 
of any diplomatic mission and in the fulfillment 


of their duties they shall not be swayed by any 
partial criterion or tendency. 


At the First Meeting of the Inter-Ameri- 
can Council of Jurists held at Rio de 
Janeiro in 1950, the previous article was 
discussed at great length, first by the Sub- 
committee and the Committee, and later 
by the Council itself. The Council of Jurists 
rejected the said proposal and consequently, 
the definitive statutes that have been 
adopted contain no restriction on the quali- 
fications of the members of the Juridical 
Committee, other than the one appearing 
in the Charter, namely, that the members 
should be jurists. 

In view of the importance of the matter, 
the Committee in its report recommended 
that the Council of the OAS consult the 








Governments, through their Representa- 
tives, in order to obtain their views as to 
whether the members of the Inter-American 
Juridical Committee should be permitted 
to perform outside duties. In accordance 
with this recommendation, the Council 
approved the following resolution at the 
meeting of October 17, 1951: 


The Council of the Organization of American 
States 
RESOLVES: 

1. To request the Member Governments of the 
Organization, through their Representatives on 
the Council, for their opinion as to whether the 
members of the Inter-American Juridical Com- 
mittee should perform only the duties pertaining 
to the Committee, in view of the provisions of the 
Charter, the Statutes of the Inter-American Coun- 
cil of Jurists, and any pertinent Resolutions, and 
until such time as the Tenth Inter-American Con- 
ference decides on the matter; or, if they may per- 
form functions in addition to those that have been 
stipulated. 

2. Once more to recommend very respectfully 
to the Governments of the American Republics 
whose representatives on the Inter-American 
Juridical Committee have not been appointed 
and those whose representatives are absent, that 
they give all attention as soon as possible to the 
necessity for enabling the Committee of Rio de 
Janeiro to fulfill its functions normally. 

3. To set the meeting of Wednesday, December 
19 for consideration of the points of view of the 
Governments on this matter. 

4. To transmit this Report through the Secre- 
tary General to the Chairman of the Inter-Ameri- 
can Juridical Committee for the information of 
the members of the Committee. 


CoMMITTEE ON COPYRIGHT AND Con- 
VOCATION OF A MEETING OF COPYRIGHT 
Experts.—At the special meeting of Au- 
gust 29, 1951, the Council of the OAS de- 
cided to establish a Special Committee to 
study the procedure that should be fol- 
lowed in order to define the position of the 
American countries with regard to the 
Universal Copyright Convention sponsored 
by uneEsco and in order to determine the 
manner in which the Pan American conven- 
tions should be harmonized with the uni- 
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versal system. By authorization of the Coun- 
cil, the Chairman appointed the Representa- 
tives of Argentina, Brazil, Cuba, Mexico, 
Peru, the United States, and Uruguay to 
comprise the Special Committee. 

The Committee on Copyright met on 
September 4, 25, and 28, in order to carry 
out its assignment. At the beginning of its 
work, the Committee considered the Re- 
port presented to the Secretary General by 
the observer of the Pan American Union at 
the Meeting of the Committee of Copyright 
Specialists, held in Paris during the Sixth 
Session of the General Conference of 
UNESCO in June 1951, a report which con- 
tains a statement of the antecedents.? 

At the meeting of October 3, 1951, the 
Council of the OAS approved the following 
conclusions contained in the Report. pre- 
sented by the Committee on Copyright, 
which refer to the convocation of a meeting 
of copyright experts: 


1. The Meeting could be called the ‘‘Meeting 
of Copyright Experts of the American Republics.”’ 

2. With respect to the date of the meeting, it 
was observed that it should be set for the near 
future, since the Governments have to consider 
their replies on the draft Universal Convention 
transmitted to them by uNEsco, and the meeting 
in question would provide them with an advisory 
study which would facilitate a uniform approach. 
Moreover, since the intergovernmental confer- 
ence will take place around the middle of 1952, 
the American Governments should receive the 
recommendations of the experts in sufficient time 
to study them before instructing their delegates 
to that conference. For these reasons the Com- 
mittee suggests that the meeting be held during 
the week starting January 14, 1952. 

3. With reference to the place of meeting, the 
Committee begs to recommend the Pan American 
Union, because of its greater secretariat facilities, 
and also because of the fact that the delegations 
to the Council of the Organization of American 
States would be in a position to cooperate in the 
work of the Meeting.

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4. With regard to the composition of the delega- 
tions, the Committee suggests that it would be 
highly desirable that the experts be representa- 
tives of governments, and that the representation 
of each country be limited to one specialist, with 
the understanding that such specialist might be 
accompanied by advisers. 


The Committee on Copyright ended its 
report with a draft resolution, and recom- 
mended that approval of the resolution be 
postponed until a later meeting in order to 
give the members of the Council enough 
time to consult their respective Govern- 
ments. 

In accordance with this recommendation, 
the Council fixed the meeting of October 
17, 1951, for the consideration of this reso- 
lution on the convocation of the meeting 
of copyright experts. Consequently, at this 
meeting, after various Representatives had 
expressed their opinions on the subject, the 
Council approved the following resolution: 

The Council of the Organization of American 
States 
RESOLVES: 

1. To call a Meeting of Copyright Experts of 
the American Republics to be held at the Pan 
American Union during the week beginning Janu- 
ary 14, 1952. 

2. To authorize the Secretary General of the 
Organization to invite each government to be 
represented by a specialist and by such advisers 
as may be deemed desirable. 

3. To request the Secretary General to transmit 
to the governments the present report and ap- 
pendixes at the time he issues the invitations, as 
background material for the meeting. 


Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council 


ELECTION OF CHAIRMAN AND VICE CHAIR- 
MAN For 1951-52.—Article 12 of the Reg- 
ulations of the Inter-American Economic 
and Social Council provides that the elec- 
tion of Chairman and Vice Chairman shall 
be held every year at the first regular meet- 
ing in the month of November, and that the 
Representatives who are elected shall as- 
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sume their duties on the fifteenth of the 
same month. Pursuant to this provision, 
at the meeting of November 8, the Council 
elected Mr. Juan F. Yriart, Representative 
of Uruguay, as Chairman, and Mr. Alfonso 
Cortina, Representative of Mexico, as 
Vice Chairman, who will preside during the 
period of November 15, 1951, through No- 
vember 15, 1952. 

The new officers assumed their duties at 
a special meeting held on November 15, 
succeeding Mr. Jorge Mejia Palacio, Rep- 
resentative of Colombia, and Mr. Jorge 
Hazera, Representative of Costa Rica, who, 
respectively, held the posts of Chairman 
and Vice Chairman during the preceding 
year. 

At the aforesaid meeting, the outgoing 
Chairman, Dr. Mejia Palacio, spoke to the 
Representatives on the great prestige and 
importance which the Inter-American Eco- 
nomic and Social Council has acquired and 
on the constructive work which it had car- 
ried out in different fields during the year 
in which he had the honor to serve as its 
Chairman. 

On assuming his duties as Chairman, the 
Representative of Uruguay thanked the 
Representatives for the high honor conferred 
upon him. He spoke also of the program he 
proposed to follow during the year, and 
ended his address with the following state- 
ment: “I accept the Chairmanship, because 
my country, Uruguay, shares the aims pur- 
sued by this Council, and agrees, sincerely, 
with the efforts being made for the happi- 
ness of America and the peace of the world. 
I assume the Chairmanship fully aware of 
the great efforts and tasks expected of us, 
and conscious of my personal limitations. 
I humbly seek your aid, my friends and 
colleagues, in the fulfillment of the duties 
entrusted to me and in the faithful inter- 
pretation of your desires. I highly value the 
distinction, responsibility, and honor of 
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being a member of the Inter-American 
Economic and Social Council.” 

At the close of the meeting, the Secretary 
General of the Organization of American 
States, Dr. Alberto Lleras, gave a reception 
in honor of the newly elected officers. 


MEETING oF THE AD Hoc CoMMITTEE OF 
TECHNICAL EXPERTS FROM CENTRAL BANKS, 
TREASURIES AND Fiscat AGENCIES.’—Para- 
graph 6 of Resolution XVII of the Fourth 
Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of 
Foreign Affairs, held in Washington from 
March 26 to April 7, 1951, provides that 
the Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council should convoke an ad hoc committee 
of technical experts from central banks, 
treasuries, or similar fiscal agencies, which, 
in collaboration with the appropriate organs 
and specialized agencies of the United 
Nations, should study, making pertinent 
recommendations to the Governments of 
the American States, the problem of main- 
taining the purchasing power of their cur- 
rencies and monetary reserves. 

Pursuant to this provision, the Inter- 
American Economic and Social Council, by 
resolution of May 3, 1951, invited the 
Governments of the American Republics, 
as well as the United Nations Organization 
and the International Monetary Fund, to 
send representatives to the meeting of the 
ad hoc Committee convoked for July 16, 
1951, in the Pan American Union Building, 
in the city of Washington, D.C. 

In response to this invitation, the follow- 
ing fifteen American Governments sent dele- 
gations: Argentina, Bolivia, Brazil, Chile, 
Colombia, Cuba, the Dominican Republic, 
Ecuador, El Salvador, Guatemala, Hon- 
duras, Mexico, Peru, the United States, 
and Uruguay. Also represented were the 
United Nations Organization and the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund.

Dr. Jorge Mejia Palacio, Chairman of the 
Inter-American Economic and Social Coun- 
cil, presided at the inaugural meeting of the 
ad hoc Committee held on July 16. Attend- 
ing, as guests of honor, were Dr. Hilde- 
brando P. Accioly, Chairman of the Council 
of the Organization of American States, 
and Dr. Alberto Lleras, Secretary General 
of the Organization of American States. 

At its first business meeting, the Dele- 
gates unanimously elected as Chairman and 
Vice Chairman of the ad hoc Committee, 
respectively, Dr. Nilo R. Berchesi, Repre- 
sentative of Uruguay, and. Mr. Rodrigo Gé- 
mez, Representative of Mexico. Dr. Luis 
Delgado Gardel was appointed as Secretary 
of the Committee. 

In order to facilitate the task entrusted 
to it, the ad hoc Committee decided, by 
unanimous vote of the Delegates, to create 
two working subcommittees, made up of all 
the delegations: 

Subcommittee I—Charged with the 
study of the problem of the pur- 
chasing power of currencies, and 

Subcommittee II]—Charged with the 
study of the problem of the pur- 
chasing power of monetary reserves. 

After studying the draft report and rec- 
ommendations presented by each of the 
subcommittees, the ad hoc Committee for- 
mulated the following document’ which was 
approved at the last meeting held on July 
27, 1951:

Part I 


MAINTENANCE OF THE PURCHASING POWER 
OF CURRENCIES 


THE PROBLEM OF INFLATION 


The Governments of the American Republics 
have agreed on the necessity for curbing inflation 
and preserving the domestic purchasing power 
of their respective currencies in the present en- 
vironment of full employment of resources and 
need for increasing defense preparations. In gen- 
eral, inflation creates inequalities and leads to 
instability in economic trends. It artificially stimu- 
lates luxurious consumption, discourages volun- 
tary saving, and leads to preference for investment 
in assets that are likely to fluctuate widely in 
price. Among such types of investment are in- 
ventories and real estate and, in some countries, 
acquisition of gold and foreign exchange. These 
types of investment are not the sorts which con- 
tribute to the programs of defense and economic 
development, which deserve the highest priority. 
An effective utilization of savings is exceptionally 
important for countries, such as the Latin Ameri- 
can republics, where the total volume of savings 
is low relative to the need for investment. In- 
flation creates serious problems of equity, because 
it redistributes income and wealth, and does so in 
a way which tends to aggravate existing inequities, 
rather than to correct them. 

Inflation can have a number of sources. For 
purposes of exposition, these sources may be 
grouped into two major categories: external and 
internal. 

A large surplus in the international balance of 
payments of a country creates domestic incomes 
which are not matched by an equivalent amount 
of available goods and services. The pressure of 
demand against available supplies will force prices 
up, unless imports are increased and the balance- 
of-payments surplus is eliminated. This is the 
typical type of inflation of external origin. If 
foreign goods are readily available, it can be 
combatted by taking measures to encourage im- 
ports, thereby increasing the supply of goods 
available for domestic consumption and invest- 
ment. The external inflationary pressures will also 
be reduced to the extent that funds are left abroad 
in a way that does not increase the internal money 
supply or are sterilized by internal policies. 

Internal measures, which are generally neces- 
sary or desirable to help combat inflation arising 
from external causes, include taxation and credit 
restrictions to prevent undue expansion in internal 
purchasing power. Such measures may be neces- 








sary if foreign goods of the types desired are not 
cavailable in sufficient quantity. They are desirable 
if the external sources of income are of a transi- 
tory nature. They may be employed to permit 
international reserves to be accumulated to cover 
the import requirements of future periods in 
which exchange earnings may be lower relative to 
necessary payments. Succeeding sections of this 
report discuss various types of domestic measures 
to reduce this type of inflationary pressure. 

Inflation may also be of domestic origin. It 
may be created by bank credit expansion to 
private borrowers, which makes funds available 
for investment and consumption without an equiv- 
alent counterpart of voluntary savings. Similarly, 
it may be a consequence of budgetary deficits 
financed by government borrowing from the bank- 
ing system. It may also have its origin in changes 
in the attitude of the public about the wisdom of 
holding money instead of goods. Inflation may be 
stimulated by wage or profit increases which run 
ahead of productivity and set in motion a wage- 
price spiral. 

At the time the Korean conflict broke out, the 
United States and the Latin American countries 
were already under inflationary pressures of both 
internal and external origin, although the degree 
of the pressures varied greatly from country to 
country. In the United States, demand for goods 
and services of all sorts was very high, and was 
sustained by the large liquid asset holdings of the 
public, including financial institutions, and by 
policies of the government in certain fields, such 
as veterans’ housing. These liquid asset holdings 
were largely a legacy of government deficits in- 
curred during World War II. The high level of 
domestic demand for goods and services had 
pushed prices and costs much above their prewar 
and wartime levels. 

An unprecedented foreign demand for goods 
and services from the United States was added 
to the pressures of domestic demands. In addition, 
prices of the raw materials and other products 
which the United States buys had risen substan- 
tially because of the competing demands of buyers 
throughout the world. These external factors 
augmented the internal factors tending toward 
rising costs and prices. 

In Latin America, the inflationary pressures 
operating at the outbreak of the Korean conflict 
were similarly of external and internal origin. 
The higher prices which Latin America had to pay 
for its imports raised its costs. Similarly, the 
higher prices it was receiving for most of its export 
products were raising incomes and creating in- 
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creased demand for domestic as well as foreign 
goods. 

In addition to the external factors, internal 
pressures continued to operate. The importation 
of capital goods on a large scale to accelerate the 
rate of economic development, and to make up 
for the limited availability of such goods during 
the war years, required large amounts of com- 
plementary domestic investment, both private 
and governmental. In addition, governments rec- 
ognized the need to expand social services, and 
this required additional expenditures. 

The increase in private investment and in 
government spending in Latin America was not 
always financed by noninflationary means. The 
increase in demand for funds was much larger 
than the increase in voluntary savings. The prob- 
lem of promoting a greater volume of private 
savings and greater tax revenues is a difficult on 
in any country, but especially so in countries 
with low levels of living and limited technical and 
administrative experience in such matters. 

The economies of the United States and Latin 
America were just beginning to show evidence of 
adjustment to the external and internal economic 
consequences of the war and postwar periods when 
the Korean conflict broke out. A whole new set 
of stresses and strains has been added to those 
already existing. The United States has com- 
mitted itself to a gigantic defense effort to safe- 
guard the security of the free nations of the world. 
This program, superimposed on a civilian economy 
operating at nearly full capacity, inevitably has 
created inflationary pressures. 

Similarly, the Latin American countries have 
experienced a sharp increase in United States 
demand for their raw material products. This 
has created higher incomes and greater demand 
for domestic and foreign goods, for consumption 
and investment. Up to now, at least, foreign goods 
have been readily available for the most part, 
but generally at rising prices. The supply of 
domestic goods in most of the Latin American 
countries is not readily expandable in the short- 
run; hence, the increase in demand for such goods 
drove up their prices. In addition, expectations of 
future price increases have led to unusually large 
investment in inventories in some instances, 
thereby aggravating the inflation problem. 

The increase in investment in the United States 
and in a number of. Latin American countries 
since the outbreak of the Korean conflict has been 
financed to a considerable extent by bank credit 
rather than by voluntary savings. The govern- 
ments are aware of the dangers of permitting such 
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a development to continue, and have endeavored 
to take appropriate measures to check the forces 
of inflation. It appears that, in many countries, 
additional measures will be necessary. The specific 
measures which are appropriate will depend on 
the individual circumstances prevailing in each 
country. Following is a general discussion of 
various types of measures which have been adopted 
or may be considered. 


FISCAL MEASURES 


Fiscal policy can be an effective weapon to 
handle the problems arising from the present 
emergency situation. Among the main preoccupa- 
tions in the American Republics are presently: 
the channeling of resources into the defense 
efforts, and the furthering of sound economic 
development. These aims require the expansion 
of expenditures in certain strategic fields while 
curtailing nonessential civilian consumption and 
investment. However, the degree of reliance upon 
any one of the various fiscal devices—taxes, 
expenditures, subsidies and borrowing—should 
vary from country to country according to the 
nature of their systems of taxes, budgets, ac- 
counts, debt administration and financial or- 
ganization. 

Needless to say, it is particularly important 
that in times of strong inflationary pressures 
government expenditures should be examined in 
the light of their likely inflationary effects. In 
order to assure needed funds for defense purposes 
and for maintenance of development programs 
and other essential activities and at the same time 
to avoid the accumulation of deficits, it may be 
necessary to curtail or postpone expenditures for 
less urgent or important purposes. 

As a guide to fiscal administration, adequate 
facts should be made available as to the various 
types of governmental financial operations, in- 
cluding those of governmental or autonomous 
entities or undertakings carrying on a commercial 
type of activity. These data should be of great 
assistance in analyzing and controlling the impact 
of the public activities upon the private sector of 
the economy. 

On the revenue side an emergency tax program 
should be adopted. It is essential now more than 
ever that a determined campaign be undertaken to 
improve tax enforcement and compliance. Fur- 
thermore, increases in taxes on domestic consump- 
tion, production, foreign trade, income and profits 
could be made effective in connection with the 
emergency. 

As the revenue structure of a country reflects 
in general the basic characteristics of its economy, 
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taxes on foreign trade occupy a relatively im- 
portant position in the revenue pattern of most 
of the American Republics. Thus in countries in 
which import duties are a significant part of 
government revenues, and in which the duties are 
specific rather than ad valorem, the real tax 
receipts of the government in a period of rising 
prices might be reduced and add to the difficulty 
of restraining inflation. The reduction of aggre- 
gate demand via increased tax collections there- 
fore requires offsetting this loss of import duty 
yields through perhaps a rise in specific duties 
to their previous relative levels. 

Another very important source of additional 
revenue in some countries would be export taxes. 
In the present circumstances, such export duties 
are intended to absorb some of the effects of 
foreign price fluctuations and to transfer to the 
government, or in some instances to compulsory 
saving, part of the increased income of the export 
industry. Increases in export prices have been so 
great that export taxes are not likely to check 
seriously any tendency toward increase in supply. 
Export taxes are more flexible in their manage- 
ment than import tariffs where the legislative 
machinery and the existing international trade 
agreements introduce an element of retardation 
and rigidity in the action. Moreover, to the extent 
that the profit gains that the price rise concom- 
itant to the emergency confers upon producers 
fall to the exporters, the principle of taxing ac- 
cording to the individual ability to pay is com- 
plied with, permitting a more just apportioning 
of the tax load and interfering less with productive 
activities. This is also true of increases in income 
and profits taxes. 

To the extent that some of these levies upon 
exports or imports be directed to absorb the wind- 
fall profits accruing to exporters or importers 
because of scarcity prices and the proceeds with- 
held from the income stream, these various tech- 
niques would contribute to the anti-inflationary 
effort. 

Certain excise and production taxes could be 
established or increased in order to reduce the 
disposable income of the public and curtail private 
expenditure in nonessential consumption and 
investment. 

In the field of public debt management, various 
means may be utilized for the purpose of siphoning 
off excessive purchasing power in the hands of the 
public. 


MONETARY AND CREDIT MEASURES 


An appropriate monetary and credit policy is 
an effective means of combatting inflation. It 
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can help promote savings by strengthening con- 
fidence in the stability of the purchasing power of 
the country’s currency. It can neutralize much of 
the inflationary effects of balance-of-payments 
surpluses and of unavoidable government deficits 
by compensatory action to curtail the volume of 
bank credit available to businesses and con- 
sumers. Credit policy can to some extent help 
channel resources into productive or high-priority 
uses by making credit available for such purposes, 
while at the same time making it unavailable, or 
available only on unattractive terms, for un- 
desirable purposes. 

It should be recognized, however, that in 
circumstances like those of the present any ex- 
pansion of credit, whether it be used to finance 
productive or nonproductive activities, tends to 
be inflationary, because it increases the volume 
of demand for factors of production and for 
finished goods. 

The specific monetary and credit measures 
which are appropriate to combat inflation will 
depend on the individual circumstances prevailing 
in each country, and no attempt is made in this 
report to catalogue and discuss the merits of the 
large number of possible measures or of the 
measures actually taken by some of the American 
Republics. 

It is worth mentioning, however, that in the 
Latin American countries, monetary and credit 
policy can be particularly effective by regulating 
the volume and types of loans extended by banks, 
because other major sources of funds are few and 
borrowers are therefore largely dependent on bank 
credit. Open market operations by monetary 
authorities are limited by the absence of well- 
developed securities markets. For these reasons, 
monetary policy in Latin America has consisted, 
and must continue to consist, of measures to 
regulate bank credit. A number of the Latin 
American countries have taken measures along 
these lines, such as raising reserve requirements, 
establishing ceilings of certain types of loans, 
imposing supplementary reserve requirements 
which can be satisfied by certain types of loans 
and investments, and so forth. 

In the United States, on the other hand, 
businesses have access to many sources of funds 
in addition to bank credit, such as insurance 
companies and the securities markets. Conse- 
quently, monetary policy in the United States 
has to cover a wider variety of sources of funds 
and has had to take measures different in some 
respects from those appropriate to the Latin 
American environment. The Federal Reserve Sys- 
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tem has adopted selective credit controls to re- 
strict purchases of houses, other durable consumer 
goods, and securities. It has adopted open-market 
policies which, in conjunction with debt-manage- 
ment measures of the Treasury, are designed 
to restrain institutional holders of government 
securities from selling these securities to the 
banking system in order to obtain funds to lend 
to businesses and consumers. It has raised the 
reserve requirements of member banks so as 
to absorb reserves, and it has also raised the 
discount rate so as to increase the cost to banks 
of funds borrowed from the Federal Reserve. A 
program of Voluntary Credit Restraint has also 
been organized, with the active participation of 
commercial banks, insurance companies, invest- 
ment bankers, and savings institutions in order to 
promote restraint in less essential credits and to 
direct available funds into the more desirable 
channels. In these ways, monetary policy in the 
United States is facilitating the flow of resources 
into the defense effort and is curbing speculative 
and unessential demands for resources. By regulat- 
ing the availability of credit, the United States is 
endeavoring to safeguard the interests of foreign- 
ers and United States citizens who have accumu- 
lated savings in dollars. 


MEASURES FOR DEVELOPING SAVINGS AND 
CAPITAL MARKETS 


The problem of savings is a twofold one: efforts 
should be made not only to increase the volume 
of voluntary savings but also to put available 
savings to most effective use. It is vitally im- 
portant that savings in each country be channeled 
into investments which will increase the productiv- 
ity and economic strength of the nation. If 
savings are allowed to finance nonessential in- 
vestment, then essential investment projects must 
either be sacrificed or be financed by inflationary 
means. To the extent that governments find it 
necessary to borrow to meet essential needs in 
periods of high economic activity like the present, 
borrowings should, as much as possible, be from 
sources other than the banking system. Toward 
this end, programs should be designed to attract 
savings into government securities. 

In considering new measures to promote sav- 
ings and to direct their rise, it is essential to 
assure that the measures adopted are truly anti- 
inflationary and do not merely alter the forms in 
which savings are held. They should serve either 
to increase the total volume of savings or invest- 
ment or to improve the basic composition of in- 
vestment, or both. 
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Taxation, which is the most effective anti- 
inflationary means of financing government ex- 
penditures, whether for current needs or for 
defense or development, may affect either con- 
sumption or investment, depending on the nature 
of the tax and the spending preferences of the 
taxpayers. The volume of national savings is in- 
creased by new taxation only to the extent that 
consumption, rather than investment, is cur- 
tailed because of the taxes. 

Under certain circumstances, taxation may be 
effectively supplemented by measures of com- 
pulsory savings, including higher social security 
levies in excess of beneficial payments and ob- 
ligatory investment in government securities by 
exporters. 

In the United States, higher taxes have been 
combined with restrictive monetary and credit 
policies for the purpose of reducing both consump- 
tion and nonessential investment, thereby in- 
creasing the volume of savings available for 
projects essential to the defense effort. 

In the Latin American republics, however, the 
low standard of living of the bulk of the popula- 
tion means that efforts to increase the total 
volume of savings must be directed toward the 
relatively small well-to-do segment of the popula- 
tion. The nonessential consumption of this frac- 
tion of the population consists of imported con- 
sumer goods in large part. Measures designed to 
increase savings must therefore be directed largely 
toward reducing consumption of nonessential im- 
ports. 

A number of the Latin American countries are 
also endeavoring to use selective credit controls 
to direct the composition of investment. In addi- 
tion, many of the countries have created special 
development institutions to study and promote 
investment projects deserving high priority but 
which, for one reason or another, would not be 
attractive to, or within the financial capacity of, 
private enterprise. 

Some efforts have been made in Latin America 
to create a securities market in order to increase 
the volume of savings and to utilize savings more 
effectively. Progress in this direction cannot be 
expected to be rapid. To a considerable extent, a 
securities market is a consequence of a certain 
stage of industrial and financial development. A 
broad and active securities market requires a 
willingness on the part of the public to invest in 
evidence of debt rather than merely in goods or 
property. It requires a willingness to accept 
partial ownership with little or no real voice in 
the management of an enterprise. It also requires 





certain other conditions which cannot be created 
quickly, particularly in countries characterized 
by shortages of capital among all sectors of the 
population. For these reasons, capital markets 
are more likely to follow the development of a 
substantial volume of savings rather than to 
produce them. 

An important contribution toward encouraging 
investment—both foreign and domestic—in a 
country can be achieved by following monetary, 
credit, and other policies that will help assure 
confidence in the stability of its currency. 


MEASURES TO INCREASE PRODUCTION 


One of the most important objectives of eco- 
nomic policy in all countries is that of increasing 
production in order to raise the standard of living 
of the population, to make possible a greater 
defense effort and to facilitate the fight against 
inflation. 

It must be recognized, however, that increases 
of production are usually accompanied by the 
creation of additional income, and therefore by 
increases in demand, which tend to diminish their 
anti-inflationary effects. 

Among measures to increase output with defi- 
nite anti-inflationary effects, may be included 
credit, fiscal and commercial policies directed to 
achieve a composition of domestic investment 
which would contribute effectively to increase 
production and divert financial resources from 
mere speculation in existing assets. Likewise, 
measures aimed at a distribution on a continental 
basis of scarce goods and materials. In particular, 
the revenue obtained from taxes applied to those 
activities most favored during the emergency 
could be used to subsidize certain lines of produc- 
tion which might be deemed essential. 

In general, the application of new techniques, 
methods and procedures, together with an ex- 
panded use of improved seeds, breeding stocks, 
etc., i.e., measures which tend to increase pro- 
ductivity with a minimum creation of additional 
incomes or a minimum time needed to yield results, 
should receive priorities during the period of 
emergency. 


MEASURES FOR THE DIRECT CONTROL OF PRICES, 
COSTS, AND CONSUMPTION 


During periods in which the ratio of available 
goods to the demand for goods is declining, it is 
sometimes desirable to adopt ceilings or other 
controls on prices of specific commodities or to 
ration the demand for products in limited supply. 
Such courses of action are taken usually and 
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primarily to protect the living standards of low- 
income earners and to stabilize the costs of pro- 
ducers of essential articles. The imposition of price 
controls and rationing, however, is accompanied 
by many problems. 

An important problem is the relationship be- 
tween controlled and uncontrolled prices. Pro- 
ducers of commodities the selling price of which is 
frozen may be forced out of business if the prices 
of the goods and services they buy, such as wages, 
rent and costs of raw materials, are uncontrolled 
and rise sharply. For this reason, price controls 
may have to ‘be supplemented by controls on 
wages, rents and certain other items. Moreover, 
domestic producers of goods subject to price 
control may find it more profitable to shift to the 
production of less essential but uncontrolled com- 
modities. In both these cases, the decline in 
production of essential goods would merely ag- 
gravate the existing shortages of such goods and 
would intensify the problem of equitable distribu- 
tion. 

Still another aspect of direct controls on prices, 
costs, and consumption is the problem of the 
effect of accumulating liquid savings of the public 
in impairing work incentives or creating black 
markets that become unmanageable. For this 
reason, price controls and rationing have to be 
supported by other measures such as taxation, 
credit controls, and wage controls which are 
aimed directly toward curtailing the total volume 
of buying power. 

In addition to the foregoing difficulties, price 
controls involve serious administrative problems. 
Competent and adequate staffs of administrators 
must be trained. The staff must be competent to 
determine the scope and level of price ceilings, 
to adjust the regulations to changing conditions, 
and to resist the persistent and often unscrupulous 
demands of interest groups seeking special privi- 
leges, and to detect and prevent leakages and 
black markets. Moreover, adequate machinery 
for enforcement must be created. Enforcement is 
particularly difficult in cases in which commodities 
do not flow through highly-organized channels of 
distribution from producer to consumer. This 
situation is likely to arise whenever the controlled 
products are consumed near the source of their 
production. This is particularly the case in local- 
ities other than the major cities. 

Notwithstanding the difficulties involved, price 
controls, in conjunction with other measures, 
particularly in the fiscal and credit field, can be 
used, and are being used in the United States and 
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in a number of the Latin American countries, to 
soften the impact of inflationary pressures on 
certain groups of consumers and producers who, 
for reasons of public interest, require protection 
from the unregulated operation of market forces. 
Such controls may serve to check the development 
of a rising spiral of costs, prices, and incomes. 

When establishing price controls, the Govern- 
ments should take into account the principles 
mentioned in Resolution XVII, paragraphs 3, 4, 
and 5° of the Fourth Meeting of Consultation of 
Ministers of Foreign Affairs of the American 
States. 

Some Delegations were of the opinion that 
consideration should be given to the equitable 
stability of prices of products of the American 
countries over as long a period as possible, in 
order to assure stable incomes, which are basic 
for the maintenance of the purchasing power of 
their currencies. Other Delegations, while recog- 
nizing the importance of the problem as an aspect 
of economic stabilization, pointed out that due to 
the limitation of time and the fact that according 
to paragraph 5 of Resolution XVII already cited 
the American States are considering its implica- 
tions during the emergency, they did not deem it 
appropriate to make special recommendations on 
the long-range maintenance of prices after the 
emergency. 


CONCLUSION 


The ad hoc Committee recognizes the necessity 
of intensifying measures tending to combat in- 
flation that have thus far been adopted by the 
American Republics, and to that effect it recom- 
mends that each Government adopt such addi- 
tional measures as may be most appropriate to its 
special circumstances, taking into account the 
analysis made in this report. 


6 Note: “3. When a government adopts a general price-control 
system, it should apply such controls to the prices of raw mate- 
rials as well as to those of manufactured products; and if it 
applies them to imports, it should also apply them to exports. 

“4, The establishment and administration of price-control 
systems, whether general or selective, should conform to the 
principles of national and most-favored-nation treatment. 

“5, With respect to policies governing price controls during 
the emergency period, there should be taken into account the 
desirability of establishing in international commerce an equi- 
table relationship between the prices of raw materials, foodstuffs, 
and strategic materials, and the price of manufactured products. 
It is understood that the obligations under this Resolution are 
directed toward international consultation regarding appropriate 
means of solving such problems. As a result of such consultation 
it may be agreed to take appropriate measures to solve those 
problems.”

MAINTENANCE OF THE PURCHASING POWER OF 
Monetary RESERVES 


DISCUSSION OF THE PROBLEM 


From the statements presented by the different 
Delegates on the experiences of their respective 
countries, the ad hoc Committee has prepared in 
sections (a) through (e), which follow, a summary 
of this problem as it arose during and after World 
War II and during the year following the outbreak 
of hostilities in Korea. This summary is followed 
in section (f) by an analytical discussion of the 
principal and general aspects of this problem as it 
may arise again in the future. 

a) With the outbreak of the Second World 
War, and again in the middle of 1950, it became 
necessary for the free world to undertake huge 
defense and rearmament programs as an essential 
part of the effort to halt the forces of aggression. 
Both periods were characterized by important 
transfers of resources from civilian production to 
defense production in the highly-industrialized 
countries. This process tended to increase the 
volume of imports from countries exporting prin- 
cipally raw materials and to limit, especially 
during the Second World War, the amounts of 
capital goods and other essential products avail- 
able for export to the countries producing raw 
materials and foods. 

b) Asa consequence of these developments and, 
in some cases, also of price increases, the balances 
of payments of most Latin American countries 
tended to improve considerably, a condition which 
was reflected in most cases by the accumulation of 
large reserves in gold and foreign exchange. Al- 
though consideration of the terms of trade was 
not within the scope of this Committee, it was 
pointed out that a relative drop in prices of raw 
materials, which may follow, would add to the 
problems faced by some American countries. It 
would seem to be advisable to anticipate this 
possibility sufficiently in advance to carry out 
the studies required in solving this problem. 

c) Strong inflationary pressures developed dur- 
ing the war and in the Korean emergency period, 
both in the industrialized countries and in the 
countries supplying raw materials which were 
accumulating external monetary reserves. In addi- 
tion, during the postwar period inflationary pres- 
sures were released in industrial countries, result- 
ing in sharp increases in prices of both primary 
and manufactured goods. 

d) These inflationary developments had the 
effect of reducing the purchasing power of reserves, 





bringing serious losses to countries and other 
holders who had accumulated monetary reserves. 
These reserves constituted a monetary expression 
of the goods and services with which the possessors 
of such assets hoped to rehabilitate worn-out 
machinery, equipment, means of communication 
and transport, etc., and with which they hoped 
to proceed with their plans of economic develop- 
ment and of raising their levels of living. 

e) The United States dollar is a major currency 
in which international monetary reserves are held, 
and expanded Latin American earnings of dollars 
have been the principal source of the increases in 
their monetary reserves. The chief reasons: for 
holding reserves in the form of dollars, especially 
when on account of the difficulty of obtaining 
desired imports, countries are obliged to accumu- 
late reserves, are the advantages of liquidity 
and convertibility, the convenience of holding 
assets in a major world currency, and the relative 
confidence of the holders in the maintenance of 
the values of these assets. Undoubtedly the 
magnitude of the problem of maintaining the 
purchasing power of reserves of other countries 
would have been greatly reduced if the United 
States had been able to maintain stable prices 
throughout the period of the war and during the 
postwar period or if it had been in a position to 
deliver a larger volume of exports to the other 
countries during and immediately after the war. 
It is noted with satisfaction in this connection 
that the volume of United States exports has 
been relatively well maintained in the last year, 
in contrast to the situation in the year following 
Pearl Harbor, and that Latin American exports 
have expanded in response to defense needs of 
the free world. It is further noted with satisfac- 
tion that the United States and several Latin 
American countries have taken vigorous anti- 


» inflationary measures. 


f) If the present international crisis continues 
to require heavy transfers of resources into re- 
armament, there may be insufficient goods (par- 
ticularly capital goods) available for export to 
the less industrialized countries to satisfy some of 
their import demands which tend to be increased 
by greater exchange receipts. To the extent that 
price levels rise, reserves accumulated in such 
circumstances might lose part of their purchasing 
power, just as reserves suffered reductions in 
purchasing power under similar circumstances 
during and after the last world war. 

Although there is a possibility that prices might 
rise in the future, such a rise is not inevitable and 
may be prevented by widespread adoption of 
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adequate anti-inflationary measures or as a result 
of an easing of international tension. Stable prices 
(or even some decline in prices), coupled with the 
increased availability of manufactured goods, 
would also tend to remove the problem of new 
accumulations of excess monetary reserves and to 
maintain their purchasing power. 

The Committee recognized that with the im- 
proving international outlook, the threat of undue 
exchange accumulations appeared to be lessening 
and the danger of severe future price inflation 
seemed to be reduced. Notwithstanding this, 
experience has shown that anti-inflationary meas- 
ures may not be completely effective, and for this 
reason the concern of the authorities is justified 
regarding the possibility of an extraordinary 
accumulation of reserves and the loss of part of 
their purchasing power, and regarding the finding 
of an adequate solution to the problem. 


POSSIBLE SOLUTIONS TO THE PROBLEM 


All Delegates were agreed that the task en- 
trusted to the Committee was to examine various 
programs or devices which might be practical 
and effective for the maintenance of the purchas- 
ing power of reserves and to make “‘pertinent 
recommendations” to the Governments. They also 
agreed that one practical approach to the problem 
is by thorough programs of price stabilization 
coupled with measures providing for the equitable 
allocation of scarce goods. 

Since the above measures alone might not be 
fully effective, a group of Delegates was con- 
cerned with devising a practicable formula to 
guarantee the purchasing power of reserves, basing 
their discussions in the first instance on plans 
suggested by the Delegations of Argentina, Co- 
lombia, Guatemala, Honduras and Peru. The 
proposal which emerged from these discussions 
was stated in general terms, and certain principles 
were set forth, the details to be developed after 
later study. This proposal is summarized in a 
later paragraph and is reproduced as an appendix 
to this report. 

These Delegates recognized that the task of 
formulating a plan is very complex in view of the 
delicacy of the subject and the numerous factors 
which must be taken in account. Accordingly they 
suggested that the project should be developed 
and refined by a committee of experts which 
would consider all relevant details and prepare a 
draft convention on the matter. While recognizing 
that the plan presented technical difficulties and 
could not be hoped to achieve absolute perfection, 
they believed nevertheless that it could function 
in practice in a satisfactory manner. 
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Essentially the suggested plan would enable 
countries to deposit in a non-interest-bearing 
account part or all of the increase of their reserves 
attributable to limitations on exports by one or 
more countries. Compensatory payments would be 
provided by (or to) the country whose currency 
was deposited, according to the increase (or de- 
crease) in its prices measured by an agreed index 
from the date of deposit to the time of utilization. 

Other Delegates saw grave policy and technical 
difficulties in any approach involving, in effect, 
an attempt to guarantee the purchasing power of 
reserves. In their view the only practical approach 
to the problem is through the price stabilization 
and allocation measures referred to previously. 
The main objections which they had to the pre- 
vious proposal, and to other special schemes of 
the same general type, were based on: (a) the 
principle that protection against loss (or gain) in 
purchasing power may have the effect of increas- 
ing the inflationary (or deflationary) pressures, 
and (b) the conviction that it would be inequitable 
and uneconomic to accord specially favorable 
treatment to one class of holders of dollar balances 
while denying similar treatment to other classes 
of holders of dollars. In view of these basic ob- 
jections on principle, these Delegates did not 
enter into discussions on the technical short- 
comings of the proposal. 

These Representatives pointed out that, as a 
general practice, extra compensation paid to 
holders of balances and other forms of indebted- 
ness in an inflationary period would add to the 
monetary demand for goods and tend to aggravate 
the general problem of infiation confronting the 
economy. The payment of special compensation 
in the postemergency period, when there was 
still a danger of inflation, would help feed the 
fires of inflation. Even if provision were made that 
the extra compensation could not be utilized 
during the period of active or threatened inflation, 
its existence as a determined sum payable at a 
later date would influence the rates of expenditure 
out of current assets and current incomes and 
might thereby contribute to inflationary pressures. 

The contention that the extra payments could 
be provided out of increased tax receipts, thereby 
avoiding inflationary consequences, is not realistic 
in terms of practical fiscal conditions and policies. 
Because of the larger size of monetary balances 
and total public debt, at least in the United States, 
this fiscal burden would be of great and indeter- 
minable magnitude. Moreover, it would be an 
unpopular and unlikely tax that was put forward 
in order to prevent loss to holders of monetary 
assets, even if the need for the extra compensatory 
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funds could be foreseen far enough ahead for such a 
tax to be proposed. More to be expected would be 
that an initial ‘purchasing power bonus’ would 
contribute to inflationary demand and to higher 
prices, carrying into the next round a greater 
“bonus” and leading to new taxes only after 
inflation had become very objectionable. In sum- 
mary, any broad measures to protect the various 
elements of society against inflation would, by 
their very nature, tend to intensify the infla- 
tionary process. 

It has been argued that the inflationary effects 
of special compensation would be reduced to 
relatively small proportions and noninflationary 
financing through taxation would be more man- 
ageable if the compensation were to be confined 
to foreign as against domestic holders of dollar 
assets. This raises the major question as to 
whether it would be equitable to accord to one 
select group of holders of gold and dollar assets 
special privileges, while denying to other holders 
the opportunity of obtaining similar advantages, 
even though as individuals they also would be 
suffering losses. In the view of some Delegates it 
would run entirely counter to sound and well 
established principles of equitable and nondis- 
criminatory treatment in fiscal policy to give one 
selected class of creditors a kind of special protec- 
tion against inflation which cannot be given to 
all creditors without creating serious economic 
dislocations. 

It must be emphasized that in the United States 
view the introduction of protection favoring for- 
eign holders of dollars while withholding it from 
domestic holders could not be justified simply by 
recourse to the argument that, in the latter case, 
only a redistribution of income would be involved 
if the purchasing power of dollars were to decline. 
What is essential is to maintain the confidence of 
all holders of dollars and, for the United States, 
the policies and measures directed toward this 
end must take fully into account the interests and 
reactions of the domestic as well as the foreign 
holders, since the former hold vastly the larger 
part of the total. The only effective equitable 
means of dealing with the problem of maintaining 
the purchasing power of reserves is for countries 
to make all feasible efforts to maintain stable 
prices; it cannot be recommended that special 
assurances be given to one group when other 
important groups of asset holders do not receive 
similar advantages. Further, it would be eco- 
nomic policy of doubtful wisdom to treat one 
broad class of sellers of commodities in a different 
fashion from other sellers of similar commodities. 

Another question linked closely with matters 


of equity is whether a compensatory payments 
scheme, even if put forward on a completely im- 
partial multilateral basis, would in fact provide 
equivalent advantages to all parties. In actuality, 
some countries would prefer to acquire gold rather 


‘than a variable obligation in the currency of a 


country with a weak economy or one whose eco- 
nomic potentialities were not being adequately 
safeguarded. The opportunity to invest on iden- 
tical terms in two different countries is obviously 
not full equality of treatment. 

Another point to note is that operations of this 
character would be at variance with established 
central banking practices and principles. Few if 
any of the central banks in Latin America could 
presently make deposits whose face amount was 
not fixed in a specific currency. This illustrates 
that the proposed procedure would be foreign to 
customary operations and traditions of central 
banking as well as requiring the technical matter 
of a change in the relevant laws. 

These Delegates also emphasized that the 
accumulations of reserves by many countries are 
taking place on the basis of very favorable export 
prices relative to the prices paid for imports and 
that a part of the price rise in the industrialized 
countries may be attributed to the higher costs of 
raw materials. In effect, therefore, compensation 
for the risk of some reduction in purchasing power 
of part of the money paid for the primary ma- 
terials has already been provided by the current 
position of relative prices. It was stressed also 
that in addition to efforts to produce the maximum 
amounts of capital goods and to assure for Latin 
America an equitable share of these and other 
scarce goods, the United States maintains full 
convertibility of dollar earnings and assets, which 
may be used in any industrial country in the 
world. 

Regarding the objections expressed by these 
Delegates, other Delegates pointed out: 

a) that the over-all consequences of the plan 
would be inflationary only if the country paying 
the compensation should use inflationary means 
to finance the payments which may be due. The 
system is not inflationary for all the parties con- 
cerned, for if financed through taxation it would 
give rise to a contraction of domestic demand for 
goods and services in the country paying the 
compensation, a contraction which in its monetary 
effects would be offset by the payment received 
for the increased exports. In the country receiving 
the compensation, the net effect would be defla- 
tionary as a result of larger imports. This defla- 
tionary effect would be offset by the decrease in 
the amount of goods available in the paying 
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country. Moreover, since the compensation pay- 
ments could be timed and accompanied by do- 
mestic measures to counteract the inflationary or 
deflationary pressures, the compensation pay- 
ments might even act as a check on those pressures. 
With regard to the indeterminacy of the possible 
burden on countries making compensation, it 
was stated that this burden could be subject to 
certain known limits. 

b) that the loss of purchasing power of accumu- 
lated reserves gives rise, at the time reserves are 
used, to a real loss to the countries having ac- 
cumulated them, while such a fall only gives rise 
to a redistribution of real income among nationals 
in the country whose currency has been accumu- 
lated. Consequently, the group felt that the effect 
of the falling of purchasing power being different 
when it is referred to one country vis-a-vis others, 
the compensation is justified in the international 
sphere. It was also considered that there need not 
be discrimination against other foreign holders 
of reserves, since all countries would be free to 
enter similar plans through mutual agreement. 

Finally, this last group of Delegates stated that 
a fall in purchasing power of reserves has a propor- 
tionately larger impact for countries with low 
per capita real incomes, although the absolute 
amounts might be the same. Concerning the terms 
of trade, they pointed out that although such a 
topic falls outside the terms of reference of the 
Committee, some countries consider them to be 
unsatisfactory at present, although less unfavor- 
able than in former years. 

CONCLUSION 

Various Delegations expressed their views in 
favor of the establishment of a system to guarantee 
the purchasing power of reserves; other Delega- 
tions expressed the opinion that the principle of 
establishing such a system is not acceptable. Be- 
cause of these differing points of view, the Com- 
mittee as a whole was unable to reach agreement 
on a recommendation with respect to the principle 
of guaranteeing the purchasing power of reserves. 

SeconD EXTRAORDINARY MEETING.—By 
resolution of May 10, 1951, the Inter-Ameri- 
can Economic and Social Council recom- 
mended that the Executive Committee 
study any invitations from American coun- 
tries wishing to serve as the seat of the 
Second Extraordinary Meeting convoked 
for August 20 of the same year. 

On July 5, 1951, the Representative of 
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Panama addressed a communication to the 
Chairman of the Inter-American Economic 
and Social Council informing him that his 
Government had authorized him to offi- 
cially invite the Council to hold its Second 
Extraordinary Meeting in Panama City. 

At the meeting of July 6, the Council re- 
ceived the report of the Executive Com- 
mittee recommending the acceptance of the 
invitation from the Government of Panama, 
since, in the opinion of the members, Panama 
City provides exceptionally advantageous 
conditions by reason of its geographic locs- 
tion and material means necessary for the 
success of the Extraordinary Meeting. 

In view of the fact that Article 20 of the 
Statutes of the Inter-American Economic 
and Social Council provides that when 
Extraordinary Meetings are held outside of 
the seat of the Council, the place of meeting 
shall be determined by the Council of the 
Organization of American States in agree- 
ment with the Inter-American Economic 


and Social Council, the Economic and 
Social Council approved the following reso- 
lution at the aforementioned meeting of 
July 6: 


The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council, 

Having considered the Report of the Executive 
Committee, on the seat of the Second Extra- 
ordinary Meeting of the Council, dated July 5, 
1951; and 

Having considered Article 20 of the Statutes of 
the Council, 

RESOLVES: 

1. To recommend to the Council of the Or- 
ganization of American States that it consider the 
kind offer made by the Government of Panama to 
the effect that the seat of the Second Extraordinary 
Meeting of the Inter-American Economic and 
Social Council, called for August 20, 1951, be 
Panama City. 

2. To inform the Council of the Organization 
of American States that this Council fully agrees 
that the said Extraordinary Meeting should be 
held in Panama City. 

3. To request the Council of the Organization 
of American States to fix the said seat, in com- 
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pliance with the provision of Article 20 of the 
Statutes of this Council. 


The Council of the Organization accepted 
the invitation of the Government of Panama 
by virtue of the following resolution: 


The Council of the Organization of American 
States, 

Having considered the Resolution on the seat 
of the Second Extraordinary Meeting of the Inter- 
American Economic and Social Council approved 
by the said Council July 6, 1951; 

Considering that Article 20 of the Statutes of 
the Inter-American Economic and Social Council 
authorizes the Council of the Organization to 
determine the meeting place for the Extraordinary 
Meetings of the Inter-American Economic and 
Social Council when the said Extraordinary Meet- 
ings are held outside of the seat of the Council; 
and 

Considering that the Government of Panama 
has offered Panama City as the seat of the Second 
Extraordinary Meeting of the Inter-American 
Economic and Social Council, 

RESOLVES: 

1. To accept the kind offer made by the Govern- 
ment of Panama to the effect that the seat of the 
Second Extraordinary Meeting of the Inter-Ameri- 
can Economic and Social Council, called for 
August 20, 1951, be Panama City. 

2. To request the Governments, in accordance 
with Article 18 of the Statutes of the Inter-Ameri- 
can Economic and Social Council, and for the 
purpose of securing the widest participation of 
the national authorities responsible for the execu- 
tion of the programs of economic and social 
cooperation, to accredit one Delegate each for 
the said Extraordinary Meeting, together with 
Alternate Delegates and technical advisers, espe- 
cially appointed. 

3. To authorize the Secretary General of the 
Organization to cooperate to the greatest extent 
possible with the Government of Panama and 
with the Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council in organizing and preparing for the 
Second Extraordinary Meeting. 


The agenda prepared for the Second Ex- 
traordinary Meeting reads as follows:

Study of the Program of Technical Co- 
operation of the OAS for 1951; bases for for- 
mulating the 1952 Program. 
5. Social Coopexation 
6. Study of the Work Program of the Council for 


1951-1952 


In view of this decision, the Second 
Extraordinary Meeting of the Inter-Amer- 
ican Economic and Social Council was held 
in Panama City from August 20 to August 
30, 1951. All the American States, with the 
exception of Paraguay, sent delegations to 
the meeting. The following organizations 
were also represented: United Nations 
Organization; International Labour Organ- 
isation; International Materials Conference; 
Inter-American Indian Institute; Inter- 
American Institute of Agricultural Sciences; 
Inter American Statistical Institute; Pan 
American Institute of Geography and His- 
tory; American International Institute for 
the Protection of Childhood; Pan American 
Sanitary Organization; and Inter-American 
Council of Commerce and Production. 

Dr. Galileo Solis, Minister of Finance and 
Treasury of Panama, was elected Chairman 
of the Second Extraordinary Meeting; as 
First Vice Chairman, Mr. Edward G. 
Miller, Jr., Delegate of the United States; 
and as Second Vice Chairman, Mr. Sixto E. 
Duran Ballén, Chairman of the Delegation 
of Ecuador. Miss Carmen Miré acted as

Secretary General of the Meeting; as Exec- 
utive Secretary of the Council, Dr. Amos E. 
Taylor; and as Administrative Secretary of 
the Council, Dr. Luis Delgado Gardel. 

The work of the Extraordinary Meeting 
was divided into four committees, as follows: 
Committee I “Prices and Monetary Re- 
serves’; Committee II ‘Scarce Materials’’; 
Committee III “Transportation” and Com- 
mittee IV ‘Technical Cooperation, Social 
Cooperation, and 1951-52 Work Program 
of the Council.” 

At the closing session which took place 
August 30, the delegates to the Second 
Extraordinary Meeting of the Inter-Amer- 
ican Economic and Social Council approved 
the reports of the four committees and the 
sixteen resolutions which follow: 


REPORT OF THE RAPPORTEUR OF 
COMMITTEE I: PRICES AND 
MONETARY RESERVES 


Mr. CHAIRMAN, MEMBERS OF THE INTER-AMERI- 
cAN Economic AND Socrau, CounciL, 

In my capacity as rapporteur of Committee I, 
‘Prices and Monetary Reserves’, I have the 
honor and the duty to report to this Second Extra- 
ordinary Meeting of the Inter-American Eco- 
nomic and Social Council on how this Committee 
has fulfilled the mission entrusted to it and the 
conclusions that were reached. 

In accordance with the agenda approved for 
this Second Extraordinary Meeting and with the 
distribution of the work agreed upon at the first 
plenary session of this Meeting, Committee I was 
charged with undertaking the study of Topic I 
on the agenda, ‘‘Prices and Monetary Reserves’’. 

This topic included the following subjects: 

a) Effects of price regulation on the econ- 
omy of the American Republics, and best 
enforcement messures; and 

6) Maintenance of the purchasing power of 
currencies and wonetary reserves. 


The Committee carried out its work under the 
chairmanship of the distinguished Delegate of 
Uruguay, Dr. Nilo Berchesi. 

At the first meeting, Dr. Antonio Carrillo 
Flores, the Delegate of Mexico, was unanimously 
elected Vice Chairman of the Committee. 

Subsequently, and also unanimously, the Dele- 
gate of El Salvador, speaking, was elected 
rapporteur. 


The Committee held six plenary sessions and 
there were also several meetings of the working 
groups that were appointed. 

The work of the Committee was based on the 
technical reports submitted for its consideration. 
These reports are as follows: 

Report and Recommendations of the ad 
hoc Committee of Technical Experts from 
Central Banks, Treasuries and Fiscal Agencies 
(ESSE-Doc. 8-E) 

Report on “Inflation and Anti-Inflationary 
Policies of American States’? (EssE-Doc. 
7-E), prepared by Dr. Seymour Harris and 
presented by the Secretariat; and the 

Reports on price control in Argentina, 
Brazil, the United States, and Mexico (EssE- 
Doc. 7-1-E, 7-2-E, 7-3-E, 7-4-E) presented 
by the Secretariat. 


At the first meeting of the Committee it was 
agreed that the discussion of the topics mentioned 
would be according to a work program, which was 
divided into two topics: 

1. Prices and maintenance of the purchasing 
power of currencies; and 

2. Maintenance of the purchasing power of 
reserves. 


It was also agreed that the Committee would 
hear, in the first place, the Delegates who wanted 
to make general statements and specific remarks 
on the subjects analyzed. Several Delegates sub- 
mitted general statements or specific remarks that 
figure as documents of this conference. 

Once the general statements were made, the 
Committee went on to the discussion of the first 
topic on its Work Program, that is, the problem of 
the maintenance of the purchasing power of cur- 
rencies and price regulations. 

In the discussion of this topic there was general 
agreement on the advisability for the American 
States to intensify the campaign against the in- 
flationary pressures shown during the emergency, 
which produce an inequitable redistribution of 
income and hinder the attainment of the common 
objectives regarding defense and economic de- 
velopment. 

In this regard, the Committee agreed to rec- 
ommend to the Governments that they take into 
consideration the principles contained in the 
pertinent resolutions of the Fourth Meeting of 
Consultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs, and 
that, in the adoption and development of anti- 
inflationary programs, they consider the report of 
the ad hoc Committee of Technical Experts and 
Dr. Harris’ report on Inflation and Anti-Infla- 
tionary Policies. 
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In regard to topic two, that is, the problem of 
the maintenance of the purchasing power of re- 
serves, the Committee was of the opinion that, 
even though the Committee of Experts was unable 
to recommend unanimously a solution in this 
respect, this constitutes an important problem 
for the American States, and that the efforts to 
find a solution must be continued. To this end, the 
Committee decided to recommend to the Govern- 
ments that they take into consideration the perti- 
nent resolutions of the Fourth Meeting of Con- 
sultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs, and to 
request that they study the Report of the ad hoc 
Committee of Technical Experts and transmit 
their viewpoints thereon to the Inter-American 
Economic and Social Council. The Committee 
also decided that the Inter-American Economic 
and Social Council should continue the study of 
this problem, and present recommendations at 
the next Extraordinary Meeting. 

The aforesaid opinions, as well as others con- 
tained in the several draft resolutions presented by 
different Delegations or Working Groups, were 
finally summed up in the two draft resolutions 
that were approved by this Council at its last 
plenary session; they are ESSE-Doc. 92-E and 
ESSE-Doc. 93-E of the conference. 

In presenting the said resolutions, the Com- 
mittee would like to point out that the fact that 
such resolutions contain recommendations to the 
Governments that they take into consideration the 
technical reports submitted to them for study, 
does not imply that the Committee approve these 
documents in each and every one of their parts. 

Concerning the problems analyzed, the Com- 
mittee thinks that it is necessary for the Inter- 
American Economic and Social Council to make a 
more detailed study of the problem of the effects 
that price controls adopted during the emergency 
have on the economies of the American countries. 

At the plenary session of the Council, held on 
August 28, 1951, it was agreed to transfer to the 
Committee the consideration of Topic 6 on the 
agenda, regarding the Work Program of the Coun- 
cil for the period 1951-1952. 

On this subject, EssE-Doc. 5-E and EssE-Doc. 
5§2-E were presented to the Committee. 

After discussing ESsE-Doc. 52-E, which refers 
to a draft resolution on coordination of work with 
the Economic Commission for Latin America, the 
Committee unanimously approved a draft resolu- 
tion, ESSE-Doc. 107-E, which is submitted to this 
plenary session for consideration. ; 

In regard to the Work Program of the Council 
for the period 1951-52, the Committee approved 
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the plan proposed in EssE-Doc. 5-E, submitted to 
it for consideration, with the understanding that, 
in the application of this program, the Council 
will take into account the pertinent resolutions 
of the Fourth Meeting of Consultation of Minis- 
ters of Foreign Affairs, those approved at this 
Second Extraordinary Meeting and the reports 
presented thereto. As regards this topic, it is 
recommended that the Council approve the draft 
resolution recorded as ESSE-Doc. 108-E of the 
Meeting. 

The Committee wishes to express its apprecia- 
tion to the distinguished woman Delegate of the 
United States, Mrs. Gilbert, who took so brilliant 
a part in the work of this Committee. 

Finally, gentlemen, we only wish to place upon 
record the brilliant, fair-minded and dynamic way 
in which the Chairman, Dr. Nilo Berchesi, and the 
other officers directed our work, and the spirit 
of understanding and friendliness that prevailed 
throughout our discussion.

REPORT OF THE RAPPORTEUR OF 
COMMITTEE II: SCARCE MATERIALS 


Mr. CHaiRMAN, MEMBERS OF THE INTER-AMERI- 
can Economic AND SocraL Council: 

I take great pleasure in reporting to you, in 
my capacity as Rapporteur of Committee II, on 
the work accomplished by this Committee and 
the results obtained therefrom. 

According to the agenda, the topic assigned to 
Committee II included the study of the measures 
adopted for increasing the production and dis- 
tribution of scarce raw materials and products, 
and especially of the policy followed by the 
American States with respect to the International 
Materials Conference. In the analysis of this 
topic, the Committee used the valuable docu- 
ments prepared by committees of the Inter- 
American Economic and Social Council. The 
Committee carried out its tasks under the chair- 
manship of Dr. Joaquin E. Meyer, the Delegate 
of the Republic of Cuba. At the first session, Dr. 
Manuel Rivas Berrizbeitia, the Delegate of 
Venezuela, was elected Vice Chairman, and the 
speaker, the representative of Guatemala, was 
elected Rapporteur. 

The Committee held plenary sessions from 
August 21 to August 25 and during the course of 
them it had the opportunity to hear statements 
of great technical value from the Delegates 
concerning the complex and important topic under 
consideration. 
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The Committee also had the opportunity to 
hear Mr. Charles Jeffers, Executive Secretary of 
the International Materials Conference; his re- 
port, because of the nature of the position held 
by Mr. Jeffers, was of great help in clearing up 
many of the doubts that the members of the 
Committee had regarding the structure, function- 
ing and purposes of that international organ- 
ization. 

The Chairman of the Committee, whose leader- 
ship was constantly praised by its members, made 
it possible to discuss calmly and pertinently the 
subjects included on the agenda. Saturday, Au- 
gust 26, was set as the final date for presenting 
motions. 

A Working Group was created to consider the 
proposals; this group began its work Monday, 
August 27, having before it a total of 15 draft 
resolutions submitted by 11 Delegations. 

On proceeding to the analysis and coordination 
of these resolutions, the Committee noticed that 
the draft submitted by the various Delegations 
referred to: 

a) General principles of inter-American eco- 
nomic policy, outstanding among which were the 
statements as to the manner in which the Ameri- 
can countries should fulfill inter-American agree- 
ments, especially with reference to allocations 
and priorities, as well as certain topics connected 
with the problem of import and export price 
levels and relationships. 

b) Principles related to the policy of the Ameri- 
can countries vis-A-vis the International Mate- 
rials Conference. The draft resolutions dealing 
with this subject referred mainly to the nature 
of the representation of the American countries 
in the International Materials Conference, to the 
position of the American countries not represented 
in it, to the relations of collaboration between 
the American countries and the said Conference, 
and finally to its temporary nature. 

The drafts classified under topic (b) included, 
also, matters concerning the authority of the inter- 
American study groups created by the Inter- 
American Economic and Social Council as regards 
the creation of new inter-American study groups 
and concerning the need for the information 
necessary for the more efficient functioning of 
the said groups. 

The speaker, who had the honor of presiding 
over the deliberations of the Working Group 
composed of the Delegates of Argentina, Mexico, 
the United States, Bolivia, Panama, Colombia, 
Uruguay, Cuba, and Chile, which was also at- 
tended by the Delegate of Brazil, wishes to express 
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his appreciation of the spirit of understanding 
and the desire continually shown by its members 
to arrive at a satisfactory solution of the complex 
problems entrusted to them for study. The com- 
plex nature of those problems explains why the 
discussions were so lively and why the delibera- 
tions lasted until late in the night. Fortunately, 
the Working Group was able to reach unanimous 
conclusions. The draft resolutions received the 
unanimous approval of the Committee, a fact that 
makes it very pleasant for me to submit them to 
the Council for consideration, with the recom- 
mendation that they be approved. These draft 
resolutions are the following: EssE-Doc. 111, 
Rev. 1-E; EssE-Doc. 112, Rev. 1-E; and Essr- 
Doc. 113, Rev. 1-E.

REPORT OF THE RAPPORTEUR OF 
COMMITTEE III: TRANSPORTATION 


Mr. CHarrMAN, FELLOW DELEGATES: 

At the plenary session of the Council, held last 
Tuesday, August 28, I had the honor to report tu 
the Council, in my capacity as Rapporteur of 
Committee III, on the work accomplished up to 
that time. 

In that first report I told how the Committee 
was constituted, its agenda, and also that it had 
practically completed its work on topic (a), 
“Evaluation of present transportation facilities, 
studies to determine the minimum requirements 
for the defense program and the essential civilian 
needs of each of the American Republics; studies 
to determine the cooperative measures necessary 
for meeting these exigencies.” 

At the aforesaid plenary session of the Council 
there was a discussion over the report, and as a 
result the draft resolution presented was returned 
to the Committee for reconsideration. 

Since then the Committee has worked inten- 
sively in considering both the aforesaid topic (a) 
and topic (b) on its agenda, the latter dealing with 
‘‘Systems of freight and insurance rates in inter- 
American trade.” 

The Committee worked through its two Work- 
ing Groups, who devoted themselves to the study 
of the aforesaid topics (a) and (6). 

As regards topic (a), the Committee approved 
a draft resolution (EssE-Doc. 94, Rev. 2-E) which 
it has the honor to submit to the Council for 
approval. It gives me great pleasure to state, in 
presenting the draft resolution, that, during the 
long discussions to which it gave rise, there was 
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very evident a broad spirit of understanding and 
the eager desire to find a text that would summa- 
rize the unanimous opinion of the members of the 
Committee. We believe we have done so in the 
report submitted herewith to the Council for 
consideration. 

The Delegate of Mexico, in casting an affirma- 
tive vote on that text, stated that this resolution 
should be interpreted within the exact framework 
of Resolution XIX of the Fourth Meeting of Con- 
sultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs. In this 
respect, the opinion of the Delegations was that 
that concept is embodied in Article 8 of the text 
approved. 

As regards topic (b), ‘Systems of freight and 
insurance rates in inter-American trade’’, the 
Committee gave most careful attention to the 
various draft resolutions on that topic that were 
proposed by various Delegations. The discussions 
that took place were complete and exhaustive. 
In the course of the discussion two different opin- 
ions were apparent. When the draft resolution 
(ESSE-Doc. 114, Rev.-E) was put to a vote in the 
Committee, it was approved by a majority vote. 
The Delegate of the United States stated that he 
could not join his colleagues in the approval of 
two paragraphs in the preamble, on the ground 
that both of these paragraphs prejudge facts, the 
existence of which could be established only by 
the studies proposed in the resolution. 

The Delegate of Uruguay expressed his desire 
that it should be recorded that in casting an 
affirmative vote on the resolution, he did so only 
because he felt that the operative part makes 
provision for a useful study and that it should not 
be delayed. As for the preamble, he expressed no 
opinion because he did not have sufficient techni- 
cal information to enable him to judge the state- 
ments that are included as established fact in 
some of its clauses. 

The Delegation of Costa Rica made a proposal, 
contained in EssE-Doc. 32-E, which was withdrawn 
by its sponsor, who accepted the arguments pre- 
sented to the effect that the matter be presented 
after the results of the studies to be made pursu- 
ant to resolution ESSE-Doc. 114, Rev.-E. 

In the course of its work, the Committee also 
considered a proposal of the Delegation of Pan- 
ama, to be found in EssE-Doc. 65, Rev. 1-E, and 
decided to refer it to the Committee charged with 
studying the Work Program for 1951-1952, with 
the suggestion that the said proposal be included 
therein. 

I should like to reiterate to the Council the 
spirit of understanding that reigned throughout 


the discussions; and for my own part, I should 
like to thank most sincerely my fellow Delegates 
for having conferred on me the honor of being their 
Rapporteur.

REPORT OF THE RAPPORTEUR ON THE WORK 
OF COMMITTEE IV: TECHNICAL COOPERATION, 
SOCIAL COOPERATION, AND 1951-52 
WORK PROGRAM OF THE COUNCIL 


The Committee worked under the chairman- 
ship of Dr. José Romero Loza, Delegate of Bolivia. 
At its first meeting Dr. Nicasio Silverio, Delegate 
of Cuba, and Mr. Armando C. Amador, Delegate 
of Mexico, were elected Vice Chairman and 
Rapporteur respectively. 

The work of the Committee was accomplished 
in eight meetings, held from August 21 to 30. 

Although at the plenary session of the Council 
on August 20, it was agreed to entrust Topic 6 of 
the agenda of this Extraordinary Meeting to 
Committee IV, later—at the plenary session of 
the Council on the 28th—it was decided that this 
topic, ‘Study of the Work Program of the Council 
for 1951-52’’, should be transferred to Committee 
I. Therefore Committee IV only considered Topics 
4, ‘Technical Cooperation” and 5, ‘‘Social Co- 
operation” on the agenda. 

Committee IV heard various representatives 
of organizations attending this Extraordinary 
Meeting of the Council: the Inter American 
Statistical Institute, the Inter-American Indian 
Institute, the International Labour Organisation, 
the American International Institute for the 
Protection of Childhood, the Economic Commis- 
sion for Latin America of the United Nations, and 
the Pan American Institute of Geography and 
History. 

For the topic Technical Cooperation, the fol- 
lowing documents were considered: ‘‘Report on 
Technical Cooperation’? (EssE-Doc. 4/51, Rev. 
1-E and EssE-Doc. 4, Corr. 1-E); the reports on 
Projects 1 and 39 (EssE-Doc. 10/51-E and EssE- 
Doc. 21/51-E), and the booklet of the Coordinat- 
ing Committee on Technical Assistance, entitled 
‘Program of Technical Cooperation of the Or- 
ganization of American States for the Calendar 
Year 1951’? approved by the Inter-American 
Economic and Social Council on March 13, 1951. 

This topic was considered in three aspects: 
(a) financing; (b) study of the Program for 1951; 
and (c) bases for preparing the Program for 1952. 

In the discussions on points (a) and (6) it was 
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made clear that the governments desire to co- 
operate in the Program of Technical Cooperation; 
that the main problem is that of financing; that 
the hard work done by the Coordinating Com- 
mittee on Technical Assistance in preparing the 
Program for 1951 is most praiseworthy; that the 
most effective collaboration possible is necessary 
for the best coordination of technical assistance 
activities; that continuing consideration should 
be given to the selection of well-qualified technical 
personnel; and that the Program should be based 
on the known needs of the countries requiring 
technical assistance and on a realistic estimate of 
the funds available. 

Two Working Groups were set up, one com- 
posed of the Chairman of the Committee and the 
Delegate of Uruguay, and the other of the Dele- 
gates of the United States, Uruguay, and Cuba. 
The first of these Groups prepared a draft resolu- 
tion on the financing of the Program of Technical 
Cooperation, which was approved by the Com- 
mittee and also by the Council at its plenary 
session (ESSE-Doc. 95-E). The second Group pro- 
duced a Report on the Program of Technical Co- 
operation for 1951 (EssE-Doc. 37-E) and a draft 
resolution on that subject; both documents were 
approved by the Committee, and the latter was 
adopted at a plenary session of the Council (EssE- 
Doc. 96-E). 

The topic relative to the bases for the prepara- 
tion of the Program of Technical Cooperatian for 
1952 was likewise fully discussed. A Working 
Group composed of the Delegates of Mexico, the 
United States, Bolivia, Panama, and Uruguay was 
appointed; with the valuable assistance of the 
Chairman of the Committee, it drew up a report 
(EssE-Doc. 75, Rev. 2) on this topic. That docu- 
ment, approved by the Committee, refers to the 
chief points that were emphasized in the discus- 
sion, namely: that study should be given to the 
possibility of including in the Program for 1952 a 
project on the exploration and investigation of 
mineral resources; that preference in that Program 
should be given to those first-priority projects in 
which the governments have expressed sufficient 
interest; that, with a view to ensure greater flexi- 
bility for the Program and permit the inclusion of 
new projects, study be given to the desirability of 
not carrying over from one year to another any 
projects that had not received the support required 
by the regulations; that there is need for perfecting 
the means of study, dissemination, and consulta- 
tion with respect to the Program of Technical Co- 
operation and for broadening the bases on which 
it rests; that it is desirable to simplify the Program 


procedure, in order to expedite the replies from 
the governments, so that the resources of the 
Program may be fully and effectively utilized. 

In connection with the foregoing, the Com- 
mittee approved a draft resolution presented by 
the Delegation of Bolivia, on mining investigation 
and exploration, which was approved both by the 
Committee and at the plenary session of the Coun- 
cil (EssE-Doc. 86-E). Another draft resolution, 
from the Delegation of Panama on the creation 
of national organizations in the respective coun- 
tries, organizations that would be responsible, 
among other things, for the study of the local 
problems of technical assistance and for publiciz- 
ing the Program of Technica] Cooperation, was 
submitted to the Council in the report contained 
in the document cited above (EssE-Doc. 75, 
Rev. 2-E). 

With respect to Social Cooperation (Topic 5 
on the agenda of this Second Extraordinary Meet- 
ing of the Council), there was in Committee IV— 
as was true of Technical Cooperation—full dis- 
cussion and exchange of opinion that revealed the 
deep interest of all the Delegations and thereby 
made clear the concern of the respective govern- 
ments for the welfare of the peoples of America 
and the desire that the action of the Council in 
the social field be intensified and made concrete. 

The Report on Social Cooperation (EssE-Doc. 
3/51-E), prepared by the Division of Labor and 
Social Affairs of the Pan American Union and 
approved by the Council, was the working docu- 
ment for this topic. 

The Committee appointed a Working Group, 
composed of the Delegates of Mexico, the United 
States, Panama, Uruguay, and Cuba, which pre- 
sented a report contained in document EssE-Doc. 
99, Rev. 1-E. This document, approved by the 
Committee, is a summary of the concensus of the 
whole Committee as to social problems. 

Points of the greatest importance are empha- 
sized in that report: the complete taking of the 
1950 Census of the Americas, in order to have 
available valuable data that, together with other 
information, would give valuable background 
material for studying the magnitude and com- 
plexity of the social problem in the Americas; a 
more forceful consideration of the social problems 
affecting both urban communities and the rural 
population; the study, necessary if such problems 
are not to arise, of the causes of depopulation of 
rural areas, which hinders national development; 
the stimulation of the interest of the countries 
in developing the Pilot Projects in rural and 
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Indian communities; a more intensive study of 
the problem of migration; the training of tech- 
nical experts specialized in social problems and 
their utilization in programs of economic develop- 
ment; procedures for sending without delay 
technical missions—carefully selected—to the 
countries requesting them; the study of the prob- 
lems of Indian education, in one of the Regional 
Seminars; the organization of a Division in the 
Pan American Union that will deal specifically 
with questions of assistance, and leave to the 
present Division of Labor and Social Affairs the 
sole responsibility for matters concerning Amer- 
ican labor; the establishment of closer and 
more intimate coordination on social prob- 
lems between world and regional organizations; 
prompter and fuller exchange of technical data 
and publications; the creation of an agency for 
Indian agrarian reform. 

The Committee approved a draft resolution of 
the Delegation of Cuba on the inter-governmental 
conference of the International Labour Organisa- 
tion, which will shortly be held in Naples; the 
Council, in plenary session, likewise approved the 
resolution (ESSE-Doc. 98-E). 

The Committee also approved a draft resolu- 
tion of the Delegation of Cuba (EssE-Doc. 104-E), 
which, in revised form, is submitted to the Council 
for approval. 

The Delegation of Panama presented a draft 
resolution to the effect that the Council should 
convoke, as often as desirable, meetings of tech- 
nical experts to advise the Council and the inter- 
American agencies on programs of Social Coopera- 
tion. That resolution is submitted, as approved 
by the Committee, to the Council for approval 
(ESSE-Doc. 103-E). 

The Delegation of Panama also proposed a 
draft resolution on the creation of an Inter-Ameri- 
can Institute of Social Sciences. The Committee, 
taking into account the relevant provisions of 
the Charter of the Organization of American 
States, unanimously decided (EssE-Doc. 105-E) 
to transmit that draft resolution (EssE-Doc. 80, 
Rev. 1) to the Council of the OAS for decision as 
to which of its organs the aforesaid draft resolu- 
tion should be submitted. 

The Committee agreed that in this report of 
its Rapporteur it should express the pleasure of 
the Committee at the fact that two women, Dr. 
Georgina J. de Lépez, Delegate of Panama, and 
Mrs. Elisabeth S. Enochs, member of the United 
States Delegation, played so active and brilliant 
a part in its labors. 

The Committee likewise warmly congratulated 


its Chairman, Dr. José Romero Loza; the Vice 
Chairman, Dr. Nicasio Silverio; the Rapporteur, 
Mr. Armando C. Amador; and the Secretaries, for 
the manner in which the work of the Committee 
was conducted and completed. 


RESOLUTIONS 
I 


PRICES AND MAINTENANCE OF THE PURCHASING 
Power or Money 


Wuereas: The efforts to attain the common 
objectives of defense against communist aggres- 
sion as well as the economic development programs 
of the American States may lead to greater in- 
flationary pressures which, in turn, may impede 
the successful attainment of those objectives and 
programs; 

Price increases in one country often tend to 
intensify the inflationary problems of other 
countries; 

The adoption of effective programs of price 
stabilization and other anti-inflationary measures 
is a practical way, though not necessarily the 
only way, to approach the problem of maintaining 
the purchasing power of monetary reserves accu- 
mulated during periods of emergency; and 

The anti-inflationary policies adopted should 
be fitted to the framework of the structural and 
cyclical characteristics of the various American 
countries, 

The Inter-American Economic and _ Social 
Council 
RESOLVES: 

1. To recommend to the Governments of the 
American States that, concurrently with the 
continuation of their programs of defense and 
economic development, they intensify the fight 
against inflationary pressures that are caused by 
the emergency and that produce an inequitable 
redistribution of income and make difficult the 
attainment of the aforesaid objectives. 

2. To recommend to the Governments that 
they take into consideration the principles con- 
tained in the relevant resolutions approved by 
the Fourth Meeting of Consultation of Ministers 
of Foreign Affairs which would tend to maintain 
the purchasing power of money, and especially 
Resolutions XII and XVII, and that they also 
take into consideration the Report of the ad hoc 
Committee of Technical Experts from Central 
Banks, Treasuries and Fiscal Agencies (EssE-Doc. 
8-E) and the Report on Inflation and Anti-In- 
flationary Policies of the American States (EssE- 
Doc. 7-E). : 
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3. To transmit to the Governments the valu- 
able documents presented on price regulations in 
four American countries (EssE-Doc. 7-1-E, 7-2-E, 
7-3-E, 7-4-E). 

4, To include in the 1951-52 Work Program of 
the Council the continued study of the effects of 
the price-control systems of the American States 
on their economies during the emergency, pur- 
suant to Resolution XVII (7) of the Fourth Meet- 
ing of Consultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs.

MAINTENANCE OF THE PURCHASING POWER 
OF MonETARY RESERVES 


WuereEAs: The need for common defense 
against the aggressive activities of international 
communism, recognized in the Declaration of 
Washington, Resolution I of the Fourth Meeting 
of Consultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs, 
may limit the availability of capital goods and 
lead to other limitations on the free flow of trade; 

These limitations, combined with increased 
receipts from sales of basic and strategic mate- 
rials, may lead to accumulations of monetary 
reserves in some countries; 

Resolution XVII (6) approved at the Fourth 
Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of Foreign 
Affairs, provided that the Inter-American Eco- 
nomic and Social Council should convoke an ad hoc 
committee of technical experts from central banks, 
treasuries, or similar fiscal agencies, which, in 
collaboration with the appropriate organs and 
specialized agencies of the United Nations, should 
study, making pertinent recommendations to the 
Governments of the American States, the problem 
of maintaining the purchasing power of their 
currencies and monetary reserves; 

This ad hoc Committee, having been convoked 
and having met, duly made its report, in which 
the recommendations requested are set forth; 

As regards the problem of the maintenance of 
the purchasing power of monetary reserves, cer- 
tain differences of opinion that prevented the 
ad hoc Committee from reaching a unanimous 
agreement stand out clearly on the said report; 
and 

In consequence, further analysis of the problem 
is required, in order to achieve the objectives of 
Resolution XVII (6) of the aforementioned 
Fourth Meeting of Consultation, 

The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council 
DECLARES: 

That the maintenance of the purchasing power 
of the monetary reserves which are accumulated 
as a result of the emergency constitutes an im- 
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portant problem for the American States because 
those reserves are needed during and after the 
emergency to maintain normal conditions in their 
economies and to finance the present and future 
economic development which is vital to those 
States; and 

RESOLVES: 

1. To recommend to the Governments of the 
American States that they take into account the 
principles contained in the pertinent resolutions 
approved by the Fourth Meeting of Consultation 
of Ministers of Foreign Affairs, which would tend 
to alleviate the problem created by the accumula- 
tion of extraordinary reserves and to maintain 
their purchasing power. 

2. To continue the analysis of the problem of 
the maintenance of the purchasing power of 
monetary reserves and to incorporate its study in 
the Work Program of the Council for the year 
1951-1952, with the purpose of presenting to the 
next extraordinary meeting for consideration rec- 
ommendations designed to preserve the purchas- 
ing power of those reserves. 

3. To request the Governments of the American 
States to study the report of the ad hoc Committee 
with the greatest care, to consider what practical 
suggestions might be made toward solving the 
problem of maintaining the purchasing power of 
monetary reserves, and to transmit their views 
on this subject to the Council. 

4. To recommend to the Technical Secretariat 
that, in complying with paragraph 2 above, it 
prepare a questionnaire, which the Council will 
submit to the Governments for consideration, to 
be periodically filled out with all the pertinent 
data that can be obtained.

INCLUSION OF A TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE PROJECT 
IN THE FIELD oF MINERALS EXPLORATION, 
FOR THE 1952 PrRoGRAM OF TECHNICAL 
CooPERATION 


Wuereas: The bases for the preparation of the 
1952 Program of Technical Cooperation have 
been examined at the Second Extraordinary 
Meeting of the Council; 

The reserves of those resources consisting of 
mineral deposits are an important part of the 
economic wealth of a large number of the Ameri- 
can States; 

Intensified production of strategic materials is 
of fundamental importance for the strengthening 
of our national economies and for purposes of the 
defense of the Hemisphere; and 

Among the technical assistance projects al- 
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ready approved, such a specific proposal has not 
been considered, 

The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council 
RESOLVES: 

To study how and whether the 1952 Program 
of Technical Cooperation might include a techni- 
cal assistance project in the field of minerals ex- 
ploration, with the purpose of obtaining full 
knowledge of the potential resources of strategic 
minerals in the Hemisphere.

FINANCING THE PROGRAM OF TECHNICAL 
COOPERATION OF THE OAS 


Wuereas: The Program of Technical Coopera- 
tion of the Organization of American States is 
one of the most important cooperative efforts 
undertaken by the Governments of the Member 
States to improve the standard of living and to 
promote the welfare of their peoples, within the 
broadest spirit of common benefit; 

The accomplishment of these purposes requires 
that every Member State make the appropriate 
financial contribution, which can be made either 
in its national currency or in the equivalent in 
goods and services; 

In accordance with Principle XXXII of the 
Resolution of April 10, 1950, the American States 
have assumed the duty of contributing to the 
Special Account for financing the Program of 
Technical Cooperation; and 

It is desirable that the Council learn at an early 
date the total contribution that will be made by 
each Government, so that the Council may make 
the proper plans for the Program of Technical 
Cooperation for the following year, 

The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council 
RESOLVES: 

1. To amend paragraph 6 of the ‘‘Resolution 
on a Program of Technical Cooperation of the 
Organization of American States’? of April 10, 
1950, by adding subparagraph (e) as follows: 

“To set annually a date on which the Coun- 
cil will meet at its permanent headquarters 
to receive the offers of contribution of the 
Member Governments to the Special Account 
for Technical Assistance.”

Tue 1951 TECHNICAL COOPERATION PROGRAM 


The Inter-American Economic and Social

RESOLVES: 

1. To congratulate its Committee on Technical 
Cooperation and the Coordinating Committee

(Naples, October 1951) 


Wuereas: The International Labour Organ- 
isation has agreed to hold during next October, 
in the city of Naples, Italy, a technical inter- 
governmental conference for the discussion of 
matters related to migration problems; and 

It is desirable that the concern of the American 
States in regard to immigration be discussed on 
that occasion in coordination with those problems 
regarding emigration that affect the European 
States, upon the highest possible plane, 

The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council 
RESOLVES: 

To recommend to the American States, Mem- 
bers of the International Labour Organisation, 
that they be represented at the technical inter- 
governmental conference that will be held in the 
city of Naples, Republic of Italy, during next 
October, under the auspices of the International 
Labour Organisation, as far as possible, by Dele- 
gates who are specialists in the subjects that will 
be taken up in the above-mentioned conference.

COOPERATION AND COORDINATION WITH THE 
Economic COMMISSION FOR LATIN AMERICA 


Wuereas: A constant concern of the Inter- 
American Economic and Social Council (Ecosoc) 
has been the making of arrangements for coopera- 
tion and coordination with other international 
agencies operating in Latin America, especially 
with the United Nations Economic Commission 
for Latin America (ECLA); * 
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In order to make more effective the efforts of 
Ecosoc to raise the standard of living of the Latin 
American peoples, it is advisable that it perfect 
the cooperation and coordination agreements 
existing already with other regional organizations 
that work toward the same ends, and most es- 
pecially with the Economic Commission for Latin 
America, whereby possible duplication of work 
and effort would be avoided; 

Ecua, in the course of its recent meeting in 
Mexico, approved a resolution aimed at perfecting 
the system of cooperation and coordination be- 
tween the two agencies, in which, in the first 
place, it invites Ecosoc “through its Executive 
Secretary to form with the Executive Secretary 
of EcLA a Coordinating Committee that would 
guarantee on a continuity basis the adequate 
distribution of work or the application of the 
efforts of both agencies to the study and solution 
of the most important problems, under the fol- 
lowing conditions: 

a) In addition to the Executive Secretaries, 
this committee shall be composed of such 
officials of both organizations as are necessary 
to accomplish effectively the task of co- 
ordination. 

b) This Committee shall meet twice a year, 
or more often whenever the Executive Secre- 
taries of the two organizations consider it is 
advisable’’; 


In the second place, EcLA has invited Ecosoc, 
in the same resolution, ‘‘to designate an OAS 
official to study jointly with the United Nations 
official appointed by Ecuta, the measures they 
judge necessary and appropriate for the coordi- 
nation on the government level to be achieved in 
a practical and positive manner. They shall sub- 
mit the decision they reach to ECLA and Ecosoc 
for approval at subsequent meetings’’, 

The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council 
RESOLVES: 

1. To continue the work of cooperation and 
coordination between ECLA and Ecosoc, which is 
being satisfactorily accomplished through their 
Secretariats. 

2. To accept the invitation of EcLA to the effect 
that: 

a) it form by means of its Executive Secre- 
tary, and together with the Executive Secre- 
tary of EcLA, a Coordination Committee, to 
the end and in the form provided in the 
resolution quoted above; and 

b) it designate an OAS official to study, 
jointly with the un officer referred to in the 
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same resolution, the measures he deems 
necessary and appropriate for the coordina- 
tion on the government level to be achieved 
in a practical and positive manner; their 
decision shall be submitted to subsequent 
meetings of ECLA and Ecosoc.

THE Work PROGRAM OF THE INTER-AMERICAN 
EcoNoMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL FOR THE 
Fiscat YEAR 1951-1952 


The Inter-American Economic and _ Social! 
Council 
RESOLVES: 

1. To adopt the following work program of the 
Inter-American Economic and Social Council for 
the fiscal year 1951-52: 


I. Emergency and Postemergency Problems 

1. Study and recommendations on the main- 
tenance of the purchasing power of currencies 
and the continued operation and adminis- 
tration of systems of price control instituted 
by the American Republics (Resolution XVII 
of the Fourth Meeting of Consultation of 
Ministers of Foreign Affairs). 

2. Study and recommendations on the main- 
tenance of the purchasing power of monetary 
reserves (Resolution XVII of the Fourth 
Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of 
Foreign Affairs). 

3. Study and recommendations on the con 
tinued operation of the systems of allocations 
and priorities of scarce raw materials adopted 
by the American Republics, and on their 
policies with regard to the International 
Materials Conference (Resolutions XVI and 
XVIII of the Fourth Meeting of Consultation 
of Ministers of Foreign Affairs). 

4. Study and recommendations to ensure 
the most efficient utilization of inter-Ameri- 
can transportation facilities; the availability 
of transportation facilities; minimum re- 
quirements for the defense program and for 
essential civilian needs; and the system of 
freight and insurance rates applicable to 
inter-American trade (Resolution XIX of the 
Fourth Meeting of Consultation of Ministers 
of Foreign Affairs). 

5. Study and recommendations to ensure 
that, once the emergency is over, production 
factors applied to activities of a temporary 
nature will be gradually absorbed in perma- 
nent activities (Resolution XX of the Fourth 
Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of For- 
eign Affairs). 
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6. Study and recommendations on a com- 
mon policy so that the return to normalcy 
will not cause dangerous disturbances in the 
markets and prices of the products of Ameri- 
can countries accumulated by the govern- 
ments during the emergency (Resolution 
XXII of the Fourth Meeting of Consultation 
of Ministers of Foreign Affairs). 


II. Studies and Programs on Economic, Tech- 
nical, and Social Development 

1. Principles on financing of economic-de- 
velopment programs. 

2. Plans for the improvement of the social, 
economic, and cultural levels of the peoples 
of the Americas (Resolution IX of the Fourth 
Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of 
Foreign Affairs). 

3. Evaluation of the production, develop- 
ment, and transportation of rubber, and 
possibilities for its expansion in this Hemi- 
sphere (Resolution XXV of the Fourth Meet- 
ing of Consultation of Ministers of Foreign 
Affairs). 

4. Tendencies of the balance of payments 
and of terms of exchange of the American 
countries. 

5. Collaboration with the Inter-American 
Cultural Council, with the Economic Com- 
mission for Latin America and other organs 
of the United Nations, and with the national 
and international organizations functioning 
within the sphere of action of the Inter- 
American Economic and Social Council. 

6. Research on coffee production and trade. 

7. Technical Cooperation. Formulation and 
supervision of the programs included in the 
fiscal year 1951-52. 

8. Social Cooperation. 


2. To recommend that in carrying out this work 
program, the pertinent resolutions approved at 
the Fourth Meeting of Consultation of Ministers 
of Foreign Affairs and the resolutions of the Second 
Extraordinary Meeting of the Council be taken 
into account, and the reports approved by the 
Working Groups be taken into consideration.

THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON MATERIALS AND 
Propwucts IN SHoRT SuPPLY 


Wuereas: The imports of most Latin American 
countries consist of semimanufactured and manu- 
factured products; 

The possibility exists that there may be short- 
ages of semimanufactured or manufactured 
products which are based on raw materials, the 


production of which is or may be the object of 
international consideration; and 

It is advisable to develop a better system of 
information with respect to the import require- 
ments and the export availabilities of semimanu- 
factured and manufactured products in the 
American countries, 

The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council 
RESOLVES: 

1. To recommend to the Governments of the 
Member States that they designate the appro- 
priate government agencies responsible for pre- 
senting the requirements and availabilities of 
scarce products, and that they adopt all the neces- 
sary internal measures to enable these agencies to 
perform their tasks efficiently and effectiveiy. 

2. To recommend to the Governments of the 
Member States that they send detailed informa- 
tion quarterly as to their import requirements 
and export availabilities of scarce materials and 
products to the Special Committee on Materials 
and Products in Short Supply of the Inter-Ameri- 
can Economic and Social Council. 

3. To instruct the Special Committee on Mate- 
rials and Products in Short Supply to study the 
problems related to the supply of manufactured 
and semimanufactured products, and to report 
its conclusions to the Inter-American Economic 
and Social Council. 

4. The Study Group on Tin Plate may take tin 
into account as a component element in the 
manufacture of tin plate. 

5. The composition of the inter-American study 
groups shall be consonant with paragraphs 4 and 5 
of Resolution XVIII of the Fourth Meeting of 
Consultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs for 
which purpose the provisions of Article 51 of the 
Regulations of the Council shall apply.

RELATIONS WITH THE “INTERNATIONAL 
MATERIALS CONFERENCE”’ 


In view of the fact that the purposes of the 
Organization of American States and those of the 
International Materials Conference are identical 
as regards increased production and the most 
equitable distribution of scarce materials and 
products, the Inter-American Economic and So- 
cial Council recommends to the Governments of 
the American Republics that they collaborate 
fully with the International Materials Conference, 
in accordance with principles of continental as- 
sistance and cooperation as set forth in the inter- 
American agreements and pacts now in effect. 
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As a result of the foregoing statement, the 
American countries will conform to the following 
principles in their conduct vis-d-vis the Inter- 
national Materials Conference: 

1. The American States regard the Interna- 
tional Materials Conference as a temporary or- 
ganization, which should continue to exist only as 
long as there is an emergency situation that justi- 
fies its functioning; 

2. The American States will take measures 
that will be conducive to having at all times a just 
and adequate representation within the present 
and future structure of the International Mate- 
rials Conference; 

3. There should be absolute respect for the 
principles and terms of the inter-American resolu- 
tions and pacts, especially with reference to the 
maintenance of civilian activities and to the 
development of the economies of the American 
countries; 

4. The American States will take the necessary 
measures to state and present effectively the col- 
lective and individual views of the American 
countries, to support their common interests and 
common viewpoints, and to provide for the pro- 
tection of the interests of countries not repre- 
sented in the respective agencies of the Inter- 
national Materials Conference; and therefore 

The Inter-American Economic and _ Social 
Council 
RESOLVES: 

1. To promote the establishment of more direct 
and effective relations of the American States 
and their agencies with the International Mate- 
rials Conference in order to bring about a closer 
collaboration. 

2. To confirm Resolution 19/51 of the Inter- 
American Economic and Social Council of July 11, 
1951, and to request the Member States to give 
their fullest collaboration and support to the 
measures provided therein.

ALLOCATIONS AND PRIORITIES 


Wuereas: The programs of allocations and 
priorities already established or that may be es- 
tablished in the future by the American Republics 
should pay due attention to the general principles 
that derive from the agreements reached at the 
Fourth Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of 
Foreign Affairs, 

The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council 
DECLARES: 

1. In applying the principles contained in the 
Resolutions adopted by the Fourth Meeting of 
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Consultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs, and, 
especially, in putting into effect the provisions 
of Resolution XIII (a), the American States 
should arrange for an equitable distribution of 
priorities and import and export licenses between 
domestic and external needs. 

2. In deciding upon allocations and priorities, 
the general principles established at the Fourth 
Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of Foreign 
Affairs should be followed, and especially the 
procedure of consultation mentioned in Resolu- 
tions XII and XVI, in order to give due considera- 
tion to the order of importance indicated by the 
importing country. 

3. The American Republics should adopt effi- 
cient administrative measures to facilitate the 
fulfillment of the export allocations. To this end, 
the exporting country shall distribute the quota, 
once it is established, among its exporters in such 
a way that it will take into account the system 
established by the importing country for the 
equitable distribution among consumers, accord- 
ing to its criterion of essentiality of use, as stated 
in paragraph 6 of Resolution XVI of the Fourth 
Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of Foreign 
Affairs; 

And, to ensure effective functioning of this pro- 
cedure, consultations between the interested gov- 
ernments shall be held, 

RESOLVES: 

1. To recommend to the American Republics 
that they adjust to the aforesaid standard the 
allocations and priorities systems now established 
or that may be established in the future. 

2. To recommend to the American States that, 
with the least possible delay, they adopt the 
measures necessary to put into effect in their 
internal systems the principles of the general 
statement and the specific principles that are 
established as to allocations and priorities in 
Resolution XVI of the Fourth Meeting of Con- 
sultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs. 

3. To recommend to the American Govern- 
ments that they intensify the production of essen- 
tial goods in short supply, in fulfillment of Resolu- 
tions XIII and XV, approved by the Fourth 
Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of Foreign 
Affairs. 


XII 
EMERGENCY TRANSPORTATION 


WueEreEas: Resolution XIX (2) of the Fourth 
Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of Foreign 
Affairs requests the Inter-American Economic 
and Social Council to undertake immediate studies 
in order to prepare and recommend to the Govern- 
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ments, for adoption in case of an emergency, 
measures leading to the most effective equitable 
utilization of all transportation facilities of the 
Americas; 

The present Extraordinary Meeting of the 
Council is charged with evaluating present trans- 
portation facilities, investigating the minimum 
required to carry out the defense program and 
satisfy the essential civilian needs of the Ameri- 
can Republics, and making a study of cooperative 
measures for attaining this objective; 

Concrete proposals on this subject have been 
made, proposals limited especially to maritime 
and air transportation; 

The Council does not yet have sufficient tech- 
nical information on the subject to make the 
required studies; and 

Such studies could best be made by qualified 
technical experts who would be provided with 
the necessary information on transportation and 
by subsequent consideration of that information 
by an ad hoc committee of the Council, which 
would prepare recommendations to be submitted 
to the Governments of the Member States, 

The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council 
RESOLVES: 

1. To request the Governments of the Member 
States and the appropriate international agencies 
to furnish all the necessary information to make 
it possible to evaluate the transportation facilities 
of the American Republics, and to study imme- 
diately, in case an emergency should arise, the 
transportation requirements for the defense pro- 
gram and for the essential civilian needs of each 
of the American Republics. 

2. That in that evaluation and those studies 
the transportation needs of the countries and 
regions lying outside the routes of the great mari- 
time and air lines, or inadequately served by them, 
be taken into account. 

3. That the preliminary work of research and 
study be done as soon as possible, by qualified 
technical experts engaged for that purpose or 
provided by the Governments in a position to 
do so. 

4. That as soon as the Council considers that 
it has received enough information, it establish 
an ad hoc committee to study the said information 
and prepare recommendations to the Governments 
on measures leading, in case of an emergency, to 
the most effective equitable utilization of all 
transportation facilities of the American Re- 
publics, especially maritime and civil air trans- 
portation. : 
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5. That the Council submit to the Govern- 
ments of the Member States, together with the 
information obtained by the qualified technical 
experts, which will have served as a basis for the 
work of the ad hoc committee, the recommenda- 
tions issued by the said committee, for considera- 
tion by the Governments and for adoption in 
case of emergency. 

6. To request the Governments to appoint as 
their representatives on the ad hoc committee 
persons who are qualified by reason of their official 
position and experience in matters within the 
competence of the committee. 

7. To request the Council of the Organization 
of American States to provide the Inter-American 
Economic and Social Council with the funds re- 
quired for securing the services that will be neces- 
sary to comply with paragraph 3, in conformity 
with the authorization contained in Resolution 
XXVII of the Fourth Meeting of Consultation 
of Ministers of Foreign Affairs. 

8. To state that this resolution should be inter- 
preted by the technical experts and representa- 
tives mentioned in paragraphs 3 and 4 of its 
operative part, in the general sense indicated 
in paragraph 1 of the operative part, which is 
basically aimed at providing for requirements 
of any emergency situation that might arise in the 
future. 

XIII 
FREIGHT AND INSURANCE 

WHEREAS: It is necessary, desirable, and im- 
perative to solve the problem that the present 
system for the setting of freight and insurance 
rates applicable to inter-American trade poses for 
the economy of the Americas; 

Some governments have expressed deep concern 
over the present freight rates because they con- 
sider that they hinder the development of certain 
regions of the Americas, because apparently there 
are inequalities in such rates, which in many in- 
stances are onerous and, among other circum- 
stances, do not bear a proper proportion to the 
distances covered and the kind of products trans- 
ported; 

In this concern there is the fear that, in a time 
of grave emergency, the freight and insurance 
rates might in many cases—by reason of excessive, 
discriminatory, or unjustified increases—provoke 
serious economic dislocation in some countries of 
the Americas, thereby weakening the continental 
resources for purposes of defense; 

A study should be made of the system of freight 
and insurance rates in their relation to the policies 
of price stabilization and control; 
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The lack of organized correlation and of con- 
tinuity in the studies and research carried out 
previously with a view to solving the problem 
under discussion may have been a factor in the 
delay in finding a solution to the problem; and 

Apart from the specific request of the Fourth 
Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of Foreign 
Affairs, as set forth in Resolution XIX (3) that 
the system of freight and insurance rates applica- 
ble to inter-American trade be studied, a series of 
agreements, resolutions, and directives have been 
approved that impose an inescapable obligation to 
study adequately the problem with which this 
resolution deals and seek a solution therefor, 

The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council 
RESOLVES: 

1. To call a meeting of an ad hoc committee 
composed of qualified experts on transportation, 
appointed by the American Governments, so that 
in collaboration with the United Nations and 
with appropriate organizations, it may make an 
exhaustive and comprehensive study of the sys- 
tem of freight and insurance rates applicable to 
inter-American trade taking into consideration all 
pertinent factors and prepare appropriate recom- 
mendations for the Council. 

2. That the meeting of the said committee 
should be held before January 31, 1952, at the seat 
duly designated by the Council. 

3. That the said ad hoc committee will be au- 
thorized to start its work with a minimum of five 
qualified experts appointed by five American 
Governments. 

4, That the ad hoc committee will take into 
account the detailed report that the Governments 
of the American States submit to it through their 
official institutions, as well as those submitted to 
it by any private interests affected, in respect to: 

(a) The specific problems related to the 
studies and investigations that the said ad 
hoc committee will carry out. 

(6) The impact of the free fluctuation of 
freight and insurance rates on the ceiling 
prices for some of the products they export 
and import.

ConvocaTION OF MEETINGS OF EXPERTS IN 
MATTERS OF SOCIAL COOPERATION 


Wuereas: Article 63 of the Charter of the Or- 
ganization of American States establishes as one of 
the purposes of the Inter-American Economic and 
Social Council the promotion of an effective coop- 
eration for the solution of social problems; 
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Article 64 of the same Charter provides that 
the Council act as coordinating agency for all 
official inter-American activities leading to the 
accomplishment of that purpose; 

Resolutions XIX and XX of the Final Act of 
the Ninth International Conference of American 
States make specific recommendations to the 
Council as regards the development of social eoop- 
eration programs; and 

Resolution IX of the Fourth Meeting of Con- 
sultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs entrusts 
to the Council the preparation of plans and pro- 
grams of action for improving the social and eco- 
nomic welfare of the peoples of the Americas; 

The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council 
RESOLVES: 

1. To congratulate the Pan American Union 
and the inter-American agencies to which were 
entrusted the programs of social cooperation pre- 
sented in the Report on Social Cooperation, and 
to sponsor the continuation of such programs. 

2. Pursuant to Article 3 of the Statutes of the 
Inter-American Economic and Social Council, to 
convoke, as often as desirable, meetings of tech- 
nical experts representing all the American Re- 
publics for the purpose of advising the Council 
and the inter-American agencies on programs of 
social cooperation, in such fields as the Council 
decides.

EFreEct oF ExIsTING LABOR CONDITIONS ON THE 
EcONOMIES OF THE LATIN AMERICAN COUNTRIES 


Wuereas: The Fourth Meeting of Consultation 
of Ministers of Foreign Affairs of the American 
Republics, in Resolution XI, considered, that 
‘the internal security of the American Republics, 
based on the proper functioning of a representa- 
tive democracy, cannot be permanently strength- 
ened unless it is based on an increasing production, 
the yields from which are distributed equitably 
among the members of the community;’’ and 

The documents presented to this Meeting show 
that the labor conditions in some countries of the 
Americas may have a serious effect on the economy 
of many States of the Hemisphere, and, further- 
more, that they are not in keeping with the afore- 
said sound principle, 

The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council 
RESOLVES: 

That its Committee on Social Cooperation 
should draft, in collaboration with the Interna- 
tional Labour Organisation and the Economic 
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Commission for Latin America of the United 
Nations, a questionnaire for the Member States 
to fill out, from which data on wages, work condi- 
tions, social insurance and other facts concerning 
labor conditions in Latin American countries 
could be compiled, so that with such data and any 
others that might be obtained the Committee on 
Social Cooperation may, in collaboration with 
the aforementioned international agencies, render 
a report on the effects that labor conditions have 
on the economy of the Latin American States, to 
be submitted as a working document to the Third 
Extraordinary Meeting of the Council for its in- 
formation.

Motion PRESENTED BY THE DELEGATION OF 
PANAMA, WHEREBY THE INTER-AMERICAN 
INSTITUTE OF SOCIAL SCIENCES IS CREATED 


The Inter-American Economic and _ Social 
Council 
RESOLVES: 

To transmit to the Council of the Organization 
of American States the motion presented by the 
Delegation of Panama on the Inter-American 
Institute of Social Sciences (EssE-Doc. 80, Rev.), 
so that the Council may duly decide which of its 
organs should be informed thereof. 


SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON MATERIALS AND 
Propucts IN SHorT Suppty.—At the ple- 
nary meeting of April 24, 1951, the Inter- 
American Economic and Social Council en- 
trusted the ad hoc Committee on Emergency 
Economic Problems with the study of Res- 
olution XVIII of the Fourth Meeting of 
Consultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs 
and the preparation of a report on its various 
aspects. 

After holding a series of ten meetings, the 
ad hoc Committee submitted to the Council 
an extensive and detailed report which con- 
tained the following conclusions: 

The ad hoc Committee believes that the best 
way to carry out the first paragraph of Resolution 
XVIII, that is, to decide on the policy to be fol- 
lowed by the American countries with respect to 
the International Materials Conference, lies in 
creating study groups when the countries judge 
it necessary, in order to be able, in the light of 
experience gained from its work, to make recom- 
mendations for establishing this policy and for 
providing effective cooperation between the 
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Organization of American States and the Inter- 
national Materials Conference. 

Moreover, it is highly desirable that such 
inter-American groups should mean the begin- 
ning, on the part of the Council, of the permanent 
consideration of items that are of vital importance 
to America. That is to say, these important prob- 
lems would not be studied only for an emergency 
but that the Council would be empowered to fol- 
low the development of circumstances affecting 
these items of critical importance in order always 
to be in a position to present its opinions and 
recommendations to the Governments. Such a 
point of view would make the ‘‘groups’”’ very 
similar to the special committees provided for in 
chapter IX of the Council Regulations. In this 
matter, the Special Commission on Coffee is a 
very valuable example. 

The ad hoc Committee is of the opinion that 
the problem of establishing the study groups can- 
not be treated separately from that of financing 
the necessary technical services. It is necessary 
that the American countries consider carefully 
the necessity of applying Resolution XXVII of 
the Fourth Meeting of Consultation of Ministers 
of Foreign Affairs and of obtaining the funds 
needed to carry out these studies. 


The Council devoted the meetings of 
July 6 and 11 to the study of this report,’ 
which after a prolonged discussion, was 
approved at the meeting of July 11, 1951, 
together with the following resolution: 


The Inter-American Economic and _ Social 
Council, 

Having seen the ‘‘First Report on the Execu- 
tion of Resolution XVIII of the Fourth Meeting 
of Consultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs of 
American States’’, presented by the ad hoc Com- 
mittee on Emergency Economic Problems on June 
25, 1951, 

DECLARES: 

1. That it is necessary and desirable to estab- 
lish inter-American study groups on materials, in 
accordance with the provisions of Resolution 
XVIII of the Fourth Meeting ofeConsultation of 
Ministers of Foreign Affairs of American States; 
and 

2. That the American States should be duly 
represented on the various Commodity Commit-

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tees of the International Materials Conference, 
both as producers and as consumers; 
AnpD RESOLVES: 

1. To establish a Special Committee on Mate- 
rials and Products in Short Supply, composed of 
seven members. 

2. To assign the following functions to the said 
Special Committee: 

a) To study continuously the situation as 
to materials and products in short supply in 
order to suggest to the Council appropriate 
measures for obtaining, if that should be nec- 
essary, greater production, more effective 
utilization, and more equitable distribution 
among the American States, by making avail- 
able solutions through the establishment of 
appropriate relations with the respective 
competent national and international organ- 
izations; 

b) To indicate to the Council in which in- 
stances it is necessary and desirable to estab- 
lish inter-American study groups for specific 
materials or products; 

c) To coordinate and supervise the work of 
the inter-American groups and recommend to 
the Council whether they should be continued 
or discontinued. 


3. To recommend to the said Special Commit- 
tee that it make studies immediately on the critical 
status of products of fundamental interest to the 
American Republics. 

4. To assign to the said Special Committee the 
technical and secretarial staff necessary for the 
fulfillment of its duties. 

5. That the inter-American materials study 
groups should be guided by the provisions of 
Articles 52, 54, and 55 of the Regulations of the 
Council. 

6. To recommend to the interested Govern- 
ments of the American Republics that they ap- 
point technical representatives to the inter- 
American study groups and make the provisions 
necessary for developing the work of these groups 
on a suitable technical level. 

7. To recommend to the Governments of the 
American Republics that they provide the inter- 
American stud# groups with all the cooperation 
possible to assist them in their work, as requested 
by the said groups. 


MATERIALS AND PRODUCTS IN SHORT 
SuppLy.—At the meeting of August 8, 1951, 
the Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council received a report and two draft 
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resolutions submitted by the Special Com- 
mittee on Materials and Products in Short 
Supply. After careful study, the documents 
were approved by the Council. 

The approved report of the Committee 
reads thus: 


The Special Committee on Materials and Prod- 
ucts in Short Supply was established by Resolu- 
tion No. 19/51 of the Council, adopted at the 
plenary meeting of July 11, 1951. 

Once established, the Special Committee held 
its first meeting on July 17, at which Mr. Alfonso 
Cortina, Representative of Mexico, was elected 
Chairman, and Mr. Jorge Hazera, Representative 
of Costa Rica, Rapporteur. The Committee also 
met on July 24 and 31 and August 1 and 6, with 
the other members of the Special Committee pres- 
ent: Dr. Ovidio Schiopetto and Mr. Eduardo 
Biritos, Representatives of Argentina; Dr. Octa- 
vio Paranagudé, Representative of Brazil; Dr. 
Jorge Mejia Palacio, Representative of Colombia; 
Mr. Jorge Burr, Representative of Chile; and Mr. 
James C. Corliss, Representative of the United 
States. Others present were: Mr. Hans Cohn, 
Representative of the Dominican Republic; Mr. 
Willis C. Armstrong, from the United States 
Department of State; and Mr. Claude Courand, 
of the United States Department of Commerce. 

Dr. Alberto Lleras, Secretary General of the 
Organization of American States, and Dr. Amos 
E. Taylor, Executive Secretary of the Council, 
also attended. 

Dr. Loreto M. Dominguez and Mr. Lewis Or- 
tega, officials of the Pan American Union, advised 
the Committee in their work. 

In fulfillment of the duties assigned them by 
the Council, the Special Committee wishes to 
present to the Council the following observations: 

Resolution XVIII of the Fourth Meeting of 
Consultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs re- 
quested the Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council to make: 

“|, .a@ preliminary study of the status of 
those raw materials that are of particular 
importance to the American Republics, in 
their capacity as exporters or importers,”’ 


with the idea that it would serve as a basis for 
determining whether it is desirable to establish 
Inter-American Materials Study Groups. Further- 
more, the Resolution stated that the groups estab- 
lished should draft recommendations for ‘‘trans- 
mittal to the pertinent international committee”’ 
in cases where a Committee exists under the 
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system of the International Materials Conference, 
or if there is no Committee for deciding: 
‘«... whether the Central Group of the In- 
ternational Materials Conference should be 
sent a recommendation on the establishment 
of the pertinent international committees.”’ 


The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council sent Resolution XVIII to the ad hoc 
Committee on Emergency Economic Problems 
for analysis, with a view to its implementation. 
The Committee made the preliminary study re- 
ferred to above and on the basis thereof reached 
the conclusion that ‘it would be desirable to 
establish the inter-American study groups,’’ leav- 
ing it to the American States, however, to decide 
which should be established first. The same Com- 
mittee decided, furthermore, that the interpreta- 
tion of the terms ‘‘materials’”’ or “‘raw materials”’ 
should be broad enough to include all kinds of 
finished products and commodities in different 
stages of manufacture. 

The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council adopted the report of the ad hoc Commit- 
tee on Emergency Economic Problems, changing, 
however, the procedure for establishing the study 
groups proposed in the said report. Instead of 
establishing inter-American study groups in cases 
where at least three American countries so re- 
quested, as proposed by the ad hoc Committee, it 
decided in its Resolution 19 of July 11, 1951, to 
establish the Special Committee on Materials and 
Products in Short Supply. 

In the course of the meetings that this Com- 
mittee has held since July 17, 1951, the date when 
it began its work, it has approved the work pro- 
gram that is given below and considered some of 
its points with great care, in spite of the limited 
time available. This report gives an account of 
the work accomplished up to now to carry out 
Resolution No. 19/51 of the Council, of July 11, 
1951, and also contains the points of view of the 
Committee on some of the problems raised in 
Resolution XVIII of the Fourth Meeting of Con- 
sultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs. 


Work PROGRAM OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON 
MATERIALS AND PrRopucts IN SHORT SUPPLY 


1. Study of the relative importance of the 
various materials and products in short supply 
with the object of suggesting to the Inter-Amer- 
ican Economic and Social Council which Inter- 
American Study Groups should be established 
immediately. 

2. Consideration of the relations that should 
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exist between the Special Committee on Materials 
and Products in Short Supply and the Inter- 
American Study Groups, and the International 
Materials Conference and the individual Govern- 
ments of the American Republics. 

3. Preparation of.the study materials that will 
enable the Second Extraordinary Meeting of the 
Council to consider the fundamental effects that 
the present situation of the scarcity of essential 
materials and products has on the economic future 
of the American countries and in particular the 
policy to be followed by these countries toward 
the International Materials Conference. 

4. Organization of the administrative secre- 
tariat and technical staff that should serve the 
Special Committee and the Inter-American Study 
Groups. : 


First Topic of the Work Program 

According to Article 2 (6) of the Council Res- 
olution of July 11, 1951, the Special Committee 
was given the responsibility of indicating ‘‘to the 
Council in which instances it is necessary and de- 
sirable to establish inter-American study groups 
for specific materials or products.” 

In considering the implementation of the pre- 
ceding paragraph, the Committee kept very much 
in mind the difficulties caused by the lack of ade- 
quate statistical data that would make it possible 
to follow the supply situation and to determine 
on exact bases the proposal of establishing inter- 
American study groups. 

The studies on the status of the supplies of 
materials and products in short supply may be 
general, in which case they are useful to the prac- 
tical purposes of establishing inter-American 
groups, or else specific, and designed to serve as a 
basis for recommendations to the International 
Materials Conference, or for proposing the most 
‘appropriate measures for obtaining, if that 
should be necessary, greater production, more 
effective utilization, and more equitable distribu- 
tion [of products in short supply] among the 
American States’’, an objective that is also within 
the terms of reference of the Special Committee, 
according to the Resolution establishing it. For 
the last-named, since the supply of commodities 
involves frequent and often rapid changes, de- 
tailed, exact, and regular information will be 
available only if each American country transmits 
periodically to the Council a report that covers, 
among other matters, the following main points: 


a) Whether there are difficulties in the 
supply of imported commodities. 

b) In such a case, what commodities are the 
most scarce? 













c) What are the normal sources of supply 
in each country for the scarce commodities? 

d) If they are produced nationally, in what 
volume? 

e) What was the importation of each of 
these products during the last few years? 

f) What is the rate of consumption? 

g) What stocks exist? 


All of the countries publish statistics that per- 
mit them to determine to a certain extent the im- 
portance that many commodities have for their 
respective economies. This information, although 
it frequently appears after a very considerable 
delay, has without doubt great informative value, 
as it makes it possible to determine the general 
framework of the needs for a large number of com- 
modities; in spite of that, it should be recognized 
that the Special Committee and the Study Groups 
should also analyze the situation as to supply 
with the idea of proposing current solutions, for 
which they need additional up-to-date information 
if their task is to be successful. The Committee 
does not fail to recognize that such information is 
very difficult to obtain in most cases and that fre- 
quently the American States lack a sufficiently 
centralized administrative organization to enable 
them to study the production, foreign trade, con- 
sumption, and stocks of a considerable number of 
commodities. Hence it believes that it would be 
practical and useful for countries where organiza- 
tions charged with collecting and centralizing such 
information do not yet exist to consider the pos- 
sibility of establishing them. The advantages that 
would be derived from an efficient system of col- 
lecting, analyzing, and distributing statistical in- 
formation on commodities in short supply would 
be considerable, not only to help attain the objec- 
tives outlined in Resolution XVIII of the Fourth 
Meeting of Consultation, but also to give a better 
presentation of the necessities of each country to 
the organizations in the foreign supplying coun- 
tries which are responsible for meeting the import 
needs of the American Republics. 

In order not to delay unnecessarily the estab- 
lishment of Inter-American Study Groups, the 
Special Committee considered the situation of 
extreme scarcity and the importance of the com- 
modities, and also took into account the lists 
published by the Government of the United 
States, which show quite accurately what prod- 
ucts are scarce in that country and the degree of 
scarcity. The last list published is dated July 13, 
1951. The fact that a commodity appears in the 
aforementioned lists does not necessarily indicate 
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that it is in equally short supply in the rest of the 
American countries. 

The Special Committee trusts that in the future 
it will be able to base the recommendations it 
should make to the Council on the establishment 
of new groups, on ample information obtained 
through more direct ties with the centralizing 
administrative organizations mentioned above. 
Meanwhile, in its judgment it would be desirable 
to establish immediately three Inter-American 
Study Groups for the commodities and for the 
reasons outlined below: 


Newsprint and Pulp 

The reduction in newsprint productive ca- 
pacity in the producing and exporting coun- 
tries in comparison with the 1939 levels, 
together with an extraordinary increase in 
consumption and a greater use of wood pulp 
in the manufacture of products such as rayon, 
has resulted in a marked world scarcity. The 
situation is especially serious in the American 
countries, since their consumption has in- 
creased at a very rapid rate in recent years. 
The fact that the scarcity of newsprint is 
general in this Hemisphere and the importance 
of the commodity justify, then, the establish- 
ment of an inter-American group to study the 
most efficient measures tending to mitigate or 
do away with the scarcity. 


Tin Plate 

The consumption of this product in many 
American States has also increased consid- 
erably. Furthermore, tin plate has the same 
relative importance as paper as regards the 
canning industry, especially of foodstuffs. 
Since the United States is the principal world 
producer of tin plate, this commodity seems 
to offer an interesting field of inter-American 
cooperation. 


Sulphur 

Sulphur is another of the commodities of 
pronounced scarcity in most of the countries. 
As in the case of tin plate, the United States 
is the principal world producer. This raw 
material is of great importance to several 
Latin American countries who have expressed 
their interest in it in the Committee. 


As to how the Study Groups shall be set up, 
the Special Committee considers the general pro- 
cedure proposed by the ad hoc Committee on 
Emergency Economic Problems in its report of 
June 25, 1951, to be adequate. In accordance with 
this procedure the groups, the creation of which 
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should in all cases be upon recommendation of 
the Special Committee, will be composed of the 
representatives of at least three interested coun- 
tries, which should include both producers and 
consumers of the commodity under discussion. 
This does not exclude the right of each country 
individually to request the collaboration of the 
Special Committee with respect to a commodity 
in which it has a great interest and for which a 
Study Group has not been established. 

The principal duty of the inter-American 
groups will be to study the status of the materials 
they will deal with, in order to suggest appropriate 
measures for obtaining, if that should be neces- 
sary, greater production, more effective utiliza- 
tion, and more equitable distribution of the 
materials under study among the American coun- 
tries, making available solutions by means of 
contacts through the Inter-American Economic 
and Social Council with the appropriate national 
or international organizations. 

The inter-American groups for which there is 
no Committee of the International Materials Con- 
ference will suggest to the Council whether a 
recommendation on the establishment of the 
pertinent international Committees should be 
suggested to the Central Group of the said Con- 
ference. 

The Study Groups will be guided in their func- 
tioning by the provision in Resolution 19/51 of 
the Council and by the special rules that will be 
subsequently issued therefor. The Study Groups 
will propose the appointment of the administra- 
tive and technical staff that they consider neces- 
sary for the best performance of their work. 


Second Topic of the Work Program 

In considering the relations that should exist 
between the Special Committee on Materials and 
Products in Short Supply and the Inter-American 
Study Groups with the International Materials 
Conference and the individual Governments of 
the American States, the Special Committee took 
cognizance of the structure and functions of the 
International Materials Conference, since these 
facts determine in principle the type of relations 
that the Special Committee will be able to estab- 
lish. 

The International Materials Conference is an 
organization created for the purpose of ‘‘establish- 
ing a new international machinery for collabora- 
tion against the growing shortage of many essen- 
tial materials’? (Press Release of the United 
States Department of State for February 24, 
1951). 
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The Conference is composed of Committees, 
which include one or several commodities, and of 
a Central Group. The Committees, of which seven 
have been so far established, covering a total of 
fourteen commodities, have the duty of analyzing 
the supply situation of each material that is scarce 
or in danger of being so, recommending measures 
for increasing production, and ensuring the most 
effective distribution and utilization thereof. The 
Committees approve their own regulations and 
function with great independence as regards one 
another and the Central Group, sending their rec- 
ommendations directly to the Governments. 

The Central Group, for its part, arranges the 
creation of new Committees, approves the dis- 
tribution of information on the Conference to the 
Governments not represented therein, and takes 
cognizance of the work of the Committees by 
periodic reports sent to it by the Executive Secre- 
tary, who for his part keeps in direct contact with 
the respective Committee Secretaries. The Execu- 
tive Secretary of the International Materials 
Conference also exercises administrative super- 
vision over the secretaries of the Commodity 
Committees. 

The Central Group, which originally was com- 
posed of representatives of the three countries 
that originated the system of the International 
Materials Conference, that is, France, the United 
Kingdom, and the United States, was later en- 
larged and today includes representatives of five 
other countries (Australia, Brazil, Canada, India, 
and Italy) as well as of two international organ- 
izations (the Organization of American States 
and the Organization for European Economic 
Cooperation). 

The seven existing Commodity Committees 
were established at the initiative of the original 
Central Group; the countries invited to partici- 
pate were selected on the basis of their importance 
as producers or consumers of the respective prod- 
uct. The Committees, after being established, 
assume the right of inviting new members; for 
this, the regulations require that in all cases the 
proposal be made by two members and approved 
by two-thirds vote of the members. At the end of 
July 1951, a total of 27 countries were participat- 
ing in the International Materials Conference, in 
addition to the two international organizations 
already mentioned, which are represented only in 
the Central Committee. In all the Commodity 
Committees there was on the same date at least 
one member country of the Organization of 
American States besides the United States, as is 
shown in the following list:

The substantive work of the International 
Materials Conference is carried out through the 
Commodity Committees. In the time that has 
elapsed since they were established they have 
tried first of all to outline a picture as exact as 
possible of world production and world needs of 
the commodities with which they deal, discussing 
on the basis of such information the possible need 
of recommending to the Governments specific 
actions to correct disequilibriums. In some cases 
the mere study of the supply situation will be 
translated into adjustments between the produc- 
ing and the consuming countries making the rec- 
ommendation of allocations unnecessary. In 
others, however, a problem of acute scarcity has 
to be solved by allocations of the quantities avail- 
able. On July 27, 1951, only two Committees 
(Sulphur and Tungsten-Molybdenum) had sent 
recommendations for allocations to the participat- 
ing Governments. The Committee on Paper and 
Wood Pulp has proposed a provisional distribu- 
tion, made necessary by the present critical situ- 
ation in regard to newsprint, but it is continuing 
the analysis necessary to make definite recom- 
mendations in the near future. 

The Secretary of the International Materials 
Conference publishes regular weekly bulletins on 
the activities of the Commodity Committees. 
They are supplemented from time to time by 
press releases, whenever warranted, on a Com- 
modity Committee or the Central Group. Further- 
more, the Secretariat informs the Central Group 
at each meeting on the status of each committee’s 
work. This report is confidential and is distributed 
to all governments participating in the work of 
the Conference, so that they will know the activi- 
ties of the committees to which they do not be- 
long. The Secretariat also circulates the report to 
a number of nonparticipating Governments, 
including therein all the members of the Organi- 
zation of American States. Such reports are also 
sent to the representative of the Organization of 
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American States and to the representative of the 
Organization for European Economic Cooperation 
to the Central Group. Information on certain 
aspects of the work of the Conference is, however, 
limited exclusively to the participating countries 
in the different Committees. 

In regard to the relations of the Committees 
with countries not represented, the rules of pro- 
cedure approved by the Committees say in every 
case that they will take into account any written 
statements that such countries wish to submit. 
Furthermore, the Committees have provided that 
the countries not represented will be able to pre- 
sent their opinions directly through delegates, 
who will be received by the Committees. These 
delegates can discuss with the Committees the 
needs of their country as regards a commodity 
that is imported or the distribution of the produc- 
tion of a commodity that they export. In such 
cases, the Committees will provide the delegates 
of the countries not represented with the pertinent 
information, including information on the bases 
used by the Committee for recommending any 
specific action to their members. 

Since the functioning of the Inter-American 
Study Groups can be translated into a proposal 
to the effect that the International Materials 
Conference establish similar groups if none such 
exist, it should be pointed out that the Central 
Group of the Conference can establish new Com- 
mittees on the initiative of two members. This 
decision, as all those of the Central Group, should 
be taken, however, with the unanimous approval 
of all its members. 

The foregoing outlines, then, the procedure 
that any action of a country not represented 
should follow with respect to the Committee of 
the International Materials Conference. The re- 
suit of such action depends exclusively on the 
opinion of the member countries in that respect. 
The fact that the Organization of American 
States is represented in the Central Group does 
not give any of its members special standing with 
the Commodity Committees, in view of the inde- 
pendence with which they function with respect 
to the Central Group. 

The regulations of the Committees do not pro- 
vide for the possibility that an organization of 
countries might present itself as such before a 
Committee for the purpose of initiating action in 
behalf of its members, even though it might be 
assumed that the procedure could be the same as 
that which is applied for individual countries. 
That seems to be the relationship procedure con- 
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templated in Article 6 of Resolution XVIII of the 
Fourth Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of 
Foreign Affairs in providing that ‘‘. . . in the case 
of recommendations to any Commodity Commit- 
tee, that it be requested to call a special meeting, 
or a series of meetings, so that a representative of 
the appropriate Study Group may have an oppor- 
tunity to present such recommendations per- 
sonally and with all the necessary details.”’ 


The Special Committee understands that the 
committees of the International Materials Con- 
ference make recommendations on allocations to 
the Governments only after careful study of all 
the data available. In so doing, they make an 
effort to satisfy the requirements of the non- 
member countries. The Committees sent question- 
naires to many nonmember countries and those to 
whom the questionnaires were not sent may pre- 
sent information to the committees. If a nonmem- 
ber country believes that its requirements and 
points of view should be made known to a com- 
mittee before the latter decides to make recom- 
mendations, the said committee receives such 
information and takes those points of view into 
account. If a nonmember country believes itself 
prejudiced by a Conference committee when a 
quota is assigned to it, it can ask to be heard 
again. Furthermore, it should be noted that the 
quotas are usually distributed quarterly and that 
there are means available for rectifying any 
errors possibly due to inadequate information, a 
new presentation of the requirements being made 
for the following quarter. The Secretariat of the 
International Materials Conference has stated 
that it is ready to review the situation in regard 
to any committee or any commodity with the 
representatives of any nonmember country of the 
committee that feels its interests so demand. In 
such cases the Secretariat can advise the inter- 
ested country on the procedure to be followed. 

It is desirable to point out that as the work of 
the Commodity Committees of the International 
Materials Conference may become known to the 
nonmember countries relatively late, considera- 
tion should be given to the possibility of establish- 
ing a more effective and permanent relationship 
between the Special Committee and the Com- 
modity Groups of the Conference, or a more direct 
participation in the work of the Committees. 


Topic Three of the Work Program 

In the judgment of the Special Committee, the 
“consideration of the different basic aspects im- 
posed by the present emergency situation on the 
future economy of the countries of the Americas”’ 
is a matter that logically belongs to the next 





Extraordinary Meeting of the Council, whose dele- 
gates will have specific instructions to that effect 
from their Governments. In regard to this topic, 
however, the Committee fully recognizes the 
necessity of following carefully the international 
economic situation and its effects on the supply 
of commodities essential to the American econ- 
omies. It is for that reason that this report pro- 
poses the establishment of Inter-American Study 
Groups for three commodities whose scarcity is 
already evident. That, too, explains its suggestion 
of the need of periodic reports from the States on 
production, imports, consumption, stocks, etc., of 
scarce commodities, reports that would permit it 
to be kept up to date on a situation characterized 
mainly by being extremely changeable. Thus, 
then, as the information gathered reveals that the 
supply of products important to the American 
economies is in difficulty, the Committee will rec- 
ommend the establishment of new study groups 
for such commodities. The success of these groups 
will assuredly depend to a great degree on success- 
fully establishing direct contact and effective 
collaboration with the authorities in each country 
that are in charge of the different aspects related 
to the supply of commodities. 

As to the policy to be followed by the American 
countries toward the International Materials 
Conference, the Special Committee points out the 
necessity of holding therefor consultations to bring 
about a high degree of agreement among members 
of the Organization of American States. For that 
reason it is believed that this topic also should be 
dealt with by the next Extraordinary Meeting of 
the Council. This report points out, however, cer- 
tain facts about the International Materials Con- 
ference that might be taken into account when 
considering this policy: 

1. The identical purposes of the Organiza- 
tion of American States and the International 
Materials Conference as regards increased 
production and more equitable distribution 
of materials and products in short supply. 

2. The Declaration in Resolution 19 of the 
Council, that ‘‘the American States should be 
duly represented on the various Commodity 
Committees of the International Materials 
Conference, both as producers and as con- 
sumers.”’ 

3. So far, eight American States are mem- 
bers of one or more Commodity Committees 
of the International Materials Conference, 
and the Organization of American States and 
two American States are represented on the 
Central Group of that Conference. 
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4. That the establishment of more direct 
and effective relations with the International 
Materials Conference is of interest to all 
American States. 

5. The establishment of inter-American 
study groups for definite materials or com- 
modities should help attain the objectives of 
the Organization of American States and of 
the International Materials Conference. 


After approval of the Report of the 
Special Committee on Materials and Prod- 
ucts in Short Supply, the Council adopted 
the following two resolutions: 


I 


The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council, 

Having seen the Report of the Special Commit- 
tee on Materials and Products in Short Supply, of 
August 6, 1951, 

RESOLVES: 

To approve the aforesaid Report of the Special 
Committee on Materials and Products in Short 
Supply and transmit it to the Second Extraord- 
inary Meeting of the Council, in addition to the 
“Documentation Relative to Scarce Raw Mate- 
rials and Products’’, in order that it may be con- 
sidered in relation with Topic 2 of the Agenda. 


II 


The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council, 

Having seen Resolution No. 19/51 of the Coun- 
cil, dated July 11, 1951; and 

Having seen the Report of the Special Commit- 
tee on Materials and Products in Short Supply, 
dated August 6, 1951, 

RESOLVES: 

1. To establish Inter-American Study Groups 
on the following materials and products in short 
supply: newsprint and wood pulp; tin plate; and 
sulphur. 

2. To charge the Special Committee on Mate- 
rials and Products in Short Supply with taking 
the necessary measures for the membership and 
functioning of the aforesaid Groups. 


DISTRIBUTION OF CARBON STEEL QUOTAS. 
At the meeting of August 8, 1951, the 
Inter-American Economic and Social Coun- 
cil studied a memorandum presented by the 
Mexican Delegation on the distribution of 
carbon steel quotas. As a result of this study, 


the Council approved the following resolu- 
tion: 


The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council, 

Taking into account the reports it has received, 
to the effect that during the fourth quarter of 1951 
the fulfillment of any allocation for the exporta- 
tion of steel, in primary forms, from the United 
States to the Latin American countries, may be- 
come difficult, or that at least there may be great 
reduction in the volume of steel exports to these 
countries during the aforesaid period, 

RESOLVES: 

1. To express to the Representative of the 
United States on this Council its sincere concern 
over the danger already pointed out, so that he 
may inform his Government of the desire of the 
member countries of the Organization of Ameri- 
can States that the necessary measures be taken 
immediately to obtain an adequate distribution 
of the United States steel production, during the 
fourth quarter of 1951, among United States con- 
sumers and those of the Latin American countries 
that traditionally have been importing various 
products of steel, in primary forms, from the 
industrial plants of the United States. 

2. To suggest that when the aforesaid state- 
ment is made, the Government of the United 
States, through the appropriate agency or agen- 
cies, take the measures that it considers necessary 
to obtain the desired results. 


At the meeting of November 13, 1951, 
the Council approved the following resolu- 
tion dealing with the same subject: 


Wuereas: The Special Committee on Materials 
and Products in Short Supply has brought to the 
attention of the Council the Special Notice of the 
Office of International Trade of the United States, 
dated October 23 of this year, on the distribution 
of carbon steel quotas for the first quarter of 1952; 

According to this information, it is evident that 
there will be a substantial reduction in the exports 
of this product; and 

There is need for the greatest cooperation be- 
tween the importing and exporting member coun- 
tries of the Organization of American States, to 
channel the distribution of the said article prop- 
erly, 

The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council 
RESOLVES: 

1. To repeat that the criteria according to 
which the distribution of carbon steel should be 
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made are those adopted at the Fourth Meeting of 
Consultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs of 
the American States in Resolution XVI, namely, 
that the maintaining of essential civilian activi- 
ties and public services and the economic develop- 
ment of underdeveloped countries are considered 
as an essential element in the total concept of 
defense of the American Hemisphere, without 
disregarding the fact that the strengthening of 
their defenses is the principal duty of the Amer- 
ican States in the present emergency. 

2. To recommend to the other member coun- 
tries of the Organization of American States that, 
to facilitate compliance with the foregoing, they 
duly provide the Government of the United 
States with the most complete information possi- 
ble on their carbon steel requirements, so that the 
said Government can keep this information in 
mind in fixing the quarterly allocations. 

3. To recommend that, in any event, before 
the quarterly allocation of steel products for ex- 
port, the appropriate government agency of the 
United States inform each member country of the 
Organization of American States, at its own 
initiative, when possible or when a country re- 
quests it, of the quantities at which the quotas 
for the following quarter will probably be fixed. 

4. That the information referred to in the pre- 
ceding article should correspond to the different 
general items and their respective subdivisions, 
and state what amount of the quota shall be 
applied: 

a) to projects already approved, 

b) to advance export licenses issued for 
critical final uses, 

c) to the balance available for general 
licenses not included in the two preceding 
categories. 


5. To recommend to the Special Committee on 
Materials and Products in Short Supply that it 
keep the situation of the production and distribu- 
tion of carbon steel under careful study and rec- 
ommend suitable measures for carrying out the 
above-mentioned principles. 


PARTICIPATION IN THE INTERNATIONAL 
MATERIALS CONFERENCE.—On August 20, 
1951, the Delegation of Uruguay on the 
Wool Committee of the International Mate- 
rials Conference sent a memorandum to the 
Inter-American Economic and Social Coun- 
cil referring to the way in which the Central 
Group of this Conference was constituted, 
and to the need for strengthening it through 





representation of all countries in the free 
world. The memorandum, which included an 
extensive account of the history and activi- 
ties of the aforementioned Committee, also 
contained the following proposal: 


In order to strengthen the organization of the 
International Materials Conference (imc) in its 
important task of obtaining an adequate distribu- 
tion of scarce essential products among the coun- 
tries of the free world, and also of achieving the 
economic stabilization of such countries; with the 
aim of giving to the 1c the indispensable coordin- 
ation that it needs for a consideration of all the 
problems arising from the suggestions and recom- 
mendations made by the Committee individually, 
all of the countries participating in the Conference 
should be members of the Central Group. 

If this proposal were carried out, the true ob- 
jectives sought by the establishment of the imc as 
an emergency body would be obtained. The dis- 
cussions of all the questions that might arise im- 
mediately after emergency measures are taken, 
and the consideration of the political, economic, 
and social problems that their application might 
create, should be on an international scale, deal- 
ing with all countries and essential material and 
not limited to some few countries and to a given 
product. 

The international political situation is such 
that it justifies a true spirit of mutual concessions. 
The International Materials Conference, with its 
present organization, does not offer this oppor- 
tunity for complete cooperation on the part of all 
the participating countries. 


On October 11, 1951, the Inter-American 
Economic and Social Council received a re- 
port submitted by the Special Committee 
on Materials and Products in Short Supply, 
and at the suggestion of the Representative 
of Costa Rica, held a closed meeting to con- 
sider the report. As a result of this discus- 
sion, and that of a later meeting held Octo- 
ber 15, the Council approved the following 
resolution: 


The Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council 
RESOLVES: 

To support the proposal of the Government of 
Uruguay to the effect that the Central Group of 
the International Materials Conference be com- 
posed of all the countries belonging to the said 
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Conference, without prejudice to the representa- 
tion that the Organization of American States 
and the Organization for European Economic 
Cooperation now have; and to instruct the Rep- 
resentative of the Organization of American States 
to the International Materials Conference always 
to take into account, in the performance of his 
duties, the resolution of the Second Extraordinary 
Meeting of the Council, namely that the American 
States consider that the International Materials 
Conference is temporary and will cease to exist 
once the emergency situation that created it is 
over. 


Inter-American Cultural Council 


PROVISIONAL MEMBERSHIP OF THE CoM- 
MITTEE FOR CULTURAL AcTION.—The Char- 
ter of the Organization of American States, 
referring to the aims of the Inter-American 
Cultural Council, provides that a Committee 
for Cultural Action, composed of Represent- 
atives of five Member States, be created as 
the Permanent Committee of the Cultural 
Council. 

Considering the proximity of the First 
Meeting of the Inter-American Cultural 
Council, to be held in Mexico City in Sep- 
tember 1951, the Representative of Mexico 
on the Council of the OAS submitted a pro- 
posal to consult the Governments in regard 
to the Committee for Cultural Action. This 
proposal refers to previous information in a 
report submitted by the Committee on the 
Organs of the Council and their Statutes in 
April 1949 and approved by the Council, 
recommending consultation with the Gov- 
ernments on this same matter and suggest- 
ing three solutions: (1) to wait until the 
next meeting of the Inter-American Con- 
ference, since Article 76 of the Charter of 
the OAS provides that this Conference shall 
choose the five States to be members of the 
Committee for Cultural Action; (2) to rec- 
ommend a consultation with the Govern- 
ments, requesting their authorization for 
the Council of the OAS to proceed with the 
selection of five members who will provi- 
sionally make up the Committee for Cultural 
Action; (3) to include in the Program of the 
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First Meeting of the Inter-American Cul- 
tural Council an item on the provisional 
creation of the Committee for Cultural Ac- 
tion before the Inter-American Conference, 
for practical reasons. According to the Mex- 
ican statement, the aforementioned consul- 
tation with the Governments had not pro- 
duced satisfactory results because at that 
time the Cultural Council had not been 
installed, nor had the question of when it 
was to meet been raised. Consequently, the 
Mexican Delegation felt that since the First 
Meeting of the Inter-American Cultural 
Council was now about to take place, this 
would be an appropriate time to consult the 
Governments once more in order to arrive 
at a definite decision on the provisional 
membership of the Committee for Cultural 
Action. 

Having heard the opinions of the Repre- 
sentatives, the Council approved the follow- 
ing resolution at the aforementioned special 
meeting of July 31, 1951: 


Wuereas: The Council of the Organization of 
American States, at its meeting of November 2, 
1949, took a decision recommending to the Inter- 
American Cultural Council a study on the pro- 
visional creation and the seat of the Committee 
for Cultural Action; and 

Today the Representative of Mexico presented 
a proposal to consult the Governments as to their 
opinion on the desirability of having the Inter- 
American Cultural Council take steps to appoint 
provisionally the Committee for Cultural Action, 

The Council of the Organization of American 
States 
RESOLVES: 

1. To transmit to the Governments of the 
American Republics the request for an opinion, 
proposed by the Mexican Delegation, on the de- 
sirability of having the first Meeting of the Inter- 
American Cultural Council, to be held in Mexico 
City from September 10 to 25, 1951, take steps to 
appoint provisionally, the Committee for Cultural 
Action, established by Article 76 of the Charter of 
Bogoté, with the understanding that the Tenth 
Inter-American Conference, in accordance with 
the procedure outlined in that Article of the 
Charter, will select the five States that are to be 
the members of this Committee in its capacity as 
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the Permanent Committee of the Inter-American 
Cultural Council. 

2. To request the Governments to be good 
enough to present their replies, through their 
Representatives on the Council of the Organiza- 
tion of American States, at the special meeting 
that will be held on August 20 of this year. 


At the special meeting of August 20, 
1951, the Council of the OAS, pursuant to 
the aforementioned resolution of July 31, 
began to study the replies of the Govern- 
ments to the consultation recommended by 
the Representative of Mexico. As a result of 
the opinions expressed by various Represent- 
atives, the Chairman submitted to a vote the 
following resolution, which was approved 
thus: 16 in favor; 3 against; and one absten- 
tion. 


Wuereas: On July 31, 1951 the Representative 
of Mexico submitted a proposal that the American 
Governments be consulted as to their opinion on 
the desirability of having the Inter-American Cul- 
tural Council, at its First Meeting, appoint pro- 
visionally the Committee for Cultural Action; 

On the same date the Council of the OAS 
unanimously decided to transmit to the said 
“Governments the request for an opinion presented 
by the aforementioned Delegate; 

At the special meeting of the Council of the 
OAS, held on August 20, 1951 especially for the 
purpose of learning of the replies of the American 
Governments, the majority of these Governments 
clearly stated, through their Representatives on 
the Council, that they would support the sugges- 
tion that was the subject of the above-mentioned 
request for an opinion; and 

In keeping with this stated desire of the Amer- 
ican Governments, it is now the responsibility of 
the Council of the OAS to facilitate as much as 
possible the appointment of the Committee for 
Cultural Action, 

The Council of the Organization of American 
States 
RESOLVES: 

1. To thank the Governments of the American 
Republics for their prompt consideration of this 
request for an opinion. 

2. To recommend to the Inter-American Cul- 
tural Council that, at its First Meeting, to be 
held in Mexico City from September 10 to 25, 
1951, it appoint provisionally the Committee for 
Cultural Action, established by Article 76 of the 
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Charter of Bogot4, and name the seat from which 
the Committee will operate provisionally, with the 
understanding that the Tenth Inter-American 
Conference, within the procedure outlined in the 
same Article of the Charter, will select the five 
States that are to be the Members of this Com- 
mittee in its capacity as the Permanent Commit- 
tee of the Inter-American Cultural Council. 

3. To request, most respectfully, of the Govern- 
ments of the American Republics that, at the 
special meeting of the Council of the OAS, to be 
held for this purpose on August 29, 1951, they be 
so kind as to list, through their respective Repre- 
sentatives on the Council of the OAS, the five 
countries which, in their opinion, should be ap- 
pointed to compose the Committee for Cultural 
Action to be established during the meeting in 
Mexico. 

4. To recommend likewise to each of the five 
countries chosen thus by the Council to compose 
this Committee that it in turn duly submit its 
panel to the Cultural Council at the meeting in 
Mexico, so that, in harmony with the provision of 
Article 76 of the Charter of Bogotd, the Inter- 
American Cultural Council at this same meeting 
may select the persons who will compose the Com- 
mittee for Cultural Action. 


Having passed the resolution on the tem- 
porary membership of the Committee for 
Cultural Action, the Council began to study 
a proposal submitted by the Representative 
of Haiti on the desirability of keeping in 
mind, when selecting the members of the 
aforementioned Committee, the representa- 
tion of various American cultures, as sym- 
bolized by the four languages spoken on the 
Continent. Accordingly, the following reso- 
lution was submitted to a vote and approved 
by 17 votes in favor and 3 abstentions: 

Wuereas: The Resolution on the structure of 
the Committee for Cultural Action has been con- 
sidered; and 

It is of particular interest that, in order to start 
the work of the Committee for Cultural Action, 
the four official languages of the Organization of 
American States be represented at the time the 
Committee is set up provisionally, without desir- 
ing to establish thereby a procedure that could 
hinder the system of election established by 
Article 76 of the Charter of Bogot4, 

The Council of the Organization of American 
States 
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RESOLVES: 

To call the attention of the Member States, 
respectfully, to the desirability of taking into 
account the four official languages of the Organi- 
zation of American States when the Committee for 
Cultural Action is appointed provisionally. 


In accordance with paragraph 3 of the 
aforementioned resolution, the Council of 
the OAS held a special meeting on August 
29, 1951, in order to consider the commun- 
ications of the Governments concerning the 
five countries which will be temporary mem- 
bers of the Committee for Cultural Action. 
After agreeing by a vote of 15 Representa- 
tives that the election would be decided by 
a simple majority, the vote was taken with 
the following results:

In view of the fact that in this vote, in 
which 17 Representatives participated and 
3 abstained, the required majority was ob- 
tained by Brazil, the United States, Haiti, 
and Mexico, the Chairman declared these 
to be elected. With respect to the fifth 
country, he proposed that a vote be taken 
on the two countries receiving the next 
number of votes, yet did not receive the 
required majority, 7.e., Uruguay and Peru. 
Accepting this proposal, the Council mem- 
bers proceeded to cast their votes for a sec- 
ond time. The result was a tie of 8 votes for 
each country. To break the tie a third vote 
was taken. By a vote of 9 to 7, Uruguay 
was elected as the fifth member of the 
Committee for Cultural Action, which would 
be provisionally created at the First Meet- 
ing of the Cultural Council. 
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Pan American Union 


Entry into Force of the Charter of the Or- 
ganization of American States 


The 13th of December of 1951 marks a 
significant development in the annals of 
inter-American relations, for on that date 
the Charter of the Organization of American 
States went into effect with the deposit of 
the instrument of ratification by the Govern- 
ment of Colombia. Deposits by two thirds of 
the signatory states were necessary for its 
entry into force. 

The Charter of the Organization of Amer- 
ican States, cornerstone of the system that, 
for more than 60 years has governed inter- 
American collaboration, symbolized today 
by the OAS, originated at the Ninth Inter- 
national Conference of American States held 
in Bogota in 1948. Article 109 of the Charter 
provides that it “‘shall enter into force among 
the ratifying States when two thirds of the 
signatory States have deposited their ratifi- 
cations” with the Pan American Union. 

Thus Colombia has the honor of being 
both the birthplace of the instrument that 
governs inter-American relations and the 
signatory nation which, by virtue of its 
ratification, made possible its entry into 
force. This fortunate coincidence moved the 
Chairman of the Council of the OAS to ex- 
press in his address, delivered at an impres-

sive ceremony in the Pan American Union 
in honor of the occasion, the following words: 

It is particulary fitting that this fourteenth 
ratification, which calls into life the Charter 
drafted three years ago, should be deposited by 
the Government of the Republic of Colombia. It 
was in her capital that the Charter was signed. 
Not only as host to the Ninth International Con- 
ference of American States, but also as a strong 
exponent of the principle of international collab- 
oration for the maintenance of peace and security, 
the Government of Colombia fills with dignity and 
honor the significant role which falls to it today. 


His Excellency Dr. Cipriano Restrepo 
Jaramillo, Ambassador of Colombia, de- 
posited his country’s ratification in the pres- 
ence of the Secretary General and Assistant 
Secretary General of the Organization of 
American States, and delivered an eloquent 
address in commemoration of that historic 
and impressive event. Other speakers were 
Dr. Alberto Lleras, Secretary General of the 
OAS, and Mr. John C. Dreier, Ambassador, 
Representative of the United States and 
Chairman of the Council, who was also 
presiding at the ceremony. Attending were 
Members of the Council and over five hun- 
dred guests. 

A list of signatory countries, including 
the respective dates of ratification and de- 
posit up to the time the Charter went into 
effect, is published below:

The Permanent Committee of the Leo S. 
Rowe Pan American Fund, in accordance 
with the regulations which govern its ad- 
ministration, presented to the Council of 
the Organization of American States at the 
meeting of November 21, 1951, a report 
covering the period of July 1, 1950, through 
June 30, 1951. 

According to this report, the loans granted 
by the Committee to Latin American stu- 
dents, in compliance with the regulations 
established in the statutes approved by the 
Council of the OAS and the policies adopted 
by the Committee, are classified under the 
following groups: 


1. Undergraduate students in universities or 
colleges with not more than two years to complete 
work toward an undergraduate degree. 

2. Graduate students who are taking, or who 
plan to take, professional or scientific courses in 
universities or colleges. 

3. Trainees under the auspices of the United 
States Government agencies. 

4. Professionals, specialists, and research 
workers pursuing or planning to pursue work in 
their respective fields. 

5. Students or beneficiaries in any of the four 
preceding categories, having personal emer- 
gencies.

This report shows that during the past 
fiscal year the benefits made available by 
the Fund were becoming more extensive, 
and, consequently, the administration of the 
Fund was becoming increasingly complex. 
The growing number of requests received 
and loans approved necessitates stricter 
selection and control; selection, because of 
the limited funds available; control, because 
of the character of the Fund, since each loan 
granted usually remains active for five years. 
At the close of the fiscal year the Secretariat 
therefore had on its books 230 active loans 
to students, the details of which are shown 
on Table I. 


The number of loans granted during each 
of the three years since the Fund was estab- 
lished is as follows:

Considering the fact that the 1949-50 
annual report? covered a period of thirteen 
months, the loans made during 1950-51 rep- 
resent a 20% increase over the previous 
year and an increase of about 65% over the 
first year. The variety of subjects studied 
by the beneficiaries are shown in detail on 
Table II.

In granting loans to the members of the 
staff of the Pan American Union, the Perma-

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ization. The Committee submitted this re- 
port pursuant to the resolution approved by 
the Council on January 19, 1949, which pro- 
vides that a report of this nature shall be 
prepared at least three times a year. 

The aforementioned report reads in part 
as follows: 


As regards the Pan American Union, it should 
be noted that seven of the Member States owe 
their quotas for years preceding the present fiscal 
year, five of the Member States have paid part 
of their quota for this fiscal year, and only one 
State (Haiti) has contributed all its quota for the 
present fiscal year. 

A short delay in receiving the quotas after the 
beginning of the respective fiscal year would not 
cause great difficulties to the Pan American Union 
if the condition of the Working Fund were such 
that the Union could use it to take care of its 
daily obligations, while the contributions are be- 
ing received. Unfortunately that Fund is in such 
condition that any appreciable delay in the pay- 
ment of the pending quotas can seriously affect 
the normal activities of the institution. Conse- 
quently, it is to be hoped that the Member States 
will remit their pending quotas as soon as possible. 
In connection with this matter the Committee 
wishes to recall that in the report presented June 
6, 1951, on the Extraordinary Expenses resulting 
from the decisions of the Fourth Meeting of Con- 
sultation, it explained the actual condition of the 
Working Fund of the Pan American Union; and 
that at that meeting the Council approved a Reso- 
lution in which the Governments having quotas 
due or unpaid to the Pan American Union were 
requested to meet them as promptly as possible. 

The Committee wishes also to bring to the at- 
tention of the Council the amount of the sums 
owed by various Governments to the Pan Ameri- 
can Union for the maintenance of the Inter-Ameri- 
can Coffee Board, the Inter-American Economic 
and Social Council, the Inter-American Commis- 
sion of Women, the Inter American Statistical 
Institute, and the Committee on the 1950 Census 
of the Americas. In past years these agencies took 


care of their expenses through the contributions 
that they received directly from the Member 
States; but as a result of later decisions, their 
financial management is now assumed by the Pan 
American Union, and so the sums that were 
hitherto paid directly to the respective organiza- 
tions are now sent to the Pan American Union. 
As can be appreciated from the account statements 
in the appended status of accounts, the total of 
the quotas pending is relatively small, for which 
reason we feel sure that the respective Govern- 
ments will give their prompt attention to the pos- 
sibility of canceling these obligations. 


After approval of the foregoing Report of 
the Committee on Finances, the Council 
also adopted the following resolution: 


The Council of the Organization of American 
States 
RESOLVES: 

1. To transmit to the Member States, through 
their respective Representatives on the Council, 
the statement on the status of quotas for the main- 
tenance of the Pan American Union and the inter- 
American specialized organizations and on the 
status of special contributions for the Commis- 
sions of the Pan American Institute of Geography 
and History. 

2. To request those Representatives on the 
Council whose Governments have quotas due or 
in arrears to the Pan American Union to explain 
to their respective Governments the importance 
of making prompt payment of their contributions 
for the maintenance of the Pan American Union 
and the desirability of meeting the other quotas 
payable to the Union. 

3. To recommend to the Governments likewise 
that they pay, as soon as possible, the quotas that 
are owing for the maintenance of the other organi- 
zations to which the periodic report of the Com- 
mittee on Finances refers.

MEETINGS OF THE EXECUTIVE ComMIT- 
TEE.—The Fourteenth Meeting of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Directing Council 
of the Pan American Sanitary Organiza- 
tion was held at Washington, D. C., in the 
International Conference Suite of the De- 
partment of State from September 20 to 24, 
1951, as convoked by the Director of the 
Pan American Sanitary Bureau. Present 
were members of six of the seven countries 
which at that time composed the Committee, 
namely: Argentina, Chile, the Dominican 
Republic, El Salvador, Guatemala, and the 
United States of America. The Director of 
the Bureau attended as ex officio member. 
Observers from Brazil, Colombia, Cuba, 
France, the Netherlands, Nicaragua, the 
United Kingdom, and the Organization of 


American States also attended. 


At the first plenary session held on Septem- 
ber 20, 1951, under the temporary Chairman- 
ship of Dr. Gerardo Segura, Vice Chairman 
of the Thirteenth Meeting of the Executive 
Committee, the election of officers took 
place in conformity with Article 3 of the 
Rules of Procedure. Drs. H. van Zile Hyde 
(United States) and Juan Allwood Paredes 
(El Salvador) were unanimously elected 
Chairman and Vice Chairman respectively. 

As a result of its deliberations, the Four- 
teenth Meeting approved 15 resolutions, 
which were later considered by the Directing 
Council at its Fifth Meeting. 

The Fifteenth Meeting of the Executive 
Committee was held on October 3, 1951, as 
convoked by the Director of the Pan Amer- 
ican Sanitary Bureau. Drs. H. van Zile Hyde 
(United States) and Luis F. Thomen (Do- 
minican Republic) were elected respectively 
Chairman and Vice Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on that occasion. 


Specialized Organizations 
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The Chairman welcomed the Representa- 
tives of Ecuador and Mexico, who had been 
elected at the Fifth Meeting of the Direct- 
ing Council to fill the vacancies on the Ex- 
ecutive Committee created by the termina- 
tion of the periods of office of Argentina and 
Guatemala. 

Present at the single plenary meeting of 
the Committee were Representatives of 
Chile, the Dominican Republic, Ecuador, El 
Salvador, Mexico, Peru, and the United 
States, as well as the Director of the Bureau, 
as ex officio member. Also attending were 
observers from Bolivia, Cuba, France, Pan- 
ama, the United Kingdom, Venezuela, and 
the World Health Organization. 

The Executive Committee approved five 
resolutions, which will be considered at the 
Sixth Meeting of the Directing Council. 


FirtH MEETING OF THE DirEcTING Coun- 
ciu.—The Fifth Meeting of the Directing 
Council of the Pan American Sanitary Or- 
ganization and the Third Meeting of the 
Regional Committee of the World Health 
Organization were held at Washington, D. 
C., from September 24 to October 3, 1951, 
as convoked by the Director of the Pan 
American Sanitary Bureau, in compliance 
with Resolution XIX adopted by the Execu- 
tive Committee at its Thirteenth Meeting. 

The joint meeting was attended by dele- 
gations of 21 American governments, France, 
the United Kingdom, the Netherlands, and 
Surinam. Canada was represented by an 
observer. 

The following intergovernmental organi- 
zations were represented: the Pan American 
Sanitary Bureau, by its Director as ex of- 
ficio member of the Council; the World 
Health Organization by three representa- 
tives; the Organization of American States 
by an observer; the United Nations Inter- 
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national Children’s Emergency Fund by an 
observer; and the United Nations by an 
observer. 

The following nongovernmental organiza- 
tions also sent observers: American College 
of Chest Physicians; Biometric Society; 
International Council of Nurses; Interna- 
tional Union against Cancer; International 
Union against Tuberculosis; International 
Union against Venereal Diseases; League of 
Red Cross Societies; Pan American Medical 
Confederation; World Federation for Mental 
Health; World Federation of United Nations 
Associations; and World Medical Associa- 
tion. 

The election of the Chairman and two 
Vice Chairmen of the Council was held pur- 
suant to Article 3 of the Regulations. Dr. 
Nacianceno Romero, of Chile, was elected 
as Chairman, and Drs. Leonardo Somar- 
ciba, of Nicaragua, and Hugo Pefia, of Para- 
guay, as Vice Chairmen. 

The Directing Council, which held 11 plen- 
ary meetings, approved the following resolu- 
tions:

2. Amounts not exceeding the appropriations 
included in Paragraph 1 shall be available for the 
payment of obligations during the period 1 Jan- 
uary to 31 December 1952, inclusive. 

3. The appropriations set forth in Paragraph | 
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SPECIALIZED ORGANIZATIONS 


shall be financed by the contributions of Member 
Governments, in accordance with Article 60 of the 
Pan American Sanitary Code. 

4, The Director is authorized to transfer credits 
between Parts I, II and III of the Budget, pro- 
vided that such transfer of credits between parts 
as is made, does not exceed 10% of the part from 
which the credit is transferred. Transfers of credits 
between these parts of the Budget in excess of 
10% may be made with the concurrence of the 
Executive Committee. All transfers of credits 
between these parts of the Budget shall be re- 
ported to the Directing Council. 

5. No transfer may be made from Part IV of 
the Budget. 

6. Such income as may accrue to sums remain- 
ing in the Building Fund as of 31 December 1952 
will be administered in accordance with Article 
VI, Section 6.1 of the Financial Regulations.

PROGRAM AND BUDGET OF THE PAN AMERICAN 
SANITARY BuREAU FOR 1953 


Wuereas: The Proposed Program and Budget 
of the Pan American Sanitary Bureau for 1953 
(Document cE14/12), submitted by the Pan Amer- 
ican Sanitary Bureau through the Executive Com- 
mittee, contemplates a substantial increase in 
quota contributions from the Member Countries; 
and 

The Pan American Sanitary Bureau needs 
sufficient time to prepare the detailed Proposed 
Program and Budget that it should submit to the 
next meeting of the Executive Committee, 

The Directing Council 
RESOLVES: 

1. To consider the budget proposal submitted, 
as a preliminary draft that will serve as a basis for 
the preparation of the Proposed Program and 
Budget for 1953; and to forward it to all Member 
Governments, so that they may express their 
views on the content of the Program to the Pan 
American Sanitary Bureau, with the reeommenda- 
tion that they transmit such views to the Bureau 
as promptly as possible, to guide the Director in 
preparing, before February 1952, the Proposed 
Program and Budget for 1953. 

2. To request the Director of the Pan American 
Sanitary Bureau to continue working on the prep- 
aration of the detailed Program and Budget for 
1953 on the basis of the proposed preliminary draft, 
it being understood that all phases of the Program 
and Budget shall be subject to review and revision 
by the Executive Committee at its 16th Meeting.

PROPOSED PROGRAM AND BUDGET OF THE REGION 
OF THE AMERICAS, WoRLD HEALTH 
ORGANIZATION, FOR 1953 


Wuereas: The Proposed Program and Budget 
of the Region of the Americas of the World Health 
Organization for the year 1953 has been reviewed 
and found to provide for an adequate, well-bal- 
anced program, 

The Directing Council, acting as the Regional 
Committee for the Americas of the World Health 
Organization, 

RESOLVES: 

To request the Regional Director to forward 
the draft Program and Budget for the Region of 
the Americas for 1953 to the Director-General for 
inclusion in his program and budget to be pre- 
sented to the Executive Board for comment and 
to the Fifth World Health Assembly for approval.

PROGRAM AND BupDGET POLICY OF THE 
Pan AMERICAN SANITARY ORGANIZATION 


Wuereas: During 1950 the Director submitted 
to the organs of the Pan American Sanitary Or- 
ganization information describing the need for a 
long-range budget policy; 

The XIII Pan American Sanitary Conference 
adopted Resolution II, which reads in part: 

“1. To instruct the Directing Council to 
collect all required data for the study of an 
adequate budget policy for the Organization. 

2. To authorize the Directing Council or the 
organ which may assume its functions, to 
approve and implement a budget plan for the 
second year following that of its meeting’’; 


Long-range planning will be the aim of the Or- 
ganization as one of the most important factors 
in maintaining the necessary continuity of opera- 
tions, and the material submitted on this topic 
(Document cp5/35) has been studied, 

The Directing Council 
RESOLVES: 

1. To request the Director to evaluate the needs 
of the countries in the field of public health, in- 
dicating the priority for each need, and to present 
to a future meeting of the Directing Council a 
long-range program for the Organization, based 
on his findings. 

2. To consider that the eradication programs in 
the Americas require the highest priority within 
the over-all program. 

3. To recommend that future budgets be pre- 
pared against these references, taking into con- 
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sideration both the statement of the Director as to 
what extent the general program can be imple- 
mented within a given year, and the ability of the 
Governments to finance the budgets. 

4. To instruct the Executive Committee to pre- 
pare, with the cooperation of the Director, a pre- 
liminary budget plan for the Organization for at 
least the second year following that of the meet- 
ings of the Directing Council, and to prepare a 
plan of long-range programs.

AUTHORIZATION TO THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
OF THE D1rEcTING CouNcIL To AcT AS WORKING 
Party ON BEHALF OF THE REGIONAL COMMITTEE 

FOR THE AMERICAS OF THE WORLD HEALTH 
ORGANIZATION 


Wuereas: The Directing Council acts as Re- 
gional Committee of the World Health Organiza- 
tion, and in that capacity reviews the Budget of 
the Regional Office for the Americas; 

The Executive Committee studies the Budget of 
the Pan American Sanitary Organization prior to 
the consideration thereof by the Directing Coun- 
cil; and 

It is desirable that the Executive Committee, 
when reviewing the Budget of the Pan American 
Sanitary Organization, have available a complete 
picture of the planned activities of the Bureau for 
any given period, 

The Directing Council 
RESOLVES: 

To authorize the Executive Committee of the 
Directing Council to act also as working party on 
behalf of the Regional Committee for the Americas 
in reviewing all matters concerning administra- 
tion, budget and finance.

MEANS FOR FACILITATING PAYMENT OF QUOTA 
CONTRIBUTIONS BY MEMBER GOVERNMENTS 


Wuereas: The transmittal of monthly notifica- 
tions by the Director to the Health Authorities of 
the Member Countries, as to the status of contri- 
butions to the Pan American Sanitary Bureau, 
appears to be conducive to more prompt payments 
and a better understanding of the problem; 

The number of replies received to the budget 
questionnaires is insufficient to permit an adequate 
analysis; and 

The Director has investigated and studied the 
proposals contained in Paragraphs 4a and 4b of 
Resolution IV of the 13th Meeting of the Execu- 
tive Committee, and recommends that the re- 
quirement of payments of contributions in U. S. 





dollars be continued; and, in view of the replies 
received from the International Bank for Recon- 
struction and Development and the International 
Monetary Fund, and the decision adopted at the 
14th Meeting of the Executive Committee, 

The Directing Council 
RESOLVEs: 

1. To instruct the Director to continue the pro- 
cedure of notifying the Health Authorities of the 
Member Countries every month as to the status of 
quota contributions. 

2. To approve the recommendation of the Direc- 
tor that the practice of payments of contributions 
from Member Countries in U. S. dollars be con- 
tinued.

WueEreEas: The XIII Pan American Sanitary 
Conference requested the Director to submit draft 
financial regulations to the Executive Committee; 
and 

The Executive Committee reviewed in detail 
the Provisional Financial Regulations for the Pan 
American Sanitary Bureau and recommended that 
the Directing Council adopt the said Regulations, 

The Directing Council 
RESOLVES: 

To adopt the Financial Regulations for the 
Pan American Sanitary Bureau as set forth in the 
annex to the present resolution. 


ANNEX 


FINANCIAL REGULATIONS 
FOR THE PAN AMERICAN SANITARY BUREAU 


ARTICLE I.—APPLICABILITY 

1.1 These regulations shall govern the financial 
administration of the Pan American Sanitary 
Bureau. 

ArTICLE II.—TuE FINANCIAL YEAR 

2.1 The financial year shall be the period 1 
January through 31 December. 

ArticLe IIJ.—TxeE BupGer 

3.1 The Executive Committee shall prepare, 
with the cooperation of the Director of the Pan 
American Sanitary Bureau, a proposed annual 
budget for consideration by the Directing Council. 

3.2 The estimates shall cover expenditures for 
the financial year to which they relate, and shall 
be presented in U. S. dollars. 

3.3 The annual budget estimates shall be di- 
vided into Parts, Sections, Chapters, and Articles, 
and shall be accompanied by such information an- 
nexes and explanatory statements as may be re- 
quested on behalf of the Directing Council, and 
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such further annexes or statements as the Direc- 


tor may deem necessary and useful. 

3.4 The Director shall submit to the Executive 
Committee budget estimates for the following 
financial year. 

3.5 The Director shall transmit the proposed 
budget of the Executive Committee to all Member 
States at least thirty days prior to the meeting of 
the Directing Council. 

3.6 The Executive Committee shall present its 
proposed budget to the Directing Council at its 
annual meeting. 

3.7 The budget for the following financial year 
shall be adopted by the Directing Council. 

3.8 Supplementary estimates may be submitted 
by the Director when and as he may deem neces- 
sary. 

3.9 The Director shall prepare supplementary 
estimates in a form consistent with the annual 
estimates and shall submit such estimates to the 
Executive Committee. The Executive Committee 
shall review such estimates and report thereon to 
the Directing Council. 

ARTICLE IV.—APPROPRIATIONS 

4.1 The appropriations voted by the Directing 
Council shall constitute an authorization to the 
Director to incur obligations and make payments 
for the purposes for which the appropriations were 
voted and up to the amounts so voted. 

4.2 Appropriations shall be available for obliga- 
tion for the financial year to which they relate. 

4.3 Appropriations shall remain available for 
twenty-four months following the end of the finan- 
cial year to which they relate, to the extent that 
they are required to discharge the outstanding 
legal obligations as of 31 December of that year. 
Any remaining balance of appropriation will re- 
vert to the Working Capital Fund. 

4.4 At the end of the twenty-four month period, 
the remaining balance of any appropriations will 
revert to the Working Capital Fund. Any unliqui- 
dated obligations of the prior twenty-four months 
shall at that time be cancelled; where the obliga- 
tion remains a valid charge, it shall be transferred 
as an obligation against current appropriations. 

4.5 Transfers within the total amount appro- 
priated may be made to the extent permitted by 
the terms of the budget resolution adopted by the 
Directing Council. 

ARTICLE V.—PROVISION OF FUNDS 

5.1 The appropriations, subject to the adjust- 
ments effected in accordance with the provisions 
of Regulation 5.2, shall be financed by contribu- 
tions from Member States, according to Article 
60 of the Pan American Sanitary Code. Pending 
the receipt of such contributions, the appropria- 
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tion may be financed from the Working Capital 
Fund. 

5.2 In the assessment of the contributions of 
Member States, adjustments shall be made to the 
amount of the appropriations approved by the 
Directing Council for the following financial year 
in respect of: 

a) Supplementary appropriations for which 
contributions have not previously been as- 
sessed on the Member States; 

b) Contributions resulting from the assess- 
ment of new Member States under the pro- 
visions of Regulation 5.8; 

c) The estimated amount of miscellaneous 
income shall be routinely credited to voted 
budget appropriations. 


5.3 After the Directing Council has voted the 
appropriations the Director shall request the 
Secretary General of the Organization of American 
States to: 

a) Transmit the relevant documents to 
Member States; ‘ 

b) Inform Member States of their commit- 
ments in respect of annual contributions; 

c) Request Member States to remit their 
contributions. 


5.4 Contributions shall be considered as due and 
payable in full within 30 days of the receipt of the 
communication of the Secretary General of the Or- 
ganization of American States, or as of the first 
day of the financial year to which they relate, 
whichever is the later. As of 1 January of the fol- 
lowing financial year, the unpaid balance of such 
unpaid contributions shall be considered to be one 
year in arrears. 

5.5 Annual contributions shall be assessed in 
United States dollars and paid in United States 
dollars. 

5.6 Payments made by a Member State shall be 
credited to the earliest outstanding assessments 
in its account. 

5.7 The Director shall submit to the regular 
session of the Directing Council a report on the 
collection of contributions. 

5.8 New Members shall be required to make a 
quota contribution for the year in which they be- 
come Members. 

ArtTIcLE VI.—FuNpDs 

6.1 There shall be established a General Fund 
for the purpose of accounting for the expenditures 
of the Bureau. The contributions paid by Member 
States under Regulation 5.1, miscellaneous in- 
come, and any advances made from the Working 
Capital Fund to finance general expenditures shall 
be credited to the General Fund. 
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6.2 There shall be established a Working Capital 
Fund in an amount and for purposes to be de- 
termined from time to time by the Directing Coun- 
cil. The source of monies of the Working Capital 
Fund shall be from the surplus as of 31 December 
1949 as reported by the Director and as adopted 
by the Directing Council under Resolution II of 
the III Meeting of the Directing Council of the 
Pan American Sanitary Organization and as set 
forth in Resolution III (Rev. 1) of the XIII Pan 
American Sanitary Conference. 

6.3 Title to monies credited to the Working 
Capital Fund shall remain with the Pan American 
Sanitary Organization. 

6.4 The Working Capital Fund shall be used to 
finance budgetary appropriations during a finan- 
cial year and the fund shall be reimbursed as soon 
as and to the extent that income is available for 
that purpose. 

6.5 Transfers from the Working Capital Fund 
to finance unforeseeable and extraordinary ex- 
penses or other authorized purposes shall be reim- 
bursed from regularly budgeted funds unless other 
authorized means are used to replenish the Fund. 

6.6 Income derived from investments of the 
Working Capital Fund shall be credited to miscel- 
laneous income. 

6.7 Trust, Reserve and Special Funds may be 
established by the Director or other appropriate 
authority. 

6.8 The purpose and limits of each Trust, Re- 
serve and Special Fund shall be clearly defined by 


the appropriate authority. Unless otherwise pro- ~ 


vided, such funds shall be administered in ac- 
cordance with these Regulations. 

6.9 The Director with the prior and written con- 
currence of a majority of the members of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee shall have the power to borrow 
funds. 

ArticLeE VII.—OTHER INCOME 
7.1 All income, other than: 
a) Contributions to the budget; 
b) Refunds of direct expenditures made 
during the financial year; 
c) Advances or deposits to Funds; 


shall be claimed as miscellaneous income for credit 
to the General Fund. 

7.2 Voluntary contributions may be accepted 
by the Director provided that the purposes for 
which the contributions are made are consistent 
with the policies, aims and activities of the Bureau 
and provided that the acceptance of such contri- 
butions which directly or indirectly involve addi- 
tional financial liability for the Bureau, shall re- 
quire the consent of the appropriate authority. 
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7.3 Monies accepted for purposes specified by 
the donor shall be treated as Trust or Special 
Funds under Regulations 6.7 and 6.8. 

7.4 Monies accepted in respect of which no pur- 
pose is specified shall be treated as miscellaneous 
income and reported as “‘gifts’’ in the annual ac- 
counts. 

ArticLeE VIII.—Custopy or Funps 

8.1 The Director shall designate the bank or 
banks in which the funds of the Bureau shall be 
kept. 

ArticLE [X.—INVESTMENT oF FuNDS 

9.1 The Director may make short-term invest- 
ments of monies not needed for immediate require- 
ments and shall inform the Executive Commit- 
tee periodically of such investments which he has 
made. 

9.2 The Director may make long-term invest- 
ments of monies standing to the credit of Trust, 
Reserve, or Special Funds as may be provided by 
the appropriate authority in respect of each such 
fund. 

9.3 Income derived from investments shall be 
credited as provided in the rules relating to each 
fund. 

ARTICLE X.—INTERNAL CONTROL 

10.1 The Director shall: 

a) Establish detailed financial rules and pro- 
cedures in order to insure effective financial 
administration and the exercise of economy; 

b) Cause all payments to be made on the 
basis of supporting vouchers and other docu- 
ments which insure that the services or goods 
have been received, and that payment has not 
previously been made; 

c) Designate the officers who may receive 
monies, incur obligations and make payments 
on behalf of the Bureau; 

d) Maintain an internal financial control 
which shall provide for an effective current 
examination and/or review of financial trans- 
actions in order to insure: 

(i) the regularity of the receipt, custody 
and disposal of all funds and other finan- 
cial resources of the Bureau; 

(ii) the conformity of obligations and 
expenditures with the appropriations or 
other financial provision voted by the 
Directing Council, or with the purposes 
and rules relating to Trust and other 
Special Funds; 

(iii) the economic use of the resources 
of the Bureau. 


10.2 No obligations shall be incurred until al- 
lotments or other appropriate authorizations have 
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been made in writing under the authority of the 
Director. 

10.3 The Director may make such ex gratia pay- 
ments as he deems to be necessary in the interests 
of the Bureau, provided that a statement of such 
payments shall be submitted to the Directing 
Council with the annual accounts. 

10.4 The Director may, after full investigation, 
authorize the writing-off of such losses of cash, 
stores and other assets, provided that a statement 
of all such amounts written off shall be submitted 
to the Auditor(s) with the annual accounts. 

10.5 Tenders for equipment, supplies, and other 
requirements shall be invited by advertisement 
except where the Director deems that, in the in- 
terests of the Bureau, a departure from the rule 
is desirable. 

ArTIcLE XI.—TuHE Accounts 

11.1 The Director shall maintain such account- 
ing records as are necessary and shall submit an- 
nual accounts showing for the financial year to 
which they relate: 

a) The income and expenditure of all funds; 
b) The status of appropriations; 
c) The assets and liabilities of the Bureau. 


He shall also give such other information as may 
be appropriate to indicate the current financial 
position of the Bureau. 

11.2 The accounts of the Bureau shall be pre- 
sented in United States dollars. The accounting 
records may be kept in such currency or currencies 
as the Director may deem necessary. 

11.8 Appropriate separate accounts shall be 
maintained for all Trust and other Special Funds. 

11.4 The annual accounts shall be submitted 
by the Director to the External Auditor(s) by 1 
March following the end of the financial year. 
ARTICLE XII.—ExTERNAL AUDIT 

12.1 The Directing Council shall appoint Ex- 
ternal Auditor(s) of international repute to audit 
the accounts of the Bureau. Auditor(s) appointed 
may be removed only by the Directing Council. 

12.2 The External Auditor(s) shall perform such 
an audit as he/they may deem necessary to certify: 

a) That the financial statements are in ac- 
cord with the books and records of the Bureau; 

b) That the financial transactions reflected 
in the statements have been in accordance 
with the rules and regulations, and other ap- 
plicable directives; 

c) That the securities and monies on deposit 
and on hand have been verified by certificate 
received direct from the Bureau’s depositories 
or by actual account. ; 


12.3 Subject to the provisions of the financial 
regulations, the Auditor(s) shall be the sole judge 
as to the acceptance in whole or in part of the 
certifications by members of the Staff of the Bu- 
reau and may proceed to such detailed examina- 
tion and verifications of all financial records as 
he/they may choose, including those relating to 
supplies and equipment. 

12.4 The Auditor(s) may affirm by test the re- 
liability of the internal audit, and may make such 
reports with respect thereto as he/they may deem 
necessary to the Directing Council. 

12.5 The Auditor(s) and his/their staff have 
free access at all convenient times to all books of 
account and records which are, in the opinion of 
the Auditor(s) necessary for the performance of 
the audit. Information classified in the records of 
the Directorate as confidential, and which is re- 
quired for the purpose of the audit, shall be made 
available on application to the Director or his 
alternate. 

12.6 The Auditor(s) in addition to certifying the 
account, may make such observations as he/they 
may deem necessary with respect to the efficiency 
of the financial procedures, the accounting system, 
the internal financial controls, and in general the 
financial consequences of administrative practices. 
In no case, however, shall the Auditor(s) include 
criticism in his/their audit report without first 
affording the Directorate an opportunity of ex- 
planation to the Auditor(s) of the matter under 
observation. Audit objections to any item in the 
accounts shall be immediately communicated to 
the Chief, Division of Administration. 

12.7 The Auditor(s) shall have no power to dis- 
allow items in the accounts, but shall draw to the 
attention of the Director for appropriate action 
any transaction concerning which he/they enter- 
tain doubt as to legality or propriety. 

12.8 The Auditor(s) shall prepare a report on 
the accounts certified, in which he/they should 
mention the extent and character of his/their 
examination or any important changes therein, 
matters affecting the completeness or accuracy of 
the accounts or other matters which should be 
brought to the notice of the Directing Council, 
such as: 

a) Cases of fraud or presumptive fraud; 

b) Wasteful or improper expenditure of 
money or other assets of the Bureau (notwith- 
standing that the accounting for the transac- 
tions may be correct) ; 

c) Expenditure likely to commit the Bureau 
to further outlay on a large scale; 











d) Any defect in the general system or de- 
tailed regulations governing the control of 
receipts and expenditure, or of supplies and 
equipment; 

e) Expenditure not in accordance with the 
intention of the Directing Council, after mak- 
ing allowance for duly authorized transfers 
within the budget; 

f) Expenditure in excess of appropriations 
as amended by duly authorized transfers 
within the budget; 

g) Expenditure not in conformity with the 
authority which governs it. 


12.9 The Auditor(s) shall submit his/their re- 
port to the Directing Council to be available to 
the Executive Committee not later than 15 April 
following the end of the financial year to which the 
accounts relate. The Director shall forward to the 
Executive Committee his comments, if any, on the 
audit report. The Executive Committee shall re- 
view the audit report and forward its comments, 
if any, to the Directing Council. 

ArtTIcLE XIII.—Resotutions Invotvina Ex- 

PENDITURES 

13.1 The Pan American Sanitary Conference, 
the Directing Council and the Executive Com- 
mittee shall not make decisions involving expendi- 
tures unless they have received a report from the 
Director on the administrative and financial im- 
plications of the proposal. 

13.2 Where, in the opinion of the Director, the 
proposed expenditure cannot be made from the 
existing appropriations it shall not be incurred 
until the Pan American Sanitary Conference or 
the Directing Council has made the necessary ap- 
propriations, unless such expenditure can be made 
under the conditions of the resolution of the Di- 
recting Council relating to the Emergency Pro- 
curement Revolving Fund. 

ARTICLE XIV.—DELEGATION OF AUTHORITY 

14.1 The Director may delegate to other officers 
of the Bureau such of his powers as he considers 
necessary for the effective implementation of these 
regulations. 

ARTICLE XV.—GENERAL PROVISIONS 

15.1 These regulations shall be effective as of 
the date of their approval by the Directing Coun- 
cil and may be amended only by the Directing 
Council or the Pan American Sanitary Conference. 

15.2 In case of doubt as to the interpretation 
and application of any of the foregoing regula- 
tions, the Director is authorized to rule thereon. 
ARTICLE XVI.—SpEcIAL PROVISIONS 

16.1 The Director shall report annually to the 
Directing Council or the Pan American Sanitary 
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Conference such financial rules and amendments 
thereto as he may make to implement these regu- 
lations after confirmation by the Executive Com- 
mittee.

COMPOSITION OF THE WORKING CAPITAL FuND 


WuereEas: There is some question as to the 
composition of the Working Capital Fund estab- 
lished by the XIII Pan American Sanitary Con- 
ference, and itis recognized that the Pan American 
Sanitary Bureau expends funds in many curren- 
cies; and 

The Executive Committee at its 13th Meeting, 
23-30 April 1951, resolved (Resolution VII) to 
recommend that the Directing Council adopt a 
resolution providing that the cruzeiros received 
as a special contribution from the Government of 
Brazil be included in the Working Capital Fund 
as an integral part thereof, 

The Directing Council 
RESOLVES: 

That the cruzeiro fund be included in the Work- 
ing Capital Fund of the Pan American Sanitary 
Bureau as an integral part thereof.

Status OF THE WORKING CaPITAL FuND 


Wuereas: The report on the status of the Work- 
ing Capital Fund as of 30 June 1951 has been re- 
viewed and demonstrates that the operation of the 
Fund has been in accordance with Resolution III 
of the XIII Pan American Sanitary Conference, 

The Directing Council 
RESOLVES: 

To approve the report on the status of the 
Working Capital Fund as of 30 June 1951. 


XII 
EMERGENCY PROCUREMENT REVOLVING FuND 


WuereEas: Disasters such as earthquakes and 
hurricanes occurred in the Americas in the months 
of May and August 1951, making it necessary for 
the Bureau to furnish emergency medical supplies 
to safeguard the health of the inhabitants of the 
affected areas; 

The Director of the Bureau, by virtue of the 
authority conferred upon him by Resolution II 
of the Directing Council at its III Meeting, pur- 
chased supplies in the amounts of $2,492.40 and

Wuereas: The Directing Council at its IV 
Meeting requested the Executive Committee to 
study the relationship between the Directing 
Council and the Regional Committee of the World 
Health Organization, and the relation of each of 
these to the Member States of the World Health 
Organization not having their seats of government 
within the Western Hemisphere, and to recom- 
mend to the Council the inclusion, in the proposed 
constitutional revision, of measures to clarify 
these relationships; 

The XIII Pan American Sanitary Conference 
authorized the Executive Committee to examine 
the proposed revision submitted to the Conference 
by the Directing Council, and to submit it for con- 
sideration to the Directing Council at its V Meet- 
ing, together with the opinions expressed by the 
Member Governments, the Members of the Re- 
gional Committee of the World Health Organiza- 
tion, and the Council of the Organization of Amer- 
ican States; 

Resolution II of the II Meeting of the Direct- 
ing Council offered certain rights of participation 
in the Pan American Sanitary Organization to the 
nonselfgoverning territories of the Western Hem- 
isphere; and Resolution IX of the III Meeting 
invited certain nonmember States to participate, 
on the same basis as the American Republics, in 
meetings of the Directing Council as Regional 
Committee of the World Health Organization; 
and 

The Directing Council has adopted a resolution 
expressing its belief that a revision of the Consti- 
tution of the Pan American Sanitary Organiza- 
tion is not timely, and ‘until this instrument is 
revised, the Directing Council should clarify the 
said Resolution IX of the III Meeting of the Di- 
recting Council, 

The Directing Council 
RESOLVES: 

1. That all meetings of: the Directing Council 
shall at the same time be meetings of the Regional 
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Committee of the World Health Organization ex- 
cept when the Directing Council is considering 
constitutional matters, the juridical relations be- 
tween the Pan American Sanitary Organization 
and the World Health Organization or the Organi- 
zation of American States, or other questions re- 
lating to the Pan American Sanitary Organiza- 
tion as an Inter-American Specialized Organiza- 
tion. 

2. That, modifying Paragraphs (a) and (6) of 
Resolution II of the II Meeting of the Directing 
Council, the vote on Pan American Sanitary Or- 
ganization budget matters is granted to States 
Members of the World Health Organization not 
having their seats of government within the West- 
ern Hemisphere, which ‘‘(a) either by reason of 
their Constitution consider certain territories or 
groups of territories in the Western Hemisphere 
as part of their national territory, or (b) are re- 
sponsible for the conduct of the international re- 
lations of territories or groups of territories 
within the Western Hemisphere’’. The vote thus 
granted shall be on behalf of these territories and 
shall be contingent upon their making an equitable 
contribution to the budget of the Pan American 
Sanitary Organization. The privilege of voting on 
the Pan American Sanitary Organization budget 
thus granted may be exercised either by the repre- 
sentative of such territories or by the representa- 
tives of the Member States of the World Health 
Organization referred to above. 

3. To amend the Rules of Procedure of the Di- 
recting Council, in accordance with the reeommen- 
dation of the Executive Committee, to provide 
inter alia that if the representative of a non- 
member State of the Pan American Sanitary Or- 
ganization is elected an officer at any meeting, such 
representative will not officiate in the sessions at 
which any of the matters mentioned in Paragraph 
1 is under discussion.

REQUEST FOR COOPERATION FROM THE 
INTER-AMERICAN ASSOCIATION OF SANITARY 
ENGINEERING (AIDIS) TO

Wuereas: The first report submitted by the 
Director of the Pan American Sanitary Bureau 
pursuant to Resolution XIII of the XIII Pan 
American Sanitary Conference, with a statement 
of principles, contains standards to serve as a

Starr REGULATIONS OF THE 
Pan AMERICAN SANITARY BUREAU 


Wuereas: The Fourth World Health Assembly 
has adopted Staff Regulations to govern the funda- 
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mental conditions of service and the basic rights, 
duties and obligations of the World Health Or- 
ganization staff; and 

It is the desire of the Directing Council to have 
uniform regulations for personnel of both the Pan 
American Sanitary Bureau and the World Health 
Organization; and Document cp5/12 has been 
studied and its authority under existing Regula- 
tion 31 taken into consideration, 

The Directing Council 
RESOLVES: 

To adopt the Staff Regulations as set forth in 
the annex to the present resolution, as the official 
Staff Regulations for the staff of the Pan Ameri- 
can Sanitary Bureau, it being understood that 
Regulation 11.2 shall not become operative until 
the arrangements with the United Nations Ad- 
ministrative Tribunal are completed and that in 
the interim the present appeals procedure shall 
remain in force. 


ANNEX 


Starr REGULATIONS 
OF THE PAN AMERICAN SANITARY BUREAU 


SCOPE AND PURPOSE 


The Staff Regulations embody the fundamental 
conditions of service and the basic rights, duties 
and obligations of the Pan American Sanitary 
Bureau staff. They are the broad principles of per- 
sonnel policy for the guidance of the Director in the 
staffing and administration of the Bureau. The 
Director may, as Chief Administrative Officer, pro- 
vide and enforce such Staff Rules consistent with 
these principles as he considers necessary. 
ArtIicLE I.—DutTIEs, OBLIGATIONS AND PRIVI- 

LEGES 

1.1 All staff members of the Bureau are inter- 
national civil servants. Their responsibilities are 
not national but exclusively international. By ac- 
cepting appointment they pledge themselves to 
discharge their functions and to regulate their 
conduct with the interests of the Pan American 
Sanitary Bureau only in view. 

1.2 All staff members are subject to the author- 
ity of the Director and to assignment by him to 
any of the activities or offices of the Pan American 
Sanitary Bureau. They are responsible to him in 
the exercise of their functions. In principle, the 
whole time of the staff shall be at the disposal of 
the Director. 

1.3 In the performance of their duties staff 
members shall neither seek nor accept instructions 
from any government or from any other authority 
external to the Bureau or the World Health Or- 
ganization. 
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1.4 No staff member shall accept, hold or engage 
in any office or occupation which is incompatible 
with the proper discharge of his duties with the 
Pan American Sanitary Bureau. 

1.5 Staff members shall conduct themselves at 
all times in a manner compatible with their status 
as international civil servants. They shall avoid 
any action and in particular any kind of public 
pronouncement which may adversely reflect on 
their status. While they are not expected to give 
up their national sentiments or their political and 
religious convictions, they shall at all times bear 
in mind the reserve and tact incumbent upon them 
by reason of their international status. 

1.6 Staff members shall exercise the utmost 
discretion in regard to all matters of official busi- 
ness. They shall not communicate to any person 
any information known to them by reason of their 
official position which has not been made public, 
except in the course of their duties or by authori- 
zation of the Director. At no time shall they in 
any way use to private advantage information 
known to them by reason of their official position. 
These obligations do not cease with separation 
from service. 

1.7 No staff member shall accept any honor, dec- 
oration, favor, gift or remuneration from any 
government, or from any other source external to 
the Bureau if such acceptance is incompatible 
with his status as an international civil servant. 

1.8 Any staff member who becomes a candidate 
for a public office of a political character shall 
resign from the Pan American Sanitary Bureau. 

1.9 The immunities and privileges attaching to 
the Pan American Sanitary Bureau are conferred 
in the interest of the Bureau. These privileges and 
immunities furnish no excuse to staff members for 
nonperformance of their private obligations or 
failure to observe laws and police regulations. 
The decision whether to waive any privileges or 
immunities of the staff in any case that arises shall 
rest with the Director. 

1.10 All staff members shall subscribe to the 
following oath or declaration: 

“T solemnly swear (undertake, affirm, prom- 
ise) to exercise in all loyalty, discretion, and 
conscience the functions entrusted to me as an 
international civil servant of the Pan Ameri- 
can Sanitary Bureau, to discharge those func- 
tions and regulate my conduct with the in- 
terests of the Pan American Sanitary Bureau 
only in view, and not to seek or accept instruc- 
tions in regard to the performance of my duties 
from any government or other authority ex- 
ternal to the Bureau or the World Health 
Organization.” 
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1.11 The oath or declaration shall be made 
orally by the Director at a public meeting of the 
Directing Council, and by other staff members 
before the Director or his authorized deputy. 
ARTICLE II.—CLAssIFICATION OF Posts AND STAFF 

2.1 Appropriate provision shall be made by the 
Director for the classification of posts and staff 
according to the nature of the duties and re- 
sponsibilities required. 

ArticLtE III.—Sa.aries AND RELATED ALLOW- 

ANCES 

3.1 The salaries for the Assistant Director and 
the Secretary General shall be determined by the 
Director of the Bureau with the approval of the 
Executive Committee. 

3.2 Salary levels for other staff members shall 
be determined by the Director on the basis of their 
duties and responsibilities. The salary and allow- 
ance plan shall be determined by the Director 
following basically the scale of salaries and allow- 
ances of the World Health Organization, provided 
that for staff occupying positions subject to local 
recruitment the Director may establish salaries 
and allowances in accordance with the best pre- 
vailing local practices. Any deviations from the 
World Health Organization scales of salaries and 
allowances which may be necessary for the require- 
ments of the Pan American Sanitary Bureau shall 
be subject to the approval of, or may be authorized 
by, the Executive Committee. 

3.3 The basic salary rates shall be adjusted at 
duty stations away from headquarters by the ap- 
plication of salary differentials which take into 
account relative cost of living for the staff mem- 
bers concerned, standards of living, and related 
factors. 

ARTICLE IV.—APPOINTMENT AND PROMOTION 

4.1 The Director shall appoint staff members 
as required. 

4.2 The paramount consideration in the ap- 
pointment, transfer or promotion of the staff 
shall be the necessity of securing the highest stand- 
ards of efficiency, competence and integrity. Due 
regard shall be paid to the importance of recruit- 
ing and maintaining the staff on as wide a geo- 
graphical basis as possible. 

4.3 Selection of staff members shall be without 
regard to race, creed, or sex. So far as is practi- 
cable, selection shall be made on a competitive 
basis. ; 

4.4 Without prejudice to the inflow of fresh 
talent at the various levels, vacancies shall be 
filled by promotion of persons already in the serv- 
ice of the Pan American Sanitary Bureau in pref- 
erence to persons from outside. This preference 
shall also be applied on a reciprocal basis to the 
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World Health Organization and the Pan American 
Union. 
ARTICLE V.—ANNUAL AND SPECIAL LEAVE 

5.1 Staff members shall be allowed appropriate 
annual leave. In exceptional cases, special leave 
may be authorized by the Director. 

5.2 In order that staff members may take their 
leave periodically in their home countries, the 
Bureau shall allow necessary travelling time for 
that purpose, under conditions and definitions 
prescribed by the Director. 

ArticLte VI.—Soctau Security 

6.1 Provision shall be made for the participa- 
tion of staff members in the United Nations Joint 
Staff Pension Fund in accordance with the regula- 
tions of that fund. Staff members not eligible to 
participate in this fund shall participate in a staff 
provident fund under conditions to be established 
by the Director. 

6.2 The Director shall establish a scheme of 
social security for the staff, including provisions 
for health protection, sick leave and maternity 
leave, and reasonable compensation in the event 
of illness, accident or death arising out of or in the 
course of performing official duties on behalf of the 
Pan American Sanitary Bureau. 

ArtTICLE VII.—TRAVEL AND REMOVAL EXPENSES 

7.1 Subject to conditions and definitions pre- 
scribed by the Director, the Bureau shall pay the 
travel expenses of staff members, and, in appro- 
priate cases, their dependents 

upon appointment and on subsequent change 
of official duty station; 

upon the taking of leave at home when au- 
thorized; and 

upon separation from the service. 


7.2 Subject to conditions and definitions pre- 
scribed by the Director, the Pan American Sani- 
tary Bureau shall pay removal costs for staff 
members 

upon appointment and on subsequent change 
of official duty station; and 
upon separation from the service. 


ArticLE VIII.—Starr RELATIONS 

8.1 The Director shall make provision for staff 
participation in the discussion of policies relating 
to staff questions. 
ARTICLE IX.— SEPARATION FROM SERVICE 

9.1 Staff members may resign from the Pan 
American Sanitary Bureau upon giving the Direc- 
tor the notice required under the terms of their 
appointment. 

9.2 The Director may terminate the appoint- 
ment of a staff member in accordance with the 
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terms of his appointment, or if the necessities of 
the service require abolition of the post or reduc- 
tion of the staff, if the services of the individual 
concerned prove unsatisfactory, or if he is, for 
reasons of health, incapacitated for further service. 

9.3 If the Director terminates an appointment 
the staff member shall be given notice and in- 
demnity payment in accordance with the terms of 
his appointment. . 

9.4 The Director shall establish a scheme for the 
payment of repatriation grants. 

9.5 Normally, staff members shall not be re- 
tained in active service beyond the age specified 
in the appropriate pension fund regulations as the 
age of retirement. The Director may, in the in- 
terests of the Bureau, extend this age limit in ex- 
ceptional cases. 

ARTICLE X.—DISCIPLINARY MEASURES 

10.1 The Director may impose disciplinary 
measures on staff members whose conduct is un- 
satisfactory. He may summarily dismiss a mem- 
ber of the staff for serious misconduct. 

ARTICLE XI.—APPEALS 

11.1 The Director shall establish administra- 
tive machinery with staff participation to advise 
him in case of any appeal by staff members against 
an administrative decision alleging the nonob- 
servance of their terms of appointment, including 
all pertinent regulations and rules, or against 
disciplinary action. 

11.2 Any dispute which cannot be resolved in- 
ternally, arising between the Bureau and a mem- 
ber of the staff regarding the fulfillment of the 
contract of the said member, shall be referred for 
final decision to the United Nations Administra- 
tive Tribunal. 

ArtTIcLE XII.—GENERAL PROVISIONS 

12.1 These regulations may be supplemented 
or amended by the Directing Council without prej- 
udice to the acquired rights of the staff members. 

12.2 The Director shall report annually to the 
Directing Council such staff rules and amendments 
thereto as he may make to implement these regu- 
lations after confirmation by the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

12.3 The Director, by virtue of the authority 
vested in him as the chief technical and admin- 
istrative officer of the Bureau, may delegate to 
other officers of the Bureau such of his powers as 
he considers necessary for the effective implemen- 
tation of these regulations. 

12.4 In case of doubt as to the meaning of the 
foregoing regulations, the Director is authorized 
to rule thereon, subject to confirmation of the 
ruling by the Executive Committee at its next 
meeting.

The Executive Committee, at its 14th Meeting, 
approved provisions 113.2, 655 and 1315 of the Staff 
Rules, by virtue whereof the entire text of the 
Staff Rules of the Pan American Sanitary Bureau 
has been confirmed, 

The Directing Council 
RESOLVEs: 

To take note of the changes made in the Staff 
Rules of the Pan American Sanitary Bureau and 
approved by the Director and confirmed by the 
Executive Committee at its 14th Meeting.

SALARIES OF THE NONCLASSIFIED STAFF MEMBERS 
OF THE PAN AMERICAN SANITARY BUREAU 


Wuereas: A study of both the increasing re- 
sponsibility attached to the executive posts of the 
Pan American Sanitary Bureau and the status of 
the personnel of other similar organizations has 
led to the conclusion that it is necessary to revise 
the salaries assigned to the nonclassified positions, 

The Directing Council 
AGREES: 

To authorize the Executive Committee to pro- 
ceed as follows: 

1. To increase the salary of the Director of the 
Pan American Sanitary Bureau from $15,000, 
which was assigned to him at the 6th Meeting of 
the Executive Committee in Mexico in 1948, to 
$16,000, plus an allowance of $6,000. 

2. To increase the salary of the Assistant Di- 
rector from $13,000 to $15,000, plus allowances and 
verified representation expenses, and to discon- 
tinue the $2,000 previously assigned for expenses. 

3. To increase the salary of the Secretary Gen- 
eral from $12,000 to $14,000, plus allowances and 
verified representation expenses, and to discon- 
tinue the $2,000 previously assigned for expenses. 

4. To make the above increases retroactive to 
1 July 1951.

INCREASE IN THE CONTRIBUTION OF THE PAN 
AMERICAN SANITARY BUREAU TO THE PAN 
AMERICAN UNION RETIREMENT AND PENSION FuND 


Wuereas: The Pan American Sanitary Bureau 
is contributing 14 per cent to the United Nations 
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Joint Staff Pension Fund for staff members par- 
ticipating in that fund, while a contribution of 
only 7 per cent is presently being contributed to 
the Pan American Union Retirement and Pension 
Fund for the five staff members who remained in 
that fund; and 

It is the policy of the Pan American Sanitary 
Bureau to extend equal benefits to all staff mem- 
bers, 

The Directing Council 
RESOLVES: 

1. To approve the action of the Director in 
making arrangements for increasing the contribu- 
tion of the Pan American Sanitary Bureau to the 
account of the five staff members participating 
in the Pan American Union Retirement and Pen- 
sion Fund. 

2. To authorize the Director to increase from 
7 to 14 per cent the amount contributed by the 
Pan American Sanitary Bureau to the Pan Ameri- 
can Union Retirement and Pension Fund for the 
staff members remaining in that fund, as of 1 
January 1951. . 


XXVI 


REVISION OF THE PAN AMERICAN SANITARY CODE 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
THE INTERNATIONAL SANITARY REGULATIONS 


Wuereas: The Fourth World Health Assembly 
has adopted International Sanitary Regulations 
No. 2 that contain the sanitary provisions required 
for international traffic, and are the result of a 
long and careful technical study in which experts 
from all the Member States participated; 

Agreements of this nature are vested with the 
full and mandatory force of a convention, voiding 
previous conventions and treaties, and serving, 
in fact, as a revision of all those that are in any 
manner contrary to the new rules thus established; 

The Pan American Sanitary Code contains a 
series of articles referring to international traffic, 
many of which are now inadequate and require 
revision; and 

The Executive Committee has submitted to 
this Council ample information on all matters 
related to the drafting and approval of Interna- 
tional Sanitary Regulations No. 2 and their pos- 
sible conflict with the Pan American Sanitary 
Code, 

The Directing Council 
RESOLVES: 

1. To express its satisfaction for the work ac- 
complished at the Fourth World Health Assembly 
by the members of the Region of the Americas, 
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and to emphasize particularly the participation 
of Dr. Alfredo Norberto Bica in the preparation of 
International Sanitary Regulations No. 2. 

2. To recommend to the American countries, 
signatories of the Pan American Sanitary Code 
(Havana, 1924), an Additional Protocol thereto, 
wherein provision would be made: 

a) To void Articles 2, 9, 10, 11, 16 to 53 
inclusive, 61 and 62 of the Pan American 
Sanitary Code, relating to international traf- 
fic; 

b) To add a clause that would authorize 
the introduction of periodic amendments, to 
be entrusted to the Pan American Sanitary 
Conference within the rules set forth in Article 
24 of the Constitution; 

c) Toentrust to the Pan American Sanitary 
Bureau the publication in Spanish of the In- 
ternational Sanitary Regulations No. 2, to be 
distributed among the health authorities of 
the Members of the Organization. 


3. That all the American Republics shall take 
the appropriate measures for the application of 
the International Sanitary Regulations adopted 
by the World Health Assembly on 25 May 1951. 

4. To appoint three of its representatives. to 
draft the Protocol to which reference is made in 
Paragraph 2 of this Resolution. 


XXVII 


ELEcTION OF Two MEMBER COUNTRIES TO FILL 
THE VACANCIES ON THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
CREATED BY THE TERMINATION OF THE PERIODS OF 
OFFICE OF ARGENTINA AND GUATEMALA 


The Directing Council elected Ecuador and 
Mexico to fill the vacancies on the Executive Com- 
mittee created by the termination of the periods 
of office of Argentina and Guatemala. 


XXVIII 
APPOINTMENT OF EXTERNAL AUDITORS 


Wuereas: The Financial Regulations approved 
by the Directing Council provide that: 

The Directing Council shall appoint Exter- 
nal Auditor(s) of international repute to audit 
the accounts of the Bureau. Auditor(s) ap- 
pointed may be removed only by the Directing 
Council. (Art. XII, par. 12.1) 


The name of Mr. Uno Brunskog, Auditor Gen- 
eral of Sweden, who is also serving as External 
Auditor for the World Health Organization, was 
proposed; and 

Mr. Brunskog was invited by the Directing 
Council to serve as External Auditor for the Pan 
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American Sanitary Bureau and has expressed his 
willingness to serve in that capacity, 

The Directing Council 
RESOLVES: 

To appoint Mr. Uno Brunskog as External 
Auditor for the Pan American Sanitary Organiza- 
tion and to authorize the Director of the Pan 
American Sanitary Bureau to negotiate the terms 
and to enter into contract with Mr. Brunskog. 


XXIX 


PROCUREMENT Po.icy 
OF THE PAN AMERICAN SANITARY BUREAU 


WHEREAS: It is necessary to establish a basic 
policy regarding the procurement services per- 
formed by the Pan American Sanitary Bureau, 

The Directing Council 
RESOLVEs: 

1. That the following provisions be made part 
of the internal regulations of the Pan American 
Sanitary Bureau concerning procurement proce- 
dures: 

a) The Bureau shall furnish procurement 
services only to nonprofit institutions and 
agencies under the jusrisdiction of the Minister 
and/or Director of Health of the respective 
country; 

b) The 3 per cent service charge now in 
effect shall be continued, and will be applied 
only on the net cost of the items purchased; 

c) Before purchases are made, an amount 
equal to the total cost as estimated by the 
Bureau shall be deposited in doliars to the 
credit of the Bureau, which can draw freely 
upon that amount to make payments, includ- 
ing partial payments, as they become due. 
Such a deposit shall be made either by check 
or bank draft payable on sight to the Bureau, 
or by irrevocable letter of credit payable to 
the Bureau upon demand; 

d) Partial shipments may be made, and 
upon completion of the purchase the Bureau 
shall send to the respective purchaser a state- 
ment of account together with the supporting 
documents. The Government concerned may 
at any time request a statement of account to 
date and/or the refund of unexpended bal- 
ances. Form letters shall be used wherever 
possible to acknowledge the receipt of orders, 
transmit documents, etc., as an economy 
measure; 

e) Any discount or other saving shall be 
passed on to the Government concerned. When 
quotations are requested for the purpose of 
comparison with prices submitted by local 
dealers, the Bureau shall be so informed. The 


acceptance of quotations and authorization to 
purchase shall be the responsibility of the 
Government, as shall also be the responsibility 
to deposit funds with the Bureau in time to 
take advantage of the prices offered in a given 
quotation. The Bureau shall not be respon- 
sible for any increase in price; 

f) In all cases the Governments shall sup- 
ply import permits, if required, at the time 
that purchase orders are authorized; 

g) It shall be understood that the Bureau 
neither buys nor sells but acts merely as a 
nonprofit agent for the Member Governments 
for whose convenience procurement services 
are made available. 


2. That orders received by the Bureau prior to 
the adoption of this resolution shall be handled 
under the conditions previously in effect. 

3. To instruct the Director of the Pan Ameri- 
can Sanitary Bureau to transmit the text of this 
resolution to all Member Governments.

PERMANENT HEADQUARTERS BUILDING 
FOR THE PAN AMERICAN SANITARY BUREAU 


Wuereas: It is the desire of the governing 
bodies of the Pan American Sanitary Organization 
that the site for the construction of a permanent 
headquarters building for the Pan American Sani- 
tary Bureau be located in the United States; 

In order to formalize the offer made by the 
United States Delegation, the Pan American Sani- 
tary Bureau must notify the United States De- 
partment of State of the Bureau’s desire to have 
the property contemplated in the offer made avail- 
able to the Bureau; and 

After examining the property to determine its 
suitability as the location for the headquarters of 
the Bureau, 

The Directing Council 
RESOLVEs: 

To request the Director to inform the Govern- 
ment of the United States of the decision reached 
by the Directing Council based upon the Council’s 
inspection of the property contemplated in the 
offer and to express to that Government the 
Directing Council’s desire to receive another offer 
of land that may be more suitably located as the 
site for the construction of the permanent head- 
quarters for the Pan American Sanitary Bureau. 


XXXI 


TECHNICAL DISCUSSIONS 


Wuereas: The Executive Board of the World 
Health Organization has invited the Regional 
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Committee to consider the advisability of holding 
technical discussions on matters of regional inter- 
est; 

The meetings of the Regional Committee afford 
a good opportunity for the exchange of views and 
experience among the countries of the Americas 
on technical subjects of general interest; 

Technical discussions will take place immedi- 
ately following the IV Meeting of the Regional 
Committee at the First Inter-American Congress 
of Public Health to be held at Havana, Cuba, in 
1952; and 

It is desirable that arrangements be made for 
technical discussions at future meetings of the 
Regional Committee on the basis of the experi- 
ence gained by the World Health Assemblies, 

The Directing Council, acting as the Regional 
Committee for the Americas of the World Health 
Organization, 

RESOLVES: 

1. To request the Executive Committee to 
select the subject or subjects for technical dis- 
cussions at the V Meeting of the Regional Commit- 
tee, to be held at Washington, D. C., in 1953, so 
that: 

a) The subjects selected will be sufficiently 
restrictive in character so that the discussions 
will be capable of producing immediate and 
practical results; 

b) The subjects chosen will be such as will 
come directly within the scope of action of 
public health administrators, in order to avoid 
the expense to Member States of including 
additional experts in their delegations to the 
meetings of the Regional Committee. 


2. To request the Regional Director to make 
the necessary preparation for the technical dis- 
cussions to take place at the V Meeting of the Re- 
gional Committee and to prepare the budget esti- 
mates for the publication of the technical papers 
presented. 


XXXII 


NATIONAL HEALTH AND SANITARY MEASURES TO 
PREVENT THE SPREAD OF QUARANTINABLE 
DISEASES 


Wuereas: The Fourth World Health Assembly 
has requested the Regional Committees of the 
World Health Organization to take early and con- 
tinuous action to persuade the Member States in 
their regions to adopt the recommendation con- 
tained in Resolution a4/r/66, 

The Directing Council, acting as the Regional 
Committee for the Americas of the World Health 
Organization, 





RESOLVES: 

To bring to the attention of the health authori- 
ties of the Americas the recommendation of the 
Fourth World Health Assembly urging all govern- 
ments to improve sanitary and environmental 
conditions, especially in and around ports and 
airports, and in particular, that they 

1) eliminate and prevent the recurrence of 
the breeding places of rodent, mosquito, and 
ectoparasite vectors of human diseases; 

2) eliminate cholera infection by providing, 
inter alia, pure water and food supplies and 
services for the proper disposal of human 
wastes; 

3) raise the level of protection, by vaccina- 
tion where appropriate or by other means, 
against plague, cholera, yellow fever, small- 
pox and typhus; and 

4) relax, when necessary and health condi- 
tions are satisfactory, the application of the 
pertinent Articles of World Health Organiza- 
tion Regulations No. 2 in their territories. 


XXXIII 


GENERAL PROGRAM OF WORK FOR A SPECIFIC 
Periop: LonG-RANGE PROJECT FOR 
REGIONAL NEEDS 


Wuereas: The World Health Organization, 
acting through its World Assembly, its Executive 
Board and its Director-General, has approved a 
program of work for the period 1952 to 1955, and 
the Director-General is desirous of obtaining an 
expression of opinion of the Regional Committee 
for the Americas on the long-range general plan, 
which would serve as a basis for the drafting of 
such a general program of work for the period 
1953 to 1956; 

The international public health program for 
the Americas should harmonize the principles 
adopted by the World Health Organization and 
those of the Pan American Sanitary Organization, 
the latter being the result of fifty years experience 
of the Pan American Sanitary Bureau; and 

The Directing Council of the Pan American 
Sanitary Organization, at this meeting, has ap- 
proved a resolution relative to the Program and 
Budget Policy of the Pan American Sanitary Bur- 
eau, by which the Director is requested to evaluate 
the needs of the countries in the field of public 
health, indicating the priority for each need, and 
to present to a future meeting of the Directing 
Council a long-range program for the Organiza- 
tion, based on his findings, 

The Directing Council, acting as the Regional 
Committee for the Americas of the World Health 
Organization, 
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RESOLVES: 

1. To approve that the Director of the Pan 
American Sanitary Bureau, in the preparation of 
the long-range programs of the World Health 
Organization for the Region of the Americas, 
shall take into account the programs of the Pan 
American Sanitary Organization and those of 
other organizations that cooperate with the Re- 
gional Office for the Americas. 

2. To declare that, when the Director drafts 
the long-range program of the Pan American Sani- 
tary Bureau pursuant to the resolution of this 
V Meeting of the Directing Council of the Pan 
American Sanitary Organization, he should take 
into account the data obtained with the purpose 
of being also utilized in the preparation of the 
proposed General Program of Work for the Region 
of the Americas to be presented to the Director- 
General of the World Health Organization. 


XXXIV 


RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE JOINT WHO/FAO 
EXPERT COMMITTEE ON NUTRITION, 
SEeconpD SEssION 


Wuereas: The Executive Board of the World 
Health Organization, at its VII Meeting on 6 
June 1951, requested the Director-General of the 
World Health Organization to transmit to the 
Regional Committees the recommendations con- 
tained in the report on the Second Session of the 
Joint wHo/Frao Expert Committee on Nutrition 
(Document wHO/NUT/18), for inclusion when pos- 
sible in future programs; and 

The Director-General has suggested that the 
Council be informed of this item, 

The Directing Council, acting as the Regional 
Committee for the Americas of the World Health 
Organization, 

RESOLVES: 

To approve that the Pan American Sanitary 
Bureau, Regional Office of the World Health Or- 
ganization, inform the Member States of the rec- 
ommendations of the Joint wHo/rao Expert Com- 
mittee on Nutrition (Document wHo/NUT/18), 
suggesting that the said recommendations be 
included in future national programs as soon as 
possible.

DEVELOPMENT OF NATIONAL PROGRAMS 
FOR THE BENEFIT OF CHILDREN 


Wuereas: The Director-General of the World 


Health Organization has brought to the attention 
of Regional Committees, Resolution 43 of the 


Fourth World Health Assembly, in which it is 
stated that the relevant programs of the United 
Nations, including those of the Department of 
Social Affairs and UNIcEF, and of ILO, FAO, UNESCO, 
and wHo would, when fully coordinated, consti- 
tute a reasonably comprehensive and coherent 
plan for international assistance to national pro- 
grams for the benefit of children; and 

The Director-General has been requested to 
take the necessary measures to strengthen and 
further develop activities of the World Health 
Organization for assistance to national programs 
for the benefit of children, and to that end, to con- 
tinue cooperation with the United Nations, in- 
cluding UNIcEF, and the other responsible special- 
ized agencies, both directly and through the 
mechanism established by the Economic and So- 
cial Council for that purpose, 

The Directing Council, acting as the Regional 
Committee for the Americas of the World Health 
Organization, 

RESOLVES: 

To approve this recommendation as a whole, 
requesting the Regional Director, for his part, to 
take measures to bring about a closer cooperation 
and facilitate negotiations between Technical 
Assistance bodies and Technical Institutions, so 
that the programs may be developed more effec- 
tively. 


XXXVI 
Supp.Ly OF INSECTICIDES 


WuereEas: The Director-General of the World 
Health Organization has sent a communication 
to the Regional Committee on the subject of sup- 
ply of insecticides, together with the relevant reso- 
lution of the IV World Health Assembly, and the 
Director of the Pan American Sanitary Bureau 
made a supplementary report recounting the steps 
taken to obtain export-permit priority for insecti- 
cides for the health services of countries both in 
the Americas and in other parts of the world, and 
the possible difficulties that might arise after 
January 1952 because of the short supply thereof; 

There is urgent need that such insecticides be 
requested before the end of 1951, to make it pos- 
sible to obtain the necessary priorities for the 


‘ quotas requested by the Member Countries of the 


Pan American Sanitary Organization; and 

The Government of the United States has given 
valuable and very helpful support to these re- 
quests, 

The Directing Council 
RESOLVES: 

1. To request the Director of the Pan American 
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Sanitary Bureau to continue taking measures so 
that, as far as possible, the Member Countries 
will obtain the quotas necessary for their services, 
which represent a need not only of national but 
also of international health. 

2. To repeat the recommendations for the most 
economical possible application of the insecticides, 
inter alia by combining in a single program the 
fight against various arthropod-borne diseases. 

3. To make the urgent request that all the 
Member Countries of the Pan American Sanitary 
Organization report to the Bureau, prior to 31 
December 1951, their quota requirements up to 
30 June 1952, such requests to be accompanied 
by funds to meet their cost. 

4. To request the Member Governments to 
indicate, prior to 1 March 1952, their estimated 
insecticide requirements for the period 1 July 
1952 to 30 June 1953. 

5. To extend on behalf of the Directing Council 
a vote of thanks to the Government of the United 
States of America for the cooperation offered in 
this regard.

ANNUAL REPORTS FROM MEMBER STATES 
OF THE WorRLD HEALTH ORGANIZATION: 
RECOMMENDATIONS ON ForM AND CONTENT 
To ENSURE UNIFORMITY AND COMPARABILITY 


Wuereas: Article 61 of the Constitution of 
the World Health Organization provides that 
“each Member shall report annually to the Or- 
ganization on the action taken and progress 
achieved in improving the health of its people’;

The Executive Board of the World Health 
Organization has recommended that “the Re- 
gional Organizations use their influence to obtain 
information from the Members of the regions, in 
the form of uniform or comparable annual reports 
and statements suitable for incorporation in the 
records of WHO’’, 

The Directing Council, acting as the Regional 
Committee for the Americas of the World Health 
Organization, 

RESOLVES: 

To approve the preparation by the Executive 

Committee of a Model Annual Report that will 
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make it possible to compile easily and uniformly 
the information contained in the Annual Reports, 
attempting to make the model questionnaire basic 
and concise.

AMENDMENTS TO THE RULES OF PROCEDURE 
OF THE DIREcTING COUNCIL 


WuereEas: The several opinions expressed dur-

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FINANCIAL PARTICIPATION OF FRANCE, 
THE NETHERLANDS AND THE UNITED KINGDOM, 
ON BEHALF OF THEIR DEPENDENT TERRITORIES IN 
THE REGION OF THE AMERICAS, IN THE BUDGET OF 
THE PAN AMERICAN SANITARY ORGANIZATION 


WuereEas: The Directing Council at this V 
Meeting has adopted a resolution recommending 
inter alia that the Representative States of non- 
selfgoverning territories be granted the vote on 
budget matters of the Pan American Sanitary 
Organization provided this vote be contingent 
upon an equitable contribution being made by 
them to the Pan American Sanitary Organization 
budget, 

The Directing Council 
RESOLVES: 

1. To instruct the Director to compute the 
annual contributions in respect to the territories of 
France, the Netherlands and the United Kingdom 
in the Western Hemisphere, on the following basis: 

a) for each group of territories select the 
Member State whose capacity-to-pay is most 
comparable to that of the group; 

b) divide the amount assessed the most 
comparable Member State by its total popula- 
tion; 

c) multiply the per capita assessment of the 


most comparable Member State (derived in 
step b) by the total population of the respec- 
tive groups of territories, the resulting sum 
being the amount of the contribution for the 


group. 

2. To instruct the Director to consult each 
Representative State in the selection of the Mem- 
ber State whose capacity-to-pay is most compar- 
able to the group of territories which it represents. 

3. To instruct the Director to inform the 
Executive Committee annually of the manner in 
which the most comparable Member State was 
selected.

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Cuba to draw up the draft of the protocol referred 
to in the aforesaid Resolution; and 

At its closing plenary session, the Council ap- 
proved the draft protocol submitted by the afore-

The Directing Council 
RESOLVES: 

1. To recommend that the countries of the 
Americas, signatories of the Pan American Sani- 
tary Code (Havana, 1924), adopt the following 
Additional Protocol thereto: 

a) Articles 2, 9, 10, 11, 16 to 53 inclusive, 
61 and 62 of the Pan American Sanitary Code 
(Havana, 1924), all of which refer to interna- 
tional traffic, are void. 

b) Henceforth, any periodic amendment 
that it should be appropriate to make in the 
titles, sections or articles of the Pan American 
Sanitary Code shall be the responsibility of 
the Pan American Sanitary Conference, to 
which reference is made in the Constitution 
of the Pan American Sanitary Organization; 
for any such appropriate amendment to be 
valid the provisions of Article 24 of the Con- 
stitution of the Pan American Sanitary Or- 
ganization (Buenos Aires, 1947) shall be car- 
ried out. 


2. To instruct the Director of the Pan American 
Sanitary Bureau that, in submitting the draft 
additional protocol referred to in Paragraph 1 to 
the Governments signatories of the Havana Con- 
vention, he attach thereto the documents embody- 
ing the considerations warranting the aforemen- 
tioned protocol including all the documents on 
this topic which have been submitted to the 14th 
Meeting of the Executive Committee, and to the 
V Meeting of the Directing Council.

In its report on the budget of the Pan 
American Sanitary Bureau, the Committee 
on Finances made a series of specific observa- 
tions, with the recommendation that they 
be submitted to the appropriate organs of 





the Pan American Sanitary Organization. It 
also pointed out that these observations 
could, to a certain extent, be applied to other 
inter-American organizations. With that 
purpose in mind, the Committee made the 
following general statements: 


The foregoing specific observations concerning 
the budget of the Pan American Sanitary Bureau 
can, up to a certain point and to a greater or less 
degree, be applied to other Inter-American 
Specialized Organizations. 

As the members of the Council already know, 
the Charter of the Organization, particularly in 
Chapter XV, has specific provisions relative to 
Inter-American Specialized Organizations, and 
both in it and in the agreements that have been 
signed between the Council and the Specialized 
Organizations the authority of the Council to 
make recommendations on the budgets submitted 
to it for study and consideration is recognized. 

In its report on the budget of the Pan American 
Union for 1951-52, the Committee on Finances 
made the following observations relative to the 
budget estimates of the Specialized Organizations, 
observations that were approved by the Council: 

“The Committee on Finances recommends 
the continuance of the consultations between 
the Pan American Union and the specialized 
organizations for the purpose of developing 
standard budgetary terminology and a com- 
mon form of presentation for budget esti- 
mates. It is believed that basic comparability 
of the estimates depends upon having com- 
mon staff and financial regulations used in the 
formulation of estimates, treatment of budg- 
etary surpluses and of incidental revenue, in 
audit standards, and in other matters. 
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“The Committee on Finances hopes that 
the specialized organizations will continue 
their efforts to develop budget justifications 
in terms of work programs and relate their 
personnel and other requirements to specific 
programs and projects.’’ 


In the last few weeks the Committee on Fi- 
nances, in collaboration with the Secretariat, has 
given careful attention to the matter of finding a 
way to achieve the above-mentioned objectives, 
and recently the Committee authorized the Secre- 
tary General to inform the Specialized Organiza- 
tions of standards to be followed in drawing up 
their respective annual budgets. These standards 
are as follows: 


1. The proposed budget should contain de- 
tailed estimates of income and expenditure 
by years, thus:

Note: The first set of column headings ape 
plied to agencies that have financial years 
extending from 1 July to 30 June; and the 
second, to those agencies with financial years 
which coincide with the calendar year. 

The first column, ‘‘Expense,’’ should show 
actual amounts of expenditures for the last 
completed financial year. 

The second column, ‘‘Budget,’’ should indi- 
cate the estimated expenditures for the cur- 
rent year, including any supplemental appro- 
priations or any revisions or reallocations 
authorized since the appropriation was 
passed. 

The third column, ‘‘Estimate,’’ should show 
the estimated amounts proposed to be ex- 
pended in the ensuing year. 


2. The estimates to be sent to the Council 
for consideration should be those that the 
competent officials of the Specialized Organi- 
zation present for consideration to the body 
empowered to give final approval to them. In 
this way the Council of the OAS will be able 
to make such observations as it considers 
necessary before the budgets are approved by 
the bodies invested with authority to make 
appropriations and authorize expenditures. 

3. The explanatory statement should con- 
tain information on the programs of the re- 


spective orgatization with justification of the 
amounts requested for new activities or for 
the extension of existing ones. 

4. As far as possible, the budget estimates 
should reflect the expenses to be incurred for 
each specific activity or project to be carried 
out during the year. If estimates are prepared 
on the basis of objects of expenditure (person- 
nel, travel, printing, etc.) summaries should 
be included showing these expenditures dis- 
tributed by specific activities and projects. 

5. Explanatory statements should contain 
information on the relations of the Special- 
ized Organization with other inter-American 
agencies and with world institutions in its 
field. Most particularly there should be in- 
cluded a detailed explanation of any reim- 
bursement received or paid out by the institu- 
tion for services given to or received from 
another agency, and also any other existing 
understanding of a financial nature with other 
organizations. 

6. When a Specialized Organization parti- 
cipates in the Program of Technical Coopera- 
tion of the OAS, it should present a summary 
of the expenditures that will be met by funds 
from the program. 

7. The budget estimates should be accom- 
panied by additional information on the fol- 
lowing subjects: 

a) Changes in Staff Regulations imply- 
ing new financial obligations. 

b) Annual publications program. List 
of the periodical or serial publications 
and those of any other nature that are to 
be issued in the year covered by the 
budget. 

c) Treatment of the budgetary sur- 
pluses and miscellaneous income. 

d) Status of the working fund and other 
reserves, if any. 

e) Procedures for an independent audit- 
ing of accounts and the report of the audi- 
tors, if any. 


The adoption of these standards by the Special- 
ized Organizations and the preparation of their 
budget estimates according to the above-men- 
tioned procedures will result, in the opinion of 
the Committee on Finances, not only in a more 
uniform but in a more complete presentation to 
the Member Governments of the work programs 
of budget estimates and of the methods used to 
finance the activities of the Specialized Organiza- 
tions. 
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After considering the report at the afore- 
said meeting of August 29, the Council ap- 
proved it and adopted the following resolu- 
tion: 

The Council of the Organization of American

To send this report to the Director of the Pan 
American Sanitary Bureau so that he may bring 
it to the attention of the pertinent organs of the 
Pan American Sanitary Organization with the 
request that they take into account the observa- 
tions and recommendations contained in this 
report when they formulate and approve the 
budget of the said Bureau.

AGREEMENT WITH THE PAN AMERICAN 
Union ON Copyricut.—On May 22, 1951, 
the Director-General of the United Nations 
Educational, Scientific and Cultural Or- 
ganization sent the following communication 
to the Secretary General of the Organization 
of American States:

Proposed Agreement on Copyright between 
UNESCO and Pan American Union 

Following the correspondence and conversa- 
tions between various members of the UNESCO 
Secretariat and the Division of Legal Affairs of 
the Pan American Union, I have the honour to 
propose herewith that we agree on the following 
points with a view to strengthening working rela- 
tions between uNEsco and the Pan American 
Union in the field of international copyright. 

This agreement is intended to define the scope 
of our co-operative efforts by means of a special 
understanding implementing and built within 
the broader framework of the Agreement between 
the Organization of American States and UNESCO 
dated 8 December, 1950, as contemplated by 
Articles III and IV thereof: 

1. The Pan American Union and the uNEsco 
Secretariat will consult regularly in a spirit 
of full collaboration on all copyright questions 
of common interest. To this end the Division 
of Legal Affairs, on behalf of the Pan American 
Union, and the Copyright Division, on behalf 
of the ungsco Secretariat, are designated to 
ensure the desired liaison. 

2. The Pan American Union and the uNEsco 
Secretariat will communicate to each other 
all information and documents of common 
interest in the field of copyright with special 
regard to the following: 

a) Source materials of copyright law, 
7.e., legislation, administrative and execu- 
tive orders and decrees, jurisprudence 
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(both judicial and administrative), doc- 
trine, etc... 

b) Current status of ratifications of 
the various International Conventions 
in the field of copyright. 

c) Publications in the common field. 


3. The Pan American Union and the uNEsco 
Secretariat will collaborate in the study of 
certain problems in the field of copyright and 
shall jointly undertake a survey among the 
American States on the subject of copyright 
formalities and other statistical data concern- 
ing literary and artistic works. This common 
undertaking may, if necessary, be conducted 
by a joint committee. 

4, Representatives of the Pan American 
Union will be invited to participate in all 
Conferences and Meetings called by uNEsco 
dealing with international problems of copy- 
right. Such representatives shall have the 
right to participate in the deliberations of 
these bodies, and of their commissions and 
committees, and may make proposals but 
may not vote. 

5. Representatives of the uNEsco Secre- 
tariat will be invited to participate in all 
Pan American Conferences and Meetings 
dealing with international problems of copy- 
right. Such representatives shall have the 
right to participate in the deliberations of 
these bodies, and of their commissions and 
committees, and may make proposals but 
may not vote. 


I would appreciate it if you would be good 
enough to let me know if the terms of this letter 
meet your approval and if they seem to you to 
form the basis of an effective collaboration be- 
tween our two services, a collaboration to which 
I personally attach the highest importance.

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Fifth Pan American Highway Congress 


The Fifth Pan American Highway Con- 
gress met in the city of Lima, Peru, October 
7 through 15, 1951, with the status of a 
‘specialized conference granted by the Coun- 
cil of the OAS by virtue of a resolution dated 
April 3, 1950. 

Official delegations from 16 American 
countries attended the conference: Argen- 
tina, Bolivia, Brazil, Chile, the Dominican 
Republic, El Salvador, Haiti, Honduras, 
Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, Paraguay, 
Peru, the United States, Uruguay, and 
Venezuela. Also participating were official 
observers of Ecuador, the Organization of 
American States, the United Nations, and 
the Inter-American Federation of Auto- 
mobile Clubs, as well as representatives of 
national and international organizations and 
highway specialists. A total of 215 delegates 
and 100 observers participated. 

Pursuant to the regulations of the Con- 
gress, approved by the Inter-American 
Economie and Social Council, the Govern- 
ment of Peru had appointed as President 
ad interim Mr. Carlos Salazar Southwell, 
Minister of Development and Public Works 
and Chairman of the Peruvian Delegation. 
Mr. Eduardo A. Salgado was appointed to 
carry out the duties of Secretary General. 
Both nominations were approved unani- 
mously by the delegations. 

Attending the opening session in the 
Teatro Municipal de Lima were the Secre- 
taries of State, members of the National 
Congress, members of the Diplomatic Corps, 
other distinguished persons, and the general 
public. Minister Salazar Southwell, repre- 
senting the President of the Republic, ex- 
tended a warm welcome to the visiting

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delegates. Upon referring to the technical 
aspect of the meeting, he stated the funda- 
mental objectives of the Pan American 
Highway Congress in the following words: 


The first Congresses, held at Buenos Aires in 
1925 and Rio de Janeiro in 1929, planned the great 
highways of the Pan American System, whose 
construction the countries of America are now 
undertaking. The Congress that met at Santiago 
de Chile in 1939 perfected this System, dealt with 
its technical aspects, and looked into the economic 
problems involved. Problems of national financing 
involved in the construction of the highway system 
were duly considered by the Congress held at 
Mexico in 1941, which took appropriate decisions 
of a progressive nature, such as that on the im- 
position of a supertax, and others which, although 
not materializing into actual laws, represented a 
step forward in the use of heavy machinery in 
highway construction. It also adopted highway 
signal and traffic systems, which were progressive 
for that time. 

We of the Fifth Congress believe that there are 
several new problems which merit our considera- 
tion: first, the planning and expansion of the Pan 
American Highway System, agreed upon by the 
Bogoté Conference, involving the development of 
present roads to permit the exploitation of strate- 
gic materials of the Hemisphere, as a first answer 
to our growing anxiety about the defense of the 
Continent, because we, as representatives of 
America, share common ideals and common re- 
sponsibilities to the rest of the world; second, an 
adequate examination and appreciation of the 
burden imposed on the Pan American Highway 
system by modern heavy traffic; third, the need 
for strengthening the Organization of American 
States through the creation of a specialized or- 
ganization to deal with problems connected with 
the Pan American Highway System; and finally, 
a recommendation suggesting a study which will 
enable the American countries to finance the Sys- 
tem through the aforementioned specialized or- 
ganization, a study which might be entrusted to 
the specialized organizations of the OAS, so that 
the next Congress may reach a decision on this 
important matter. 
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Answering on behalf of the delegations, 
the Under Secretary of Communications and 
Public Works of Mexico, and Chairman of 
the Mexican Delegation, Mr. Antonio Dovali 
Jaime, said, among other things, the follow- 
ing: 

In this tragic hour when the world is struggling 
in spiritual agony, fearing that the greatest 
achievements of civilization and culture may dis- 
appear, it is gratifying to hold assemblies intended 
to encourage friendship among peoples through 
one of the means best adapted to promote human 
unity, namely, land communication. These as- 
semblies, free from the ambitious desires awakened 
in man by commercial competition, have formu- 
lated policies of the Pan American Highway Sys- 
tem in harmony with the basic principles of human 
dignity. 

The agenda prepared by the Organizing Com- 
mittee inspires great optimism, particularly when 
one notes that all of the topics of discussion tend 
to encourage the use of the Pan American High- 
way for progressive and peaceful purposes. This 
attitude on the part of the sponsors deserves our 
unanimous vote of congratulations and applause. 

The impressive inaugural session of the Fifth 
Pan American Highway Congress not only inspires 
an assembly for the exchange of technical ideas, 
but also awakens a hope that hemispheric unity 
will soon be accomplished by a highway system 
linking together the most remote regions of the 
Continent. 

Other speakers were the Representative 
of the Secretary General of the Organization 
of American States, Mr. Francisco J. Her- 
nandez; Dr. Helen Moats Eek, Official Ob- 
server of the United Nations; and the Mayor 
of the city of Lima, Mr. Eduardo Dibdés 
Dammert. 

Also at the opening session, the Chiefs of 
State and the Ministers of Development and 
Public Works of the countries represented 
at the Congress were elected by acclamation 
Honorary Presidents and Honorary Vice 
Presidents of the Congress, respectively. 

Before beginning its discussions, the Con- 
gress organized five working committees on 
the different items of the agenda approved 
by the Inter-American Economic and Social 
Council, namely: (1) on Technical Matters; 
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(2) on Transit; (3) on Economic and Fi- 
nancial Matters, Administration, and Legis- 
lation; (4) on Highway Education, Liaison, 
and Publicity; and (5) International Ques- 
tions. In addition, pursuant to provisions 
of the regulations, a Coordinating Com- 
mittee and a Committee on Credentials were 
established. 

The Palacio Municipal of Lima, with its 
spacious and elegant auditorium, was a 
perfect setting for the plenary sessions of 
the Congress; other parts of the building 
offered all kinds of facilities to the com- 
mittees and the general secretariat. The 
secretariat gave positive proof of efficiency 
and devotion to its work, and was given a 
special vote of recognition by the Congress. 
The same distinction was given to the Or- 
ganizing Committee for its excellent prepar- 
atory work. 

The Congress was characterized by a 
spirit of dedication and harmony which, 
not withstanding the differences of opinion 
expressed in some discussions, prevailed 
throughout its deliberations. The decisions 
of the committees were considered at three 
plenary meetings. In addition to studying 
and considering 170 documents on various 
technical aspects of the construction, main- 
tenance and use of roads, the Congress ap- 
proved a number of resolutions, recommend- 
ing various highway policies and programs 
to the American States. The texts of the 
resolutions follow:

FINANCING OF THE UNCOMPLETED SECTIONS 
OF THE PAN AMERICAN HIGHWAY 


The Fifth Pan American Highway Congress, 

ConsIDERING: The report presented by the 
Delegation of Mexico on the financing of the un- 
completed sections of the Pan American Highway; 

The progress thus far made in each of the 
countries of the Continent, and the valuable 
technical collaboration and material aid furnished 
by the Government of the United States to the 
countries of Central America and Panama; 
The pressing need of the Continent for a longi- 
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tudinal highway that will facilitate intercom- 
munication for North, Central, and South Amer- 
ica, a need repeatedly recognized by the Pan 
American Highway Congresses in decisions taken 
to promote attainment of this objective; and 

The urgent necessity for adopting measures 
conducive to immediate financing and execution 
of the construction work that remains to be done, 
RESOLVES: 

1. To express special gratitude to the Govern- 
ment of the United States of America for the tech- 
nical collaboration and material aid extended to 
the countries of Central America and Panama in 
order to facilitate execution of the said work. 

2. To request the Organization of American 
States, through the Inter-American Economic 
and Social Council, to undertake as speedily as 
possible the measures necessary for the estab- 
lishment of an ad hoc Committee of Experts, com- 
posed of representatives of the Governments of 
the United States, Mexico, Guatemala, El Salva- 
dor, Honduras, Nicaragua, Costa Rica, Panama, 
ane Colombia, which shall determine the quickest 
and most effective method of meeting the financial 
requirements for opening to traffic the uncom- 
pleted sections of the longitudinal Pan American 
Highway connecting North, Central, and South 
America. 

3. To recommend, as an aid to the aforesaid 
ad hoc financial committee in the discharge of the 
task entrusted to it, that each of the interested 
countries endeavor to promote a national program 
of action for securing public and private funds to 
be employed in construction of the uncompleted 
sections. 

4. To express its earnest desire that the Organi- 
zation of American States give to the implementa- 
tion of this resolution the preferential attention 
that will enable the said committee to enter upon 
its work at the earliest possible date. 


II 


SpecrtaL MEETING OF THE PAN AMERICAN HIGHWAY 
CONGRESS AND SEAT OF THE SIXTH CONGRESS 


Wuereas: The deliberations and resolutions 
of the present Pan American Highway Congress 
indicate that it is absolutely essential to hold an- 
other meeting, as soon as possible, in order to 
deal with important problems bearing upon more 
rapid development of Continental road communi- 
cations; and 

It is desirable, moreover, to uphold the prin- 
ciple, already approved at previous meetings of 
the Congress, that the interval between such 
meetings should not exceed three years, 





The Fifth Pan American Highway Congress 
RESOLVES: 

1. To hold a Special Meeting of the Pan Ameri- 
can Highway Congress at Mexico City, in October 
1952. 

2. To hold the Sixth Pan American Highway 
Congress at Caracas, Venezuela, in 1954. 

3. To express appreciation of the kind invita- 
tions extended by the Delegations of Mexico and 
Venezuela, respectively, in regard to these two 
meetings.

CONTINENTAL ROAD ORGANIZATION AND 
TECHNICAL WorK COMMITTEES 


The Fifth Pan American Highway Congress 
RESOLVES: 

1. To recognize the need for continual and 
effective action in regard to the solution of all 
problems relating to the development of road 
communications in the Western Hemisphere. 

2. To reaffirm the importance of continuing the 
Pan American Highway Congresses. 

3. To express gratitude to the Government of 
Argentina for its substantial contribution, through 
support of the Central Committee of the Perma- 
nent Institution of the Pan American Highway 
Congresses, to the road-communications system 
of the Continent. 

4. To suggest that the Central Committee of 
the Permanent Institution of the Pan American 
Highway Congresses be enlarged to include repre- 
sentatives of the Governments of Brazil, Chile, 
and the United States, in addition to its present 
membership consisting of the representatives of 
Mexico and Peru, with a view to preparation, by 
the Committee, of draft statutes to be used in the 
definitive organization of one or more agencies 
destined to participate in promoting development 
of road communications on the Continent. 

5. To request the American governments to 
forward their comments to the Central Committee 
at the earliest possible date, together with draft 
statutes, if feasible, for use in the organization 
of the above-mentioned agencies. 

The Central Committee, for its part, should 
transmit to the American governments, 90 days 
prior to the opening date of the forthcoming Spe- 
cial Meeting of the Pan American Highway Con- 
gress at Mexico City, the draft or drafts of statutes 
formulated by it in pursuance of the present reso- 
lution. 

6. To request the Central Committee to con- 
sider the possibility of rotating the headquarters 
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of the proposed agencies, among all the American 
countries. 
7. To constitute the following committees: 

a) A technical committee composed of rep- 
resentatives of the Governments of Bolivia, 
Brazil, Ecuador, Guatemala, Mexico, Peru, 
and the United States, which shall study the 
whole question of financing the Pan American 
Highway System. 

This committee shall function under the 
chairmanship of the representative of Mexico 
and shall seek assistance from all the Ameri- 
can countries. The latter, in their turn, may 
transmit to the committee any suggestions 
that they consider pertinent; 

b) A technical committee composed of the 
representatives of Argentina, Chile, El] Salva- 
dor, Peru, the United States, and Venezuela, 
which shall study the economic resources 
that are to be made available for developing 
the national road program of each country, 
the respective road bureaus, and the stand- 
ards to govern the planning of roads. 

This committee shall function under the 
chairmanship of the representative of the 
United States and shall seek assistance from 
all the American countries. The latter, in 
turn, may transmit to the committee any sug- 
gestions that they consider pertinent. 


Each of these two technical committees shall 
meet, as soon as possible, in the country repre- 
sented by its Chairman, who shall be responsible 
for convocation of the meetings. The committees 
shall prepare reports for the forthcoming Special 
Meeting of the Congress, at Mexico City, and also 
for the Inter-American Economic and Social Coun- 
cil, to be used by the latter as background docu- 
mentation in the tasks entrusted to it by other 
resolutions of the Fifth Congress. 

8. To request the Organization of American 
States to provide the necessary secretariat serv- 
ices. 

9. To prolong the functions of the Central 
Committee of the Permanent histitution of the 
Pan American Highway Congresses until the 
Organization of American States assumes respon- 
sibility for the said secretariat services.

FINANCING BY COLLECTION OF TOLLS 


The Fifth Pan American Highway Congress 
RESOLVES: 

To advocate that, in American countries where 
the laws do not provide for road construction 
through a toll system, the governments consider

Wuereas: A substantial supply of available 
machinery is essential for road construction and 
maintenance projects; and 

The work of road construction and repair may 
be retarded or even brought to a halt, if the present 
difficulties impeding acquisition of machinery con- 
tinue to exist, 

The Fifth Pan American Highway Congress 
RESOLVES: 

1. To address all the American States, asking 
them to provide every possible facility for the 
importation of machinery and spare parts to be 
used in the construction and maintenance of their 
roads. 

2. To request of the American countries pro- 
ducing such machinery and spare parts, that they 
establish a system of priorities to govern exporta- 
tion of these products to the other countries of 
America; and to request also that they consider 
the possibility of arranging easy payment terms 
that will be in keeping with the available resources 
of the purchasing countries.

THE Pan AMERICAN HIGHWAY 
AND COMMERCIAL EXCHANGE 


Wuereas: The hope of establishing a Pan 
American network of roads is now in process of 
realization; 

This network will facilitate tourist travel and 
general social and cultural intercourse among 
American nations; and 

There is also a need for economic intercourse 
through highway facilities, that is to say, for an 
easy exchange of products between countries that 
will benefit both the particular localities involved 
and the Continent as a whole, 

The Fifth Pan American Highway Congress 
RESOLVES: 

To recommend to the American governments 
the conclusion, after due study, of commercial 
agreements that will make it possible and easy 
for two countries to exchange products and for 
such products to pass through other countries 
in the process of exportation, as a means of deriv- 
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ing the maximum benefit from the expenditure of 
money and effort required for construction of the 
Pan American Highway System.

A SPECIALIZED ORGANIZATION FOR THE 
Pan AMERICAN H1iGHWAY SYSTEM 


The Fifth Pan American Highway Congress 
RECOMMENDS: 

That, with a view to solving the international 
problems which are delaying the construction, 
opening, and improvement of the Pan American 
Highway System, the Organization of American 
States undertake, through the Inter-American 
Economic and Social Council: 

a) To create, as a part of the Organization 
of American States, a specialized organiza- 
tion which will have its headquarters in Wash- 
ington, D. C., and will be responsible for the 
executive activities necessary to the construc- 
tion, opening, and improvement of the Pan 
American Highway System; for the assign- 
ment of the priorities expedient for execution 
of the project; and for directing the work of 
private agencies with a view to their collab- 
oration with the governments; 

b) To draw up the bases of a convention

in addition to the economic interests invol- 
ved, the question of hemispheric defense.

BILATERAL ACTION ON INTERNATIONAL 
Roap COMMUNICATIONS 


Wuereas: It is desirable that steps be taken 
to facilitate study of this subject, involving 
selection of routes and of commercial opportuni- 
ties in accordance with the local or national needs 
of each country, 

The Fifth Pan American Highway Congress 
RECOMMENDS: 

1. That every American country which has not 
yet done so, appoint the engineers who are to 
form mixed commissions charged with studying 
the questions pertinent to the various routes 
offering means of international communication. 

2. That the governments of the countries where 
such mixed commissions have already been 
formed, state their opinions on the routes studied 
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and coordinate their construction plans, with a 
view to completing construction at approximately 
the same time. 


Ix 


Roaps LEADING TO THE CENTRAL JUNGLE 
oF SoutH AMERICA 


Wuereas: The construction of roads leading 
to the central jungle of South America would be 
beneficial to a vast zone of productive potentiali- 
ties whose development is important not only to 
the neighboring countries but also to the entire 
Continent, 

The Fifth Pan American Highway Congress 
RECOMMENDS: 

1. Construction of the Bellavista-Marafién 
River, Quillabamba, and El] Encuentro-Urubamba 
River Highways, and completion of the small 
section now under construction that leads to the 
Inambari River. 

2. Consideration of the funds needed to com- 
plete these projects, in connection with the plan 
for financing that was submitted to the Congress 
in the motion presented by the Peruvian Delega- 
tion. 

3. Particularly careful consideration of this 
recommendation, in view of its great importance, 
its acknowledged interest for the Congress, and 
the fact that it concerns a project broadly Ameri- 
can in scope and of world-wide import. 


x 
BouiviAN VALLEY Route 


The Fifth Pan American Highway Congress 
RECOMMENDS: 

1. That recognition be accorded the trunk 
route known as the “Bolivian Valley Route,’’ 
and that it be incorporated in the Pan American 
Highway System as the diagonal line across Amer- 
ica, with the understanding that the Andean sec- 
tion of the Pan American Highway is not thereby 
excluded. 

2. That the Republics of Peru and Argentina 
consider the said Pan American route through the 
valleys of Bolivia as forming part of the sections 
of the Pan American Highway that link them, 
respectively, with the Continental system. 

3. That the roads providing direct connection 
with the Pan American system in countries ad- 
jacent to Bolivia be automatically classified as 
sections of the Pan American Highway, provided 
that they have been officially recognized as so 
qualified by express and reciprocal confirmation 
of the interested parties. 
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4. That the foregoing recommendations be ex- 
plicitly placed on record; and that they be brought 
directly to the attention of the affiliated techni- 
cal agencies and highway institutions, and in- 
directly transmitted to the Inter-American Eco- 
nomic and Social Council of the Organization of 
American States.

IMPORTANCE OF Roap MAINTENANCE 


Wuereas: The various American countries 
have substantial investments in the planning and 
construction of their road networks, with the 
intention of continuing their activities in this 
field on a very impressive scale, a noteworthy 
feature of all such activities being the special 
attention accorded to the Pan American Highway; 

The establishment and progressive expansion 
of any highway system inevitably demands pro- 
vision for adequate maintenance of the roads in 
use; and 

A number of papers presented to the Fifth 
Congress have stressed this fundamental concept, 
and have even pointed out specific cases of high- 
way deterioration due to the lack of care arising 
from insufficiency of funds or of other means, 

The Fifth Pan American Highway Congress 
RESOLVES: 

To recommend to the governments of the coun- 
tries represented at this Congress that they give 
due recognition of importance to their budgetary 
provisions for ‘‘Road Maintenance,” and all the 
careful attention required to ensure the good 
condition and prolonged utility of the roads, en- 
deavoring to obtain a reasonable increase in the 
appropriations for work of this kind. 


XII 


INSTITUTIONAL IMPROVEMENTS AND IMPROVED 
PROVISIONS FOR PAYMENT OF PERSONNEL 


The Fifth Pan American Highway Congress 
RESOLVES: 

To recommend to the American governments: 

a) That they encourage the trend toward im- 
proved organization of their executive depart- 
ments in matters relating to roads; and that, in 
the educational field, they give preferential at- 
tention to specialization in road communications; 

b) That they make an earnest effort to intro- 
duce more satisfactory provisions for payment of 
road engineers, ensuring a stable basis of remuner- 
ation for such personnel in any situation that 
may arise in the course of their public service. 
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XIII 
TECHNICAL TRAINING OF AUXILIARY PERSONNEL 


The Fifth Pan American Highway Congress 
RECOMMENDS: 

1. That the American governments devote at- 
tention to the technical training of foremen, 
auxiliary road-construction personnel, and op- 
erators of machinery. 

2. That ascholarship program be adopted, with 
a view to utilizing the facilities offered by the 
countries where this branch of instruction has 
already been established. 


XIV 
UNIFORMITY IN TraFFic Laws 


The Fifth Pan American Highway Congress 
RESOLVES: 

1. To recommend to the appropriate authori- 
ties in all the countries that they consider the 
feasibility of introducing the greatest possible 
degree of uniformity or, at least, substantial simi- 
larity, into the laws governing vehicular traffic on 
the highways. 

2. To suggest to the Pan American Union, in 
Washington, D. C., that it request the chief 
traffic officials of the member countries of the 
Organization of American States to draw up the 
bases for a draft convention on traffic to be sub- 
mitted to the American countries, including 
therein the appropriate restrictions on weight of 
vehicles, etc., and taking into consideration the 
existing conventions on the subject.

SIMPLIFICATION OF FORMALITIES RELATIVE TO 
TRANSIT ACROSS INTERNATIONAL FRONTIERS 


Wuereas: There is a need for simplification 
of the requirements governing the entrance and 
exit of aliens in transit across American frontiers, 

The Fifth Pan American Highway Congress 
RESOLVEs: 

To recommend that each American country 
set up, on its frontiers, buildings in which the 
officials concerned with international transit may 
discharge their duties concurrently; and that each 
country likewise endeavor to eliminate all formal- 
ities that are not absolutely necessary. 


XVI 


REGULATION OF INTERNATIONAL 
HiGHway TRAFFIC 


Wuereas: The vast extent of territory covered 
by the international highways of the Western 
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Hemisphere creates a need for effective regulation 
of international vehicular traffic that will, at the 
same time, serve to protect the interests of each 
individual country, 

The Fifth Pan American Highway Congress 
RESOLVES: 

To recommend to the countries signatory to 
the Convention on Road Traffic, concluded at 
Geneva in 1949, the speedy ratification of that 
instrument.

PROTECTION OF THE AESTHETIC FEATURES 
OF THE Roaps 


The Fifth Pan American Highway Congress 
RESOLVES: 

To address to the governments of the American 
countries a recommendation for adoption of pro- 
visions to prevent the posting of signs, notices, or 
advertisements that might impair the aesthetic 
features of the roads and the beauty of the land- 
scape, 

XVIII 


ELIMINATION OF ROADSIDE COMMERCIAL 
ADVERTISEMENTS 


WuerREAs: Roadside commercial advertise- 
ments are a dangerous source of distraction to 
drivers and impair the pleasure derived from the 
view, thus lessening the value of the national 
heritage that serves to attract tourists and awaken 
their admiration; 

As a national economic factor, this type of 
advertising plays a secondary réle and offers no 
clear benefits either to the economic system or to 
the national treasury, while, on the other hand, 
it does have an unfavorable effect upon tourist 
trade, which is valuable to any nation; 

Modern technical requirements for road con- 
struction include safety of design, protection of 
scenic values, preservation of the beauties of 
nature, and also a general harmony in the costly 
constructions connecting paved streets, highways, 
and roads; and 

The practice of commercial advertising is an 
obstacle to fulfilment of, these requirements, 

The Fifth Pan American Highway Congress 
RESOLVES: 

To recommend to the American countries that 
they consider the advisability of eliminating com- 
mercial advertisements from the roadsides. 


XIX 
Roaps Provip1ine Access To CITIES 


The Fifth Pan American Highway Congress 





RESOLVES: 

1. To emphasize the need for studies on the 
establishment of road networks providing access 
to cities, the said studies to be carried out as 
promptly as possible by organizations concerned 
with road problems. 

2. To address the appropriate organizations 
with a view to promoting: 

a) Coordinated action, in order to avoid 
duplication of effort in such studies; 

b) Drafting of over-all plans for the pur- 
poses above mentioned; 

c) Immediate delineation of the right of 
ways planned, and, as a first step, enactment 
of appropriate legislation to prevent initia- 
tion of other improvements in the zones 
where the roads are to be constructed.

1. To recommend to the governments of the 
American countries that they make an exhaustive 
study of the question of right of way, through their 
technical experts and specialized official or un- 
official agencies and organizations in this field, 
before adopting a definitive decision on the sub- 
ject. 

2. To request the Inter-American Federation 
of Automobile Clubs to stimulate interest among 
its member organizations in the pertinent research 
and study. 

XXII 


INSPECTION OF Motor VEHICLES 


The Fifth Pan American Highway Congress 
RESOLVES: 

1. To recommend to the appropriate authorities 
in each country that they consider the possibility 
of definitive acceptance for the principle of tech- 
nical inspection of all motor vehicles (such in- 
spection to cover alignment of spotlights, head- 
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lights, tail lights, and parking lights; alignment 
of the front wheels; condition of the bumpers and 
fenders; etc.), as a means of ensuring proper 
functioning of the vehicles and thus preventing 
accidents. 

2. To recommend also that the standards ap- 
plied in this inspection shall be uniform with 
respect to identical factors and in all countries. 


XXIII 


PROHIBITION AGAINST THE MISLEADING 
UsE oF SYMBOLS 


The Fifth Pan American Highway Congress 
RESOLVES: 

To address to the various American countries 
a recommendation on the desirability of incor- 
porating in their laws, provisions designed to 
prevent the use, in notices or advertisements, of 
signs or symbols normally employed to indicate 
danger or need for caution on the highways. 


XXIV 
ROADSIDE SERVICE STATIONS 


The Fifth Pan American Highway Congress 
RESOLVES: 

1. To recognize the advisability of including, 
in plans for road construction and maintenance, 
properly equipped and adequately spaced service 
stations that will provide facilities for motorists 
as well as for cars. 

2. To recommend that the concessions for 
operation of these service stations be given to 
nonprofit-making automobile or travel organiza- 
tions, inasmuch as such concessions are primarily 
designed to aid travelers and consequently should 
not be subject to commercial interests. 


XXV 
PHOTOLUMIiNESCENT SUBSTANCES ON RoapD SIGNS 


The Fifth Pan American Highway Congress 
RESOLVEs: 

To recommend to the American countries that, 
in studying the subject of road marking and the 
visibility of public vehicles at night, they consider 
the possibility of using inexpensive photolumines- 
cent substances.

User or BALANCING BARRIERS 
AT GRADE CROSSINGS 


The Fifth Pan American Highway Congress, 
CONSIDERING: The paper presented by the Ar- 
gentine Automobile Club (Automévil Club Argen- 





tino) on ‘‘Conversion of the Balancing Barriers 
at Railroad Crossings into Revolving Barriers 
Made of the Same Materials,’’ 

RESOLVES: 

1. To recognize as deserving of study, with a 
view to greater safety for highway traffic at rail- 
road grade crossings in rural areas, the proposal to 
convert the present balancing barriers into revolv- 
ing barriers made of the same materials; and to 
adopt, for proper use thereof, the practice of 
adjusting the barriers in three different positions, 
according to circumstances. 

2. To confirm the following provision, con- 
tained in a resolution of the Fifth Pan American 
Railway Congress, held at Montevideo, Uruguay, 
in 1946: 

To recognize as a project of interest for the 
greater safety of traffic at railroad grade 
crossings in rural areas, the replacement of 
the balancing-barrier system by the revolving- 
barrier system, for which the same materials 
will be used. [Translation] 


3. To recommend that the change in the barrier 
system, as proposed in the aforesaid paper, be 
given a trial in the American countries. 


XXVII 
ENGLISH-SPANISH TECHNICAL GLOSSARY 


Wuereas: Mr. Edwin James, Delegate of the 
United States of America, has prepared a very 
important English-Spanish glossary that contains 
20,000 terms (and the corresponding translations) 
used in America with reference to roads, bridges, 
and soil stabilization. 

The Fifth Pan American Highway Congress 
RESOLVES: 

1. To extend a vote of applause to Mr. Edwin 
James, in recognition of his meritorious work. 

2. To transmit the aforesaid glossary to the 
Organization of American States, recommending 
that the Organization give its support to publica- 
tion of this material, so that it will be available 
to travel and transit officials and to road engineers.

Wuereas: Use should be made of the valuable

To concur in the report presented by the Dele- 
gation of Argentina which refers to ‘‘the need for 
governmental preparation, and for execution in 
the important cities, of public-works plans that 
will facilitate solution of traffic problems through 
construction of new urban arteries especially de- 
signed to ensure efficient channeling of automotive

VoTE OF CONGRATULATIONS TO THE INTER-AMERI- 
CAN FEDERATION OF AUTOMOBILE CLUBS 


WueEreas: The Fourth Pan American Highway 
Congress, assembled at Mexico City in 1941, ap- 
proved a resolution that reads in part as follows: 

The Fourth Pan American Highway Con- 
gress and the Second Inter-American Travel 
Congress recognize the urgent need for crea- 
tion of a federation of American automobile 
organizations, and therefore recommend to 
all such organizations that they lend their 
most earnest efforts toward the establishment 
and maintenance of such a federation; [Trans- 
lation] 


In pursuance of the resolution above cited, on 
September 21, 1941, barely five days after its 
adoption, the automobile and touring clubs of 
America, at a meeting held in Mexico City in the 
private residence of Mr. Luis Montes de Oca, re- 
solved to establish the Inter-American Federation 
of Automobile Clubs (Frac); 

Since the date of its establishment, the r1ac 
has been engaged in ceaseless and highly effective 
activities for the promotion of motoring, interna- 
tional traffic control, road communications, and 
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tourist travel, which have elicited from the Ameri- 
can governments repeated expressions of applause 
and encouragement; 

During its 10 years of existence, the Federation 
has carried on an intensive program of work, 
stimulating execution of road projects and co- 
operating in studies designed to increase the ease 
and safety of automobile travel; 

The activities of the member organizations of 
the Frac, conducted by individual clubs or through 
the Federation itself, have also been concerned 
with complementary roadside projects to facili- 
tate proper maintenance and use of the roads; 
and, in addition, these organizations have ap- 
proached their respective governments with ap- 
peals for the opening and improvement of high- 
ways; 

The Federation has made a useful contribution, 
of permanent significance, in its organic coordina- 
tion of the various tasks that are being performed 
by the member clubs, and this contribution was 
acknowledged and rewarded by the Organization 
of American States and by the Economic and So- 
cial Council of the United Nations, when they 
accorded the Frac the honor of classification as a 
nongovernmental organization with a consultative 
status in all matters relating to road communica- 
tions, motoring, and tourist travel; 

A constant concern of the Frac has been to 
arouse, in the American governments, the greatest 
possible interest in speedy completion of the road 
network that forms the main portion of the Pan 
American Highway System; 

The Federation has contributed with the great- 
est enthusiasm toward publicizing in all American 
countries the valuable work that is being done in 
the United States of America through the chil- 
dren’s ‘“‘school patrols,’’ and it has assisted in all 
projects conducive to safer traffic conditions; 

Concurrently with these efforts to stimulate 
progress in the field of American tourist and auto- 
mobile travel, the Federation has cooperated with 
international agencies dedicated to similar aims, 
one example of such cooperation being its share in 
the general campaign for expansion, in America, 
of the International Road Federation, with which 
it maintains cordial working relations; 

The Ftac felt that it was called upon to appear 
before this Congress, as the first Pan American 
Highway Congress to be held since approval of 
the above-mentioned resolution in Mexico City 
by the fourth assembly of the series, in order to 
report on the execution of that resolution and in 
the hope that the present assembly would approve 
the work accomplished;

In its report to the Fifth Congress, the Frac 
notes that, in view of the intensive program car- 
ried out since the date of its establishment, the 
Organization of American States has formally 
classified the Federation as an American organiza- 
tion of recognized international standing, and 
the Economic and Social Council of the United 
Nations has accorded it the status of a consulta- 
tive body; and 

Wuereas: The American governments have 
received proof of the wisdom of the step taken by 
the Fourth Pan American Highway Congress, and 
have witnessed throughout a period of 10 years 
the important work that is being done by the Frac 
and its member organizations, including not only 
execution of the recommendations made by the 
Fourth Congress, but also resolute action that 
played a part in bringing about the signature and 
ratification, by almost all the American countries, 
of the Convention on the Regulation of Inter- 
American Automotive Traffic (Washington, 1943); 

The Federation has succeeded in establishing 
uniformity on the Continent in the matter of 
right-hand driving; it has expedited the comple- 
tion and opening of important sections of the Pan 
American Highway System; and, through its 
member institutions, it has executed valuable 
roadside projects of an auxiliary nature to in- 
crease the utility of these sections; and 

The present assembly believes that the Frac 
and its member institutions can contribute to 
attainment of the aims sought in this series of 
Congresses by collaborating in the negotiations 
with international and inter-American organiza- 
tions and with the respective governments for 
implementation of the resolutions adopted, and, 
in general, by attempting to expedite execution 
of such resolutions, as they have done, most suc- 
cessfully, in the past, 

The Fifth Pan American Highway Congress 
RESOLVES: 

1. To extend to the Frac congratulations and 
expressions of gratitude for the effective work 
accomplished by the Federation in the Western 
Hemisphere and for its valuable contribution to 
fulfilment of the resolutions approved by the Pan 
American Highway Congresses. 

2. To request that the Frac and its affiliated 
organizations continue to collaborate, as they 
have done up to the present time, in the attain- 
ment of the aims sought through the resolutions 
of these specialized congresses. 

3. To express to the Organization of American 
States and to the Economic and Social Council 
of the United Nations the satisfaction afforded 
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this Congress by their action in respectively classi- 
fying the Frac as an American organization of 
recognized international standing and as an 
agency with a consultative status.

The importance of this highway is such that it 
could justifiably be regarded as the most decisive 
factor for the establishment of close and friendly 
relations among the American countries; 

For these reasons, the highway in question 
might well be known by the alternative name of 
“Friendship Road’’; and 

Rotary International has a very extensive and 
well-equipped organization in various parts of 
America, through which it is promoting closer 
relations and friendly understanding among the 
American countries, 

The Fifth Pan American Highway Congress 
RESOLVES: 

To request, through the medium of the Rotary 
Clubs in the cities located along ‘Friendship 
Road,’’ that Rotary International cooperate with 
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the public authorities in an effort to make circum- 
stances as favorable as possible for the completion 
and maintenance of the Pan American Highway, 
and that it assist in keeping alive the present en- 
thusiastic interest in this tremendously important 
project. 


The general interest awakened by the 
Fifth Pan American Highway Congress was 
duly manifested by the attendance of persons 
representing associations and companies 
directly and indirectly concerned with the 
promotion of land communication, on a 
national scale as well as on an international 
scale. For example, a delegation of numerous 
members represented the American Road 
Builders’ Association, of the United States, 
whose President, Mr. Paul H. Reinhold, 
presented honor plaques in recognition of 
work in highways to Mr. Jorge A. Lazarte, 
of Peru, Mr. Tomas Guardia, of Panama, 
Mr. Edwin James, of the United States, 
and in absentia to Senator Dennis Chavez, 
also from the United States (represented 
on that occasion by the member of the 
United States House of Representatives, 
Mr. John Dempsey). Delegations of Ameri- 
can automobile and touring clubs, which 
were attending the Eleventh Assembly of 
the Inter-American Federation of Auto- 
mobile Clubs (Frac) held in Lima a few days 
before, remained to participate in the dis- 
cussions of the Congress. The International 
Road Federation also sent delegations of its 
affiliated road associations, which made an 
outstanding and effective contribution to the 
Congress. Also attending were representa- 
tives of oil refineries and manufacturing 
concerns of road construction equipment, 
automobiles, and tires; and technicians of 
recognized professional standing who were 
especially invited by the Organizing Com- 
mittee. 

An exhibit, depicting development of 
highways in the American countries in 
general, and of the Pan American Highway 
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in particular, was set up in the spacious halls 
of the Palacio Municipal. The Government 
of Peru set up a special display at the Central 
Laboratory of the Bureau of Roads.
